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FOREWORD 


During its two years of work the Yearbook Commission has 
been guided by the belief that school administration must be a 
cooperative enterprise. If it is to be an effective cooperative enter- 
prise, the administrator must be highly skilled in the art of managing 
and working with all kinds of people—his administrative and super- 
visory personnel, classroom teachers, students, and parents and 
other citizens who reside in his community. The Commission also 
believes that unless administration results in the improvement 
of teaching and learning, the main business of the schools, it will 
miss its greatest opportunity. 

Such convictions imply a leaning toward democratic school p. 

. ministration as opposed to the older concept of control based on 
power, status, and authority. But how to administer a school system 
along democratic lines and at the same time to maintain order and 
efficiency is a question that continues to baffle many school super- 
intendents. The Commission has attempted in this book to pro- 
vide some answers based on tried and tested experience. 

The first chapter sets the stage for all that follows by explain- 
ing what the Commission believes are sound principles of school 
administration. It provides the philosophy upon which this entire 
volume is built. In suggesting practices, experiences, methods, and 
procedures thruout this volume, the Commission has tried to be 
consistent with the basic beliefs as described in this first chapter. 

The next three chapters, to a certain degree, are also a part of 
this stage-setting process. Chapter 2 describes the specific tools, 
technics, and procedures of personnel administration which are a 
part of the special equipment that every administrator needs in 
order to work effectively with his staff. Chapter 3 is devoted to 
an analysis of the individual personality with special emphasis 
on the forces that cause individuals to behave as they do. It also 
suggests ways in which the administrator may capitalize on these 
forces. This is followed in logical order by a chapter dealing with 
the relatively new field of group procedures with special emphasis 
on why groups behave as they do. 

Beginning with Chapter 5 the Commission applies the philosophy 
from Chapter 1, the tools and technics from Chapter 2, the knowl- 
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edge of personal behavior from Chapter 3, and the knowledge oí 
group behavior from Chapter 4, to promoting individual growth, to 
bettering working conditions, to raising the economic and commu- 
nity status of staff members, to building effective teamwork in fiscal 
affairs, and to improving school-community relations. 

Chapter 10 suggests ways in which the effectiveness of staff rela- 
tions can be measured. Finally, in Chapter 11 the Commission at- 
tempts to predict the potential results of the full development and 
application of this new concept of school administration. 

The Commission on Staff Relations in School Administration was 
appointed early in 1953 by President Virgil M. Rogers. Chapters 
prepared by individual members of the Commission have been re- 
vised thru successive meetings so that the final text speaks for the 
Commission as a whole. 

The Commission wishes to identify and thank those who, in addi- 
tion to Commission members, played leading roles in preparing this 
volume. Worth McClure, executive secretary of the AASA, in addi- 
tion to handling all business affairs, provided valuable counsel and 
assistance thruout the entire project. Frank W. Hubbard, director 
of the NEA Research Division, helped in planning the book and in 
editing certain manuscripts. Sam Lambert, assistant director of the 
NEA Research Division, coordinated the work of the Commission 
and was in direct charge of editing and production. 
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CHAPTER 1 


Administration : A Way of 
Working with People 


DUCATION is judged by its effects on the behavior of persons, 
with special reference to the inner behavior or thought life 
which is the seed bed from which actions sprout. Administration of 
education, in turn, should be judged by its effects on education, 
that is, by its success in creating conditions conducive to effective 
learning.

How Administration Functions 


In order to bring about the conditions under which desired learn- 
ings are most likely to take place, administration engages in such 
activities as: 


Obtaining agreement on the aims of education 


Assuring funds for the employment of teachers and other personnel, 
the construction and maintenance of buildings, and the provision of needed 
equipment and supplies 


Employing teachers and other personnel and assigning duties and re- 
sponsibilities to those employed 


Stimulating effective individual and cooperative activity for achieve- 
ment of the agreed-upon purposes 

Coordinating the activities of various individuals and groups in order 
to bring about concerted effort for the achievement of purposes 


Evaluating the effects of plans, procedures, and the performance of 
persons. 


If we examine any one of these aspects of administration, we 
shall see that it is carried on thru influencing the decisions and 
actions of persons. For example, obtaining the funds for operating 
the schools requires action by legislative bodies and/or the voters 
of a state or district. Administration sets the stage for the decisions 
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on how much money shall be made available and for what purposes. 
The performance of each of the functions of administration 
depends upon the cooperative activity of persons. Administration 
(| may thus be regarded as a means of bringing about effective co- 
| ‘operative activity to achieve the purposes of an enterprise. 


Many Persons Involved 


Not only does administration function thru its influence on per- 
sons; it is a process carried on by persons. In educational adminis- 
tration, principals, supervisors, superintendents, and schoolboard 
members all have special responsibilities for inducing other persons 
to contribute to the-attainment of the objectives of the schools. So 
do others not commonly thought of as administrators, 

The teacher in his classroom, in order to expedite the learning 
of pupils, must perform such administrative functions as organ- 
izing the class for learning activities, planning with the group the 
purposes to be achieved and the activities appropriate thereto, as- 
sembling needed supplies and equipment, setting performance goals 
and time schedules, stimulating individual and cooperative activity, 
coordinating learning activities into a meaningful whole, and 
evaluating progress. The classroom teacher thus performs important 
administrative functions which call for high qualities of leadership, 
including exercise of judgment, ability to help others define issues 
and problems, skill in motivating and coordinating the activities of 
others, and ability to appraise progress toward clearly defined 
objectives. The most important decisions with regard to education 
are given effect, if at all, in the teacher-pupil setting. 

In addition to the administrative functions which the teacher 
performs in his own classroom with particular groups of learners, 
he has an important part in planning the work of the staff as a 
whole, and in coordinating the multiple activities that go on within 
a school. In fact, the classroom teacher, actually or potentially, 
positively or negatively, plays a considerable part in every aspect 
of administration in the district in which he is working, and to a 
lesser extent in statewide administration of education, 

Other staff members, too, share in administration to a greater 
or lesser degree. It would be instructive to make a list of the 
activities of various staff members and note how many of them 
are essentially administrative, inasmuch as they influence the be-

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havior of others toward the achievement of common purposes. When 
the chief custodian draws up a schedule for cleaning the building 
and assigns his helpers to their tasks, he is performing an adminis- 
trative function. It is a rather complex function, too, involving 
planning, staffing, directing, coordinating, and evaluating. The 
heads of other service departments perform similar functions. To 
a lesser extent this is true even of staff members who are presumed 
to have no responsibility for directing the work of others. All may 
share in planning and in evaluating the effectiveness of performance. 
Moreover, all may help to stimulate cooperative effort and to make 
resources available for the achievement of common goals. Consider 
how much the efficient school secretary or the custodian does to 
make the work of all easier and more effective. 


Key Administrative Roles е 


Тһе fact that everyone gets into the act should not lead us to 
overlook the key administrative roles assigned to certain positions. 
The persons occupying these key roles have special responsibilities 
for stimulating and guiding the cooperative activity thru which 
the purposes of education are achieved. 

The superintendent of schools plays a central role in the local- 
school district. He is in a position to initiate more different kinds 
of activities affecting more persons than anyone else. In the inter- 
action between the schoolboard and the superintendent of schools 
lies the genesis of major administrative policies and procedures. 
It is here that the basic decisions are made as to the kinds of 
persons to be employed and the procedures to be followed in set- 
ting goals, assigning tasks, and motivating effort. The superintendent 
also interacts more or less directly with the heads of all divisions, 
schools, and service agencies, and somewhat less closely and con- 
tinuously with classroom teachers and nonadministrative personnel. 

Other key roles in educational administration are assigned to 
assistant superintendents, supervisors, principals, and other vari- 
ously named officials. These officials have special responsibilities 
for transmitting ideas and otherwise assisting in the obtaining of 
effective cooperative effort. Together with the superintendent and 
the board, they set to a large extent the tone and mode of opera- 
tion within a given school district. 
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Three Types of Operation Identified 


To illustrate how concepts of administration may permeate à 
work situation, we take you on an imaginary excursion to three 
situations which vary widely in amount and quality of cooperation. 


Chain of Command 


First, we look in on a school district where the dominant ad- 
ministrative concept is unity of command and the operational prin- 
ciple is each does his job. Each staff member is carrying out assigned 
duties under the direction of his immediate supervisor. Policy is 
made at the top. Directives go down thru a fixed line of command; 
reports go up thru the same channels. Responsibility and authority 
are defined clearly. Mutual helpfulness is not discouraged, but 
there is little cooperative planning or teamwork. “Cooperation is 


expected,” even demanded, but it is chiefly the cooperation of sub- 
ordinates with their “superiors.” In return the superiors are often 


helpful, appreciative, and friendly. Such systems may be rare but 
they are not yet extinct, 


Committees Rampant 


From this model of ordered, that is, clearly structured, activity 
we move to a district where the “group process" is enthroned, Here 
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apparently, everybody does everything. It is held that two heads 
are always better than one, many hands make light work, and 
everyone should have a voice in everything which concerns him. 
The simplest decision becomes a matter for group debate. Com- 
mittees proliferate and eat up the time of staff members. Decisions 
often are deferred and action delayed because no one dares decide 
anything without consulting everybody. Sometimes it is difficult to 
tell whether administrators defer in order to confer or confer as an 
excuse to defer. There is an appearance of great cooperative ac- 
tivity, but much of it is aimless, time consuming, and frustrating. 
Teachers sometimes sigh for “time to teach.” 


Shared Responsibility 


We leave, not entirely “bewitched” but considerably ‘“bewil- 
dered,” to seek a situation in which group decision and teamwork 
reinforce individual responsibility. Here, cooperative activity ‘is 
regarded as a means toward better decisions, growth of persons, 
and effectiveness of work. There is definition of both group and 
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individual responsibilities. Everyone has a chance to share directly, 
or thru representatives, in setting goals and determining basic 
policies. There is much informal consultation and committees are 
used judiciously to supplement the formal organization. Involvement 
in group planning is on the basis of interest, ability to contribute, 
and time available. And authority to make many kinds of decisions 
is entrusted to individual teachers and administrators. Cooperative 
activity is purposeful, arising from group agreement on goals. 


We are tempted to call the first situation despotic, the second. 
chaotic, and to reserve the label of *democratic" for the third. We 
recognize, however, that the chaotic and democratic types of situa- 
tions represent à reaction against the older authoritarian model of 
administration. Everyone is in favor of "democracy" in administra- 
tion today, and when one uses the word, he, like Humpty Dumpty 
makes it mean exactly what he wants it to mean, neither more E 
less. We hope that our own notions of what democracy means in 
administration will become clear thru the discussion in this chapter 
and succeeding chapters. 
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Motivating Cooperative Action 


The three situations previously described illustrate different ways 
of motivating human action. In the first situation, faith is pinned 
on motivation thru clear and explicit direction from above; in the 
other two, an attempt is made to provide a greater measure of self- 
direction thru wide participation in planning. In a democratic society 
we are committed to attaining our goals thru the self-motivated 
activity of free persons. This forces administration to rely on 
stimulation rather than on command. Much of the effort of admin- 
istration, therefore, needs to be directed toward creating a group 
morale which will lead individuals to work together effectively to 
achieve common purposes. 


Administration and Morale 


From the viewpoint of administration, morale is a disposition on 
the part of persons engaged in an enterprise to behave in ways 
which contribute to the purposes for which the enterprise exists." 
When this disposition is strong, morale is said to be high. It mani- 
fests itself in a tendency to subordinate personal considerations to 
the purposes of the enterprise, to work as a member of a team 
for the accomplishment of common goals, and to derive satisfaction. 
from achievements of the organization. When the disposition toward 
the achievement of common purposes is weak, morale is said to be 
low. Low morale is characterized by behavior that is obstructive 
or noncontributory to the common purposes, by failure to derive 
personal satisfaction from group achievement, and by a tendency 
to elevate personal interests above the purposes of the enterprise. 

If we accept the definition of morale as a disposition to behave 
in ways productive of the purposes of the enterprise and of the 
process of administration as the sum of the means for bringing about 
purpose-achieving behavior, it follows that administration must be 
directed largely toward building and activating morale. 


Morale and Worker Satisfaction 1 ы 
Morale, being the product of the interrelationship of many 
factors, has many dimensions. In most cases, it appears to be

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related closely to the satisfactions derived from work. Certainly, 
administration, in a society which prizes individual worth, should 
seek to build morale by creating conditions which make work con- 
tribute to individual satisfaction and fulfilment as well as to the 
ends of the enterprise. Unless the satisfaction of the worker is a 
central concern of administration, the condition approaches that of 
slave labor in that the worker is driven to his task thru a system of 
‘external rewards and punishments—monetary or otherwise—rather 
than being led to exert effort because of more intrinsic satisfactions. 

Aside from the fact that dependence upon coercion is incompat- 
ible with our democratic ideals of individual worth and individual 
freedom, there is considerable evidence that self-motivated activity 
is more productive. Furthermore, there is reason to believe that 
coercion of any kind becomes less and less effective as one moves 
from purely physical activity requiring little skill to activities calling 
for high degrees of technical skill, judgment, or inventiveness. The 
freer the society and the higher the level of work, the greater be- 
comes the necessity of satisfaction on the part of the worker. This 
being true, educational administration must be concerned with the 
satisfactions which teachers and other staff members derive from 
their work. It is almost impossible to conceive of a satisfactory and 
effective program of education being offered except by teachers who, 
by and large, take considerable satisfaction in their work and in the 
conditions under which it is performed. As Bertrand Russell put it, 
“The teacher, like the artist, the philosopher, and the man of letters, 
can perform his work adequately only if he feels himself to be an 
individual directed by an inner creative impulse, not dominated 
and fettered by an outside authority."* 

The foregoing considerations have implications for the ways in 
which all processes of administration are performed. For this reason 
it will be well to examine these processes and then ask ourselves 
how these should be performed in educational administration in 
order to secure effective cooperative activity. 


Nature and Functions of Administration 


Our view of the nature of administration may be inferred from 
the previous discussion of how administration functions. We think

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of administration as a process or as a complex of interrelated proc- 
esses and of administrators as persons who manage the process. 
Administration, then, may be defined as the total of the processes 
thru which appropriate human and material resources are жой 
available and made effective for accomplishing the purposes of an 
enterprise. It functions thru influencing the behavior of persons. 

The process of administration has many constituent functions. 
Among the more crucial of these are: 


221. Planning or the attempt to control the future in the direction of the 
desired goals thru decisions made on the basis of careful estimates of the 
probable consequences of possible courses of action 

2. Allocation or the procurement and allotment of human and material 
resources in accordance with the operating plan 

223, Stimulation or motivation of behavior in terms of the desired out- 


‘comes 


4. Coordination or the process of fitting together the various groups 
and operations into an integrated pattern of purpose-achieving work 
_ 5. Evaluation or the continuous examination of the effects produced by 
the ways in which the other functions listed here are performed. 


Planning Programs and Activities 


Viewed in logical sequence, administration’s first function is to 
plan ways and means of achieving the purposes of the enterprise., 
Planning involves (a) the definition and clarification of purposes 
and scope of operation; (b) investigation to reveal conditions 
affecting the achievement of purposes; (c) analysis to determine the 
meaning of the facts and to forecast effects of possible courses of 
action on achievement of purposes; and (d) decision making to 
set the course of the enterprise as indicated by the processes of 
purpose defining, investigation, and analysis. Evaluation. is an 
integral part of the planning process but will be treated separately 
because of its importance. All the processes of planning must be 
used continuously. 

A recent study which sampled the opinions of 1800 teachers in 
216 systems in 43 states revealed that “teachers who report oppor: 
tunity to participate regularly and actively in making policies are 
much more likely to be enthusiastic about their school systems than 
those who report limited opportunity to participate.”* This study

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and similar studies in industry indicate that staff members derive 
much satisfaction from participation in planning and that their 
morale is enhanced by such participation. Thru sharing in de- 
termining purposes and deciding how they may best be achieved, 
staff members gain a sense of selí-direction. The classroom teacher 
or other employee who participates in defining the purposes of the 
enterprise is much more likely to identify himself with those pur- 
poses, 

If participation in planning is to produce the desired results, it 
is important that the process be carefully developed. Those who аге 
expected to participate should themselves assist in drawing up the 
ground rules for participation. In order that participation in plan- 
ning may produce maximum values, it is important to provide ave- 
nues thru which all teachers can express their views to those charged 
with responsibility for decision. Informal consultation is quite as 
important in this process as the more formal policy-making councils 

- of other formal groups. In order to increase participation, provision 
should be made for as much planning as possible by separate schools. 

It is also important to avoid pressure on staff members to engage 
_in too many activities in which they are not keenly interested. The 
important thing is to provide opportunity for all staff members to 
take part in terms of their own interests, and to develop simple 
machinery which will make planning activities feasible and not 
unduly burdensome. It is also important that the effects of par- 
ticipation in planning be constantly evaluated with regard to the 
time required by those participating, the dispatch with which im- 
portant business is transacted, the soundness of decisions, and the 
effects on the morale of staff members. 

An active sense of responsibility for educational planning makes 
teachers and other staff members more enthusiastic and more effec- 


tive, Better policies also result from such participation. These values 
are worth the effort it costs to achieve them. 


Allocating Resources 


A second function of administration is to allocate resources, per- 
sonnel, and responsibility. Allocation takes place in accordance with 
the design emerging as a result of planning. Under the function of 
allocation we include most of what iud placed under organ- 
izing, staffing, budgeting, and supply management, Staffing has to 
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do with the recruitment and assignment of personnel; budgeting, 
with the procurement and allocation of fiscal resources. Organization 
structure, itself, may be viewed essentially as a schematic arrange- 
ment for the allocation of staff and other resources and the assign- 
ment of responsibilities. 

All phases of allocation have implications for morale, but we shall 
confine our discussion here to the assignment of personnel and the 
allocation of duties and responsibilities to personnel, Many of our 
better school systems have come to recognize the importance of wider 
participation of staff members in the recruitment and selection of new 
staff members, This permits proper attention not only to capacity for 
the job, but also to ability to become an effective member of a work 
team. Studies in both education and industry indicate that relation- 
ships with one's colleagues are major factors in morale. 

The assignment of a person to à particular position in the school 
system should take into account not only capacity for the job, 
equitable distribution of the work load, and effective use of per- | 
sonnel but also the interests of the person to be assigned and the 

—extent to which the job will contribute to the continued development 
of the individual. One of the key factors in morale is a sense of 
growth. 

The way in which the job is defined also has implications for 
morale. The extent of responsibility needs definition. There is need 
for clear understanding as to the kinds of decisions to be made in- 
dependently, those to be made in consultation with designated per- 
sons, and those to be referred to a principal, supervisor, or other 
designated administrator. The job definition should also include 
some indication of the resources available, including supplies and 
equipment, authorized expenditures, and personnel. Provisions for 
reporting should be specified in terms of to whom, at what inter- 
vals, in how much detail, and to what purpose. 

In brief, the selection and assignment of personnel should take 
into account.(a) the wishes, interests, abilities, and growth po- 
tential of the person to be assigned; (b) the feelings and needs of 
those with whom the new staff member is to be most closely asso- 
ciated: and (c) the requirements of the job itself and the job's 
actual and potential contribution to the purposes of the total 


enterprise. 
ж 
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Stimulating Effort 


A third major function of administration is to stimulate or motivate 
such activity on the part of staff members as will make the maximum 
contribution to the purposes of the enterprise. Administrative lead- 
ership is essentially a means of stimulating personnel to activity 
calculated to promote achievement of the purposes of the enter- 
prise. Another means of stimulating purpose-achieving activity is 
inservice education. Formal or informal rating or evaluation of 
performance and abilities is a third means of stimulating desired 
activity. A fourth means is a system of incentives, including salaries, 
promotions, awards, recognition, and privileges. Penalties represent 
a negative kind of incentive, such as reduction of status or pay, 
withdrawal of privileges, extending even to loss of employment or 
the threat of it. < 

A nationwide study indicates that classroom teachers rank dy- 
namic and stimulating leadership by the building principal and by 
the superintendent of schools near the top among factors contribut- 
ing to satisfaction in teaching. This study also showed that about 
70 percent of those who reported that the superintendent's leader- 
ship was dynamic and stimulating were enthusiastic about the 
system while only about 20 percent of those who thought the super- 
intendent's leadership poor expressed similar enthusiasm for the 
system.* 
| Undoubtedly, stimulating professional leadership from fair and 
Sympathetic administrators and supervisors is one of the most im- 

ortant ingredients in the satisfaction of classroom teachers and 
other staff members. The most important characteristics of pro- 
fessional leadership appear to be those which are seen as contribut- 
ing to creative activity and growth of staff members. These include 
vision, professional competence, and integrity. Other highly valued 
qualities include friendliness, sympathetic under

preciation of the good work of staff members, 


Coordinating Activities 


A fourth function of administration is to coordinate the activities 
} of various persons and units so that maximum effect is achieved. 
Communication, both formal and informal, is essential to coordina-

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tion. It must operate both up and down the line organization to pro- 
vide necessary directives and to reveal blocks to effective perform- 
ance. It must also operate horizontally in order to bring about the 
understandings and the unity of action required for the effective 
promotion of related functions. Coordination can be effected thru 
the use of controls which govern the flow of resources—both human 
and material—and thru the timing of operations. The most effective 
coordination, however, is that which arises from mutual under- 
standing and acceptance of common purposes. 

In the school system, the work of the several schools and of the 
various service agencies is coordinated thru the superintendent's 
office. This coordination is made easier if each school and each work 
team constantly takes account of the effects of its activities on the 
work of other units. When a proper spirit of cooperation prevails 
most coordination is carried on thru informal channels, and cea 
the necessity of relying upon controls. This is possible only when 
there is a free flow of information and ideas up and down the line 
and among the several operating units. E 


Evaluating Effects 


A fifth major function of administration is to evaluate the effects 
of programs and operations with reference both to the attainment 
of objectives and to the growth of staff members. Evaluation should 
be applied to each of the other functions of the processes of admin- 
istration. It is useful as a basis for progressive modification of the 
organization, the operating plan, the assignment of responsibili- 
ties, the allocation of resources, and the methods used to stimulate 
and coordinate the activities of the persons concerned. In the proc- 
ess of evaluation, there should be concern, not only for the achieve- 
ment of the purposes of the enterprise, but also for the growth and 
satisfaction of staff members and for the quality of group morale. 


Just as there should be opportunity for everyone to share in plan- 
ning, so should all be encouraged to participate in evaluation. Con- 
fidence in the fairness of evaluation is a great morale builder and a 
great contributor to subsequent growth. It is also an essential part 
of the planning process. Each staff member should be encouraged to 
become intelligently self-critical and to join with his colleagues in 
the evaluation of the activities of the immediate work team to which 
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he belongs, and to review from time to time the progress made by 
the entire school system in achieving its major objectives. 

Ways in which staff members may be involved in the several func- 
tions of administration will be dealt with more explicitly in later 
chapters. The remainder of this chapter will be devoted to a con- 
sideration of how to create an organization structure that is con- 
ducive to cooperative work. 


Creating a Structure for Cooperative Work 


In order that the processes of administration may operate, it is 
necessary to have some kind of structure. Organization structure may 
be regarded basically as a framework or scheme for the assignment 
of personnel and other resources and for the allocation of duties and 
responsibilities. It also provides channels for communication, co- 
ordination and control, and machinery for evaluation. It is essential 
that the processes of administration be carried on with a constant 
eye to the purposes to be achieved. It follows that the organization 
structure thru which the processes operate must be constructed with 
reference to the basic purposes of the enterprise, This is emphasized 
in the following definition: 

An organization of men is an arrangement of individuals whereby each 
member may contribute to or participate in a joint activity, in conformity 


with a planned purpose and procedure, to the end that the talents and 


energies of all may be applied economically, effectively, and harmoniously 
in the activity. 


Line and Staff Organization 


The prevailing type of organization in school districts, as in. 
other enterprises, is some form of line-and-staff organization. The 
line structure provides for the orderly delegation of authority and 
allocation of duties, while the staff structure provides advisory and 
other special services. The chief objections to the traditional or- 
ganization are that it tends to be too authoritarian in character and 
too rigid in operation, and makes too little provision for coopera- 
tive group activity. While these defects may not be inherent in the 
structure itself, they do point to lack of flexibility in the use of con- 
cepts of organization. In an effort to make administrative structure

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more flexible, many modifications have been introduced. As Pit- 
tenger puts it: 

School administration today, compared with the past, is moving toward 
less authoritarian types of organization and more cooperative proce- 
dures. . . . Whether or not traditional school administration should be 
liberalized seems no longer to be an issue. The issues, today, are how far 
the process should be carried and what forms it should take." 


Of the forces working for modification of administrative structure, 
the most powerful is the forward surge of the democratic spirit. 
Many in the past 50 years have echoed in one form or another John 
Dewey’s query: 

What does democracy mean save that the individual is to have a share 
in determining the conditions and the aims of his own work; and that, 
on the whole, through the free and mutual harmonizing of different indi- 
viduals, the work of the world is better done than when planned, arranged, 
and directed by a few, no matter how wise or of how good intent that few? 
How can we justify our belief in the demoeratic principle elsewhere, and 
then go back-entirely upon it when -we come to education?” 

Changes in administrative structure are occurring not only be- 
cause of the impact of democratic concepts but also because of the 
findings of scientific studies which illuminate factors related to mo- 
rale and efficiency." 


Kinds of Cooperative Activity 


Our concern in education is to create an organization structure 
which will capitalize the creative capacities of individuals and fa- 
cilitate productive group effort for the attainment of our educa- 
tional aims. Our first question thus becomes: What kinds of coopera- 
tive activity are appropriate and essential to these ends? We may 
answer by saying: All kinds of cooperative activity which promote: 


1. Individual and group understanding of, and commitment to, the 
purposes of the educational enterprise 

2. Disposition to assume personal and group responsibility for achieve- 
ment of common goals

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4. Coordination of efforts of all individuals and groups in the interest 
of the total enterprise, 

It is impossible here to catalog all the types of cooperative ac- 
tivity conducive to the attitudes and abilities in the preceding list. 
We may note, however, that the following applications seem to be 
fundamental: 

#1. Cooperation in planning, especially purpose defining and goal setting 

2. Cooperation in allocating resources and responsibilities for the various 
aSpects of work planned 


23. Cooperation in performing tasks essential to goal achievement 
BT Cooperation in evaluating performance and procedures. 


Our concept of cooperative activity includes individual effort or 
creative thought directed toward the common objectives and volun- 
tary assistance of individuals to other staff members in discharg- 
ing their responsibilities. 


Principles Underlying Structure 


We now need to reconsider structure for educational administra- 
tion in the light of (a) our definition of administration; (b) the 
functions of structure in administration; (c) the kinds of coopera- 
tive activity seen as desirable; and (d) the functions of the school, 
the role of the teacher, and the nature of the educative process. 

In educational administration, the primary purpose is to expe- 
dite learning. The role of the classroom teacher is central, and 
everything else is contributory, or should be. The teacher with his 
pupils thus becomes the focal point of educational administration. 
The most important decisions are given effect (or misconstrued, 
misapplied, or negated) in this setting. Accordingly, it should be a 
first concern of educational administration to define a role of pro- 
fessional status and responsibility for the classroom teacher. This 
leads us to the first principle to be observed in creating a struc- 
ture for the educational enterprise: Broad authorit 


y for adapting 
the content, the methodology, and the organization of learning ex- 


periences to the needs of a particular group of pupils should repose 
in the individual teacher. 

But teachers typically perform their ro 
School. The school is housed in a buildi 
numbers of pupils, teachers, auxilia 
principal. The way in which one 
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performs his functions reacts upon the performance of others in his 
school. The school as a whole constitutes a major educative influ- 
ence in the lives of children or young people over a considerable 
period of time. It is also an important educative influence in the 
life of the community it serves. Most educational policies are given 
effect, if at all, by the school. This suggests a second principle gov- 
erning educational structure: Wide authority and responsibility 
should be entrusted to each school for the development and efectua- 
tion of policies governing relationships to the community served and 
procedures for expediting and evaluating learning. 

Tying the second principle to the first principle suggests that the 
indicated authority and responsibility should be delegated to the 
faculty as a group (including auxiliary staff members as well as 
classroom teachers) and not just to the principal alone. This would 
mean assigning to the principal a role equivalent to that implied by 
the term “dean of the faculty,” or chief coordinator, instead of that 
of overseer and chief disciplinarian. In its policy-making functions 
the school faculty will be careful to provide opportunity for partici- 
pation of pupils, parents, and other interested citizens. 

As schools usually contain more than one teacher, so do many 
cities, counties, and rural school districts contain several schools. 
In this case policies and practices in one school react upon other 
schools. If each school attempts to go its own way heedless of the 
effects upon the functioning or the community relations of other 
schools, the consequences for public relations and the development 
of pupils may be disastrous. Therefore, we are led to enunciate a 
principle which restricts the application of the second principle in 
much the same way that the second limits the first, namely: The 
city, county, or other administrative unit must establish general 
policies which shall govern each school in exercising the autonomy 
granted it. 

The official policy-making body in most school districts is the 
board of education. Wise boards rely upon the assistance and ad- 
vice of the superintendent of schools in analyzing problems and 
formulating policies. They also create opportunities for teachers and 
citizens groups to take part in policy formulation and review. In 
framing policies, they seek to provide the guidelines which are 
needed to coordinate activities, but avoid specific directives which 
curb initiative and hamper flexibility. 
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In the last several paragraphs, we have in effect traced the ladder 
of authority upward from the classroom teacher to the local school- 
board, stepping lightly over the intervening rungs. We thus have 
recognized the existence of a basic line of organization, and, to be 
perfectly frank, we see no way of abolishing it without making ad- 
ministration chaotic. The line-and-staff combination structure exists 
in some form in every organized school and school district. We do 
not think it is necessarily inimical to democracy. We do believe that 
it needs redesigning with deliberate provision for the incorporation 
of democratic concepts and more attention to the human relations in 
administration. 

The three principles which we have listed are derived from the 
notion that authority accompanies the function or task. Authority 
is used primarily in the sense of power to make decisions and to see 
that they are put into effect. Functional structure provides a basis 
for allocating functions or tasks. The definition of the function or 
job indicates the authority and responsibility appropriate to it. It 
should be noted, however, that the authority attached to the job 
will shrink or expand in proportion to the ability of the person per- 
forming the function. For example, a principal who fails to assume 
responsibility for the improvement of instruction will sooner or 
later lose authority for supervision of instruction. Authority can 
also be whittled away thru the arbitrary exercise of power by ad- 
ministrative supervisors, for example, depriving principals of any 
voice in the selection and assignment of teachers. 

To recapitulate: Administrative structure is viewed basically as 
a plan for allocating functions and assigning personnel to the sev- 
eral functions. It also provides channels thru which the process 
of administration may operate to achieve educational objectives. 
Administration itself is fundamentally concerned with facilitating 
the cooperative effort appropriate to the attainment of agreed-upon 
goals. Structure, therefore, should be developed on the basis of 
functions in such a way as to encourage desired types of cooperative 
activity. 

Applications to Structure for Education 


Since education centers around the teaching-learning function, 
the primary building block of structure for educational administra- 
tion is the teacher-with-his-pupils. The nature of the teaching task 
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defines the authority and responsibility of the teacher. This sphere 
of the individual teacher with those in his charge must be kept 
inviolate from unnecessary intrusions of authority either from ad- 
ministrative superiors or from sources outside the school system. 
Within this sphere the teacher should have freedom to plan, to teach, 
and to evaluate. He should be able to command facilities adequate 
to his task and to call upon the services of specialists as needed. 

In education as in other enterprises there are many tasks that can 
be performed better by small groups working together than by in- 
dividuals. There are also many points at which the work of the in- 
dividual teacher impinges upon that of his colleagues. For these 
reasons, there are many kinds of tasks and responsibilities which 
must be delegated to the faculty of a school rather than to in- 
dividual teachers. The school should have a unitary impact upon 
pupils and upon the community it serves. 

The school, therefore, occupies a key position in the educational 
structure. Its sphere of authority should include the subdivision 
of its functions into integrated job units and the assignment of 
these job units to individuals or small work groups. Responsibility 
for planning, for control of processes and procedures, and for 
evaluation should rest on the faculty as a whole including the prin- 
cipal and other administrative officers. The autonomy of the school 
within its sphere of responsibility should be as nearly complete as’ 
possible. A part of this responsibility is that of coordinating its 
work with that of other schools. In discharging its responsibilities, 
the school should be able to command special facilities and consul- 
tative services thru the staff of the administrative unit within which 
it operates. 

Except in very small schools, there are tasks and responsibilities 
not easily discharged either by the faculty as a whole or by separate 
individuals. The work of the school divides naturally into units 
of closely related activities. Such functional subdivisions may be 
made either on the basis of social-psychological groupings of learn- 
ers such as early childhood, preadolescent, and early adolescent 
education; or on the basis of types of educational experience such 
as social studies, science, and language arts; or on both bases. These 
subdivisions of function can then be entrusted to small work teams, 
consisting usually of two to 10 teachers. Each of these teams would 
be assigned authority and responsibility for a well-defined portion 
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of the educational program. Each team would have the further 
responsibility for coordinating its activities with those of similar 
work teams in the interests of an integrated school program. The 
principal and other supervisory officers would have a special charge 
to facilitate intergroup communication and coordination, as well 
as to provide consultative and other services to assist each group 
in developing maximum efficiency and effectiveness. 


The Emerging Structure 


Structure, like administration, is always changing. It must be 
created for each situation on the basis of functions to be performed 
in achieving the purposes of the enterprise. It begins, therefore, 
with a basic functional design, but the details are altered as the 
situation demands. Structure should take into account not only the 
functions to be performed, but also the relationships among per- 
sons. The persons for whom structure defines tasks and responsibili- 
ties should share in the creation of structure. 


In creating a structure for cooperative work, consideration should 
be given to: 


1. Decentralization to place maximum responsibility at the operating 
level. In educational administration this means enlarged autonomy for 
the school and increased responsibility for the teachers, 

2. Flattening of the hierarchal structure to shorten lines of vertical 
communication and make it possible for those at the Operating level to 
influence general policy decisions. This implies that schools thru their 
representatives should have direct access to the top administrative staff 
and policy-making agencies of the school district,

should be provided by a staff with authority based not on hierarchal posi- 


tion but on special knowledge and skill, 
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The resulting structure will be a functional organization. It will 
use a simplified line-and-staff form, with the line representing the 
primary basis for the distribution of functions and the staff repre- 
senting services to facilitate the performance of functions. Looked 
at from the viewpoint of performance of functions, the “line” goes 
from the teacher, to the work team, to the school (with the princi- 
pal as chief coordinator), to the school district (with the superin- 
tendent as supreme coordinator). Looked at from the viewpoint of 
the delegation of tasks or functions, it extends from the policy- 
making agencies of the school district down thru the school to the 
classroom teacher. Authority and responsibility inhere in the defi- 
nition of functions. 

Does this mean that everything is a matter of collective responsi- 
bility and that there are no special roles for administrators and 
teachers? Not at all. Administrators occupy key points for de- 
cision making, for stimulating cooperative work, and for coordina- 
tion. They have a special responsibility for mobilizing the resources 
of the staff for planning and performance of functions. They exer- 
cise authority for the staff on the basis of leadership and the inter- 
mingling of staff experience. 
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CHAPTER 2 


Personnel Procedures 


in School Administration 


ТЕ development of a strong professional staff and the main- 
tenance of high morale among school employees require hard 
work, good judgment, and skill in human relations. The tasks of 
finding the right persons to fill vacancies, of determining assignments 
and service loads, of orienting newly appointed teachers to the 
school system in a highly efficient fashion, of establishing salary 
policies and wage scales that encourage employees to put forth their 
best efforts, of evaluating staff achievements, of recommending for 
promotion to leadership positions staff members who are best quali- | 
fied—these are some of the major responsibilities of the superin- 
tendent of schools. And, as indicated earlier in this volume, he 
shares these responsibilities with various members of his staff. 

Chapter 1 described the Yearbook Commission's philosophy of 
the nature and function of school administration, and thus charted 
a course for this entire volume. Any consideration of staff rela- 
tions, however, would be incomplete without a description of some 
of the specific devices and methods of personnel administration, 
and such is the purpose of this second chapter. Later chapters deal 
more explicitly with how we can facilitate cooperative action. 


Selection 


A school system is no bettér than the classroom teachers it em- 
ploys; yet the lack of attention given to recruiting and selecting 
gifted teachers points to the conclusion that superintendents and 
boards of education are not fully aware of the importance of this 
initial step in the development of a great staff. In teaching, as in most 
other professions, there are no substitutes for brains and person- 
ality. Altho the effectiveness of teachers and supervisors who are 
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not blessed with an abundance of these indispensable qualities can 
be increased, the likelihood of achieving an outstanding school sys- 
tem with a staff that does not possess them is indeed small. 

Selection procedures too often have been limited to notifying 
some nearby employment agency or college placement bureau of 
vacancies and of choosing among three or four candidates recom- 
mended by these agencies. Included in the process have been a 
review of credentials and a personal interview. In some instances 
where opportunity permitted, the candidate's teaching has been 
observed. Seldom, however, has the task been viewed as one that 
required a thoro analysis of the needs of the school system as they 
relate to staff or a really thoro search for the best available candi- 
dates. In business where competition is an important considera- 
tion, far greater attention has been given to the selection of key 
employees. In the amusement field, especially in professional base- 
ball and football, the search for talent is a continuous process and 
one which consumes much time and money on the part of manage- 
ment. Most public-school systems have pursued a less aggressive 
policy in recruiting and selecting staff members. 


Job Analysis—A First Step 


Before any intelligent decision can be made with respect to a 
candidate’s fitness for a position, the requirements of the job need 
to be weighed carefully. This implies that consideration be given 
to the philosophy of the school system and that the duties and 
functions of the person who is to fill the post be analyzed and 
clearly set forth. In brief, a clear statement of what is expected 
should be formulated. If the vacancy to be filled is a classroom teach- 
ing job, it is important to inquire whether or not the appointee will 
be asked to assume guidance responsibilities, to participate in cur- 
riculum improvement activities, to work closely with the РТА, to 
provide leadership for a school-community project, or whether his 
functions will be limited almost exclusively to classroom activities. 

Tf the vacancy is an administrative or supervisory one, the duties 
should be specifically determined and designated. The rules and 
regulations of the Portland, Oregon, Board of Education set forth 
in considerable detail the duties of school principals and central 
office personnel. To illustrate, the job of the head of the personnel 
division is defined as follows: 
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1. He shall provide for the staffing of the respective schools. 

2. He shall arrange for the transfer of teachers at his discretion. If such 
transfer is requested by the Teacher, or by the Principal, the request shall 
be made in writing. 

3. He shall issue all notifications of employment, transfer, and dismissal 
to all employees of the district. $ 

4. He shall issue to the Business Office the necessary authorization for 
placing personnel on the payroll; such authorization shall conform with 
existing rules and regulations of the Board. 

5. He shall establish a procedure for the redress of grievances of em- 


ployees. 
6. He shall be responsible for the collection of all data for matters 


pertaining to promotion, pay, transfer, dismissal of personnel, or tenure 


trials. 
7. He shall assemble all data required for a tenure trial.’ 


Statement of Essential Qualifications 


It is also desirable that a school system decide what specific 
characteristics it is looking for in candidates. Does the community 
want disciplinarians of the old school or does it prefer teachers 
who are gifted in using democratic procedures and who achieve 
order thru indirect rather than direct methods. In short, what 
traits are sought? 

The point of view of the board of education, the superintendent 
of schools, and the superintendent’s staff on the nature of the job 
and the personal and professional traits and competencies needed 
for success in carrying on the school enterprise has a direct bear- 
ing on the efficiency of a school system in selecting its employees. 

The Bronxville, New York, school system has defined the type 
of person it wants Bronxville teachers to be. Among the major 


characteristics are these: 


1. He is a person in his own right. 
2. He is committed to the democratic ideal. 
3. He gives unmistakable evidence of professional competence.? 


Under each of the major characteristics just listed, Bronxville 
has spelled out in great detail what is expected of teachers in order 
that they may measure up to the standards established. 

Related to job analysis is the matter of surveying the character- 
istics and resources possessed by the present staff as a whole. The

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gathering of facts with respect to age, sex, and the talents possessed 
by staff members in such areas as music, dramatics, industrial arts, 
recreation, and other specialized fields is essential if a well-balanced 
and resourceful teaching staff is to be developed. Altho there are no 
hard and fast rules that can be applied safely in appraising exist- 
ing strengths and weaknesses, a thoro review of the facts will al- 
most inevitably produce insights and information that promise to 
make the selection procedure more efficient. 


Need for a Thoro Search 


After a clear statement of policy has been established with re- 
gard to qualifications and a survey of existing staff strengths and 
needs has been made, a thoro search for candidates is the logical 
next step. This implies a generous budgetary allowance for travel 
for the person or persons making the search and involves con- 
tact with many teacher placement bureaus. College and uni- 
versity placement agencies have proved most helpful to school 
systems in the past (according to the statements of superintend- 
ents of schools) and a real effort to obtain the cooperation of these 
placement officers should be made early in the selection process. 

The appointment of teachers from a wide geographical area has 
considerable merit provided basic qualifications are not sacrificed. 
There has been a tendency toward provincialism in school systems 
in the appointment of teachers, and in view of the nature of the pub- 
lic-school enterprise this trend is unfortunate. While a reasonable 
amount of like-mindedness is*a desirable staff characteristic, a cosmo- 
politan group of teachers possessing a wide variety of talents 
promises more for the welfare of children than a staff composed 
almost exclusively of teachers recruited from a single state or re- 
gion. Altho salary levels may be too low in some school systems to 
attract outstanding candidates from a distance, most districts will 
be able to find and employ promising talent if a determined effort 
is made. Admittedly there is at present a great shortage of quali- 
fied elementary-school teachers, and it may appear visionary and 
impractical to assume that highly qualified teachers from other 
states can be uprooted. While there is no panacea for this imbalance 
in supply and demand, a positive policy of searching for gifted 
teachers is almost certain to pay big dividends. Up to the pres- 
ent, few school systems have embarked upon any such plan. 
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One important consideration is the kind and amount of informa- 
tion provided placement officers regarding the school system that 
is searching for candidates. A brochure which presents in concise 
terms a description of the community and its cultural and recrea- 
tional facilities, the salary schedule and leave provisions, a state- 
ment of eligibility requirements including state certification regu- 
lations, and information about the school system and its administra- 
tion is a good medium for providing useful information to both place- 
ment officers and candidates." 


Selection—A Cooperative Task 


School systems will continue to vary widely in the degree to which 
they involve principals and classroom teachers in the selection 
process. Ideally, several persons should participate. Since princi- 
pals have a big stake in the outcome, they should have a voice in 
the choice of candidates. Heads of departments and supervisors are 
clearly interested parties and should be consulted. Teachers whose 
assignments are similar to those inherent in the vacancies to be 
filled often have insights and knowledge regarding the qualifica- 
tions needed which administrators and supervisors do not possess. 
Experience indicates that one of the most important sources of in- 
formation about qualified applicants is the classroom teacher. There- 
fore, teachers should be encouraged to suggest names and their 
recommendations should be given full consideration. 

When candidates live near enough to visit the school system where 
the vacancy exists, it is feasible to have several persons inter- 
view them and participate in the selection procedure. But if candi- 
dates living at a distance are to be encouraged to apply, some one 
person has to assume the major responsibility for interviewing them 
and appraising their personality traits. A committee can examine 
credentials and raise pertinent questions about qualifications, but 
it does not appear likely that more than one or two persons from 
any single school system can travel extensively in search of candi- 
dates because of the time and money required. The superintendent 
of schools and the principal of the school in which the vacancy 
exists are the logical persons to visit placement bureaus, interview 
candidates, and observe the teaching of applicants who live outside

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the immediate neighborhood. In large city-school systems the per- 
sonnel director may assume this responsibility. 


The Application Form 


An important phase of teacher selection is the appraisal of ap- 
plications and credentials—a task which, as noted earlier, need not. 
be restricted to the superintendent and the principal. The follo 
ing application form recommended by a committee of the New 
York Metropolitan School Study Council has considerable merit 
in that it calls for rather complete information on the candidate's 
background.*

Candidates! References 


Most college placement bureaus have on file letters of recom- 
mendation which throw light on the personality and competence of 
candidates. These usually need to be supplemented, however, by 
other statements from employers or by direct communication with 
college or university professors or officers. Too often letters of 
recommendation are not frank and objective, and they seldom re- 

—veal weaknesses. It is important to find out what is omitted and, 
sometimes, what is behind the statements in the letters of recom- 
mendation. Often the best way to do this is thru face-to-face 
contacts with those who wrote them; sometimes a telephone 
conversation will clear up uncertain points in the mind of the 
appraiser. Frequently it is wise to extend the inquiry by asking 
persons not listed among the references about the competence of a 
candidate. Since each appointment has great significance for the 
welfare of children, the appraisal should be thoro. Some school 
systems request a biographical sketch in addition to the usual 
credential forms provided by placement bureaus. This record often 
reveals interests and characteristics that are not brought out in the 
application blank or in an interview. 


Observation of Candidates’ Teaching 


Observation of the teacher in the classroom is not always fea- 
sible, since many excellent candidates are certain to come directly 
from preparatory institutions and their practice-teaching experi- 
ence may already be completed when the superintendent arrives to 
discuss the filling of a vacancy. But when possible, an actual dem- 
onstration of teaching technic should be sought even tho the situ- 
ation is bound to be somewhat artificial. Some indications of poten- 
tial success are almost certain to be discovered by a skilled ob- 
server. Moreover, the “teaching personality” of the candidate is not 
always revealed in an interview. 
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The interview, nevertheless, is a “must” in the selection pro- 
cedure. Its primary objectives are to size up the personality of 
the candidate, to gain insight into his philosophy of education, and 
to learn of his future plans and ambitions. The interview should be 
at least 30 minutes in length in order to give both the candidate 
and the interviewers time enough to obtain the information essen- 
tial for reaching decisions. The interview should be planned 
thoughtfully but not standardized; privacy should be ensured and 
interruptions carefully avoided. 

A single interview may not always settle the question of how 
well suited the candidate is to fill a vacancy, but it can provide 
important clues which, if followed up, will uncover the information 
necessary to enable the interviewer to make a reasonable sound 
judgment of the probable success of the candidate. When the candi- 
date is invited to come to the local-school system for an interview, 
it is often advisable to have several persons participate, in addi- 
tion to the superintendent of schools. These might well include the 
principal, a classroom teacher in the area in which the vacancy 
exists, a guidance counselor, and perhaps one or more supervisors. 
If an informal atmosphere is maintained and the purposes of the 
interview kept clearly in mind, this procedure can be most effec- 
tive. The pooled judgment of several interviewers is likely to be 
better than that of a single person. 


Written Examinations 


Because of the magnitude of the task, large cities will undoubtedly 
continue to use boards of examiners in selecting teachers. More- 
over, written examinations will probably be employed as one step 
in selection wherever large numbers of vacancies occur annually. 
While there is much to be said for this screening procedure, it 
tends to restrict the applications to those persons living within 
the city concerned and thus makes for provincialism. Some ar- 
rangement whereby candidates can take the examination without 
appearing in person before the examining board is desirable. The 
designation of centers scattered thruout the United States for 
holding the written examinations is a plan that merits considera- 
tion. One advantage of using the National Teacher Examinations 
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in selecting teachers is that these examinations are given periodi- 
cally in widely scattered cities. 

The use of written examinations in relatively small school sys- 
tems is impractical. It is more efficient and economical for such 
communities to rely upon information furnished by colleges as to 
the knowledge and educational background of candidates. 


Assignment, Transfer, Load 


One of the problems confronting school administrators in school 
systems where large numbers of vacancies arise annually is the 
assignment of new teachers to positions where they can best serve 
the interests of the school system. When teachers are employed 
before vacancies actually exist, it is impossible to tell the newly ap- 
pointed staff member the specific post to which he will be assigned. 
A candidate usually wants to know just what his job entails: who 
his principal will be, what the school neighborhood is like, what 
specific grade or subject he will be asked to teach. Contracts are usu- 
ally very general with regard to assignments. They may specify the 
assignment as “teaching in the elementary school,” or name the 
general areas in the secondary school, but considerable leeway in 
the exact placement of teachers is almost always provided the su- 
perintendent and board of education. Some protection is assured 
thru certification regulations; usually teachers cannot be assigned 
to positions for which they have not had the required preparation. 

There is no simple procedure, however, which will guarantee equal 
protection to both board of education and classroom teacher. If 
the administration is to fill vacancies with qualified personnel, it 
cannot wait until the turnover is fully known; it must anticipate 
needs and be guided by population growth curves and past replace- 
ment data. In short, there must be some flexibility provided in 
making assignments. 

Superintendents in small school systems can often be fairly cer- 
tain of replacement requirements and expansion needs, and can 
assure the candidate of a specific teaching assignment once they 
are satisfied as to his qualifications. 


Some Basic Principles of Assignment 


A few basic principles should be kept in mind in assigning newly 
appointed teachers to positions. First, the teacher’s preferences 
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should be respected whenever this is feasible. Teachers who have a 
strong desire to teach first grade but who are technically qualified to 
teach anywhere in the primary grades are likely to be off to a running 
start if they are assigned their preferred grade. The same prin- 
ciple holds for assignment to positions in the upper elementary 
grades and in the secondary schools. A candidate’s interest in a 
subjectmatter area may be a determining factor in his success. 

A second consideration is teaching load. Too often new teach- 
ers are given the difficult assignments which experienced teachers 
are anxious to avoid. Such a policy is unsound. While it may con- 
tribute to the morale of a few staff members, it will not improve 
the educational program, Most inexperienced teachers are ill 
equipped to deal with problem children or to manage exceptionally 
large classes. Therefore, whenever possible, the lighter loads should 
be reserved for beginning teachers. Such protection does not need to 
be given to appointees with considerable experience. Such teach- 
ers should be able to handle a full teaching load. 

A third principle, which needs little if any elaboration, is that 
the superintendent of schools should be made responsible for the 


^ assignment of all personnel. This does not mean that he personally 


must administer this function. In large cities an assistant superin- 
tendent or the director of personnel may be delegated the task of 
teacher assignment. Regardless of the size of school system, the 
advice and recommendations of principals and supervisors should 
be considered. 


Need for Well-Defined Transfer Policies 


The assignment problem is by no means limited to the original 
placement of teachers. It is often necessary to transfer teachers 
in the interests of economy and efficiency. Sometimes the request 
originates with the teacher and sometimes with the administra- 
tion. In small school systems it may not be necessary to draft 
detailed policies governing transfer, but in most districts it is highly 
important that the conditions under which transfer may be made 
and the procedures to be followed in administering it be determined 
and made known to all concerned. 

A written statement of principles might be included in a hand- 
book of personnel policies. Who is responsible for handling trans- 
fer requests; what time of year may transfers be made; what 
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steps should be taken once a request has been filed; what priority, 
if any, is to be given to experienced teachers; what safeguards 
should be established to protect both teacher and administration— 
these questions and other phases of the transfer problem should 
be cooperatively developed and adopted. 


Service Load 


What constitutes a reasonable service load still remains a highly 
controversial question. Not only is it difficult to reach agreement 
on optimum class size in the various grades and divisions of the 
school system, but the matter of how much time teachers should 
be expected to give to extra duties and responsibilities over and 
beyond that devoted to actual classroom instruction continues to 
puzzle school administrators. The Research Division of the National 
Education Association periodically summarizes reported teaching 
load practices in urban school districts. School administrators will 
find in the Educational Research Service circulars ° data on class 
size in elementary grades and in selected departments of instruction 
in secondary schools. In establishing load policies, it is helpful to 
consider current practices and trends even tho educators generally 
believe that present class-size averages are higher than desirable. 

Actually, class-size averages have reached alarming proportions, 
and enrolments are continuing to mount, buildings are growing more 
obsolete and inadequate, and funds with which to expand are becom- 
ing more scarce. Some school systems will undoubtedly find it diffi- 
cult to keep the problem from becoming worse. 


Hours per Week 


Class size is only one factor to be considered in determining load. 
The time required of staff members to carry out their assign- 
ments is perhaps the best single measure of load. Load studies in 
selected city and village school systems point to a work week of 40

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efforts: in short, all the duties commonly associated with teach- 
ing. Civic and religious activities and professional study carried 
on at college or university are not included in the work week altho 
teachers may be urged to devote more time to such activities than 
are most other citizens. 

Total hours devoted by individual teachers to their duties vary 
widely. Differences in interest, ability, and temperament account 
for a large proportion of the variability found in time spent by 
teachers on their professional work. Some differences are related 
to the school program and to the conception which the staff and the 
administration have regarding the needs of children of various 
age levels. 

So-called extraclass activities are found more commonly in second- 
ary than in elementary schools, and these activities affect load and 
assignment policies. In many school systems those responsible for 
coaching athletics and dramatics, and for directing music activities, 
receive extra compensation for the additional time required and 
extra responsibility assumed. While this is general practice, some 
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school systems attempt to equalize the load of the teaching staff 
and treat all classroom positions alike. Theoretically, this point of 
view seems sound; however, it is not always practical or economical 
to assign load so that it falls equally on the shoulders of all teach- 
ers. The use of a device, such as the Douglass Formula, in ap- 
praising the existing load of teachers in the secondary school is 
helpful in revealing inequalities and can lead to a more objective 
method of assigning load. 

A standardized work week for all teachers is not the answer to 
the load problem. Professional employees should not be bound by 
any time limits except those which apply to the length of the school 
day. In the case of the latter, a minimum number of hours is com- 
monly prescribed by setting the time by which teachers must ar- 
rive at school in the morning and the earliest time they may leave 
the building in the afternoon. 

Each school system should be encouraged to study its load prob- 
lems and, as far as possible, arrive at a fair and equitable procedure. 
Local load studies, when cooperatively made by administration and 
staff, can pave the way for statements of policy on what is expected 
of teachers in terms of duties and minimum hours of work. Altho 
a complete job description is perhaps impractical for most pro- 
fessional workers, statements of minimum expectations can be help- 
ful to classroom teachers, administrators, parents, and members 


of the board of education. (For additional information on teacher 
load, see Chapter 6.) 


Orientation of Newly Appointed Teachers 


The orientation of newly appointed teachers is an important ad- 
ministrative responsibility. Experiences during the first few months 
of employment often condition the future efficiency of teachers, and 
it therefore behooves the superintendent and his staff to give careful 
thought to induction procedures. No single program of orientation 
can lay claim to perfection, but experience has convinced thoughtful 
educators that certain measures, if adopted, are vastly superior to a 
laissez-faire approach. School systems which consider induction an

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integral part of the inservice education program of teachers rather 
than a separate administrative problem are likely to achieve superior 
results. 


Induction Objectives 


The objectives of an induction program should include both im- 
mediate and long-term goals. It is important for newly appointed 
teachers to settle down quickly to the work of the school: to be- 
come familiar with the resources of the school system and the com- 
munity, to develop the kind of social and professional contacts es- 
sential to satisfactory adjustment, to improve their teaching skills. 
Too often beginning teachers are afflicted with a feeling of fear and 
insecurity. Altho it is highly improbable during the first few weeks 
of teaching that these emotional reactions can be overcome com- 
pletely thru any steps taken by the administration, they certainly 
can be somewhat alleviated. 

There is no substitute for knowledge, and every sound induc- 
tion program is based on the principle that the more the newly ap- 
pointed teacher knows about the sChool system and its policies, 
the curriculum of the school to which he has been assigned, and 
the community, the greater his efficiency will be. It is equally im- 
portant that newly appointed teachers acquire a feeling of belonging 
as early as possible. The sooner the teacher becomes an active 
participant in school affairs and feels he is a regular member of 
the team, the sooner his full potential will be released. 


Steps in Orientation Program 


Furnishing information is the first step in achieving the condi- 
tions just noted. As soon as the contract is signed or an oral agree- 
ment between the candidate and the school system has been reached, 
there should be a constant flow of information between officials 
in the school system and the newly appointed teacher. The school 
newspaper, recent central office and school bulletins, a copy of the 
teachers’ handbook—these and other materials that throw light on 
local-school activities should be sent as a matter of course to teach- 
ers who are soon to join the staff. Moreover, the new teacher should 
be encouraged to correspond with his principal and the superintend- 
ent and to ask any questions relating to his job which may have 
come to mind since the appointment was made. These communi- 
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cations will supply important information to the recently appointed 
teacher and will give him a feeling of membership in the school 
staff. Assistance in finding suitable housing is provided by many 
school systems before the opening of school. Sometimes this re- 
sponsibility is assumed by a committee of the local teachers associa- 
tion or by a lay organization.” 

A second step which a number of school systems have found 
invaluable is the holding of a workshop for inductees just before 
school opens. This may or may not be in conjunction with a co- 
operatively planned workshop for all teachers. The program is 
basically one of orientation and usually includes a discussion of the 
current philosophy of the school, the program of studies, and ad- 
ministrative procedures. An opportunity is provided for partic- 
ipants to ask questions. A few school systems attempt to acquaint 
the newcomers with the community and its resources during the 
workshop period. Sometimes one or more local civic organizations 
arrange for a tour of the school district and provide a luncheon at 
which civic leaders are introduced. This experience gives teachers 
valuable information on local resources and conditions, and makes 
for a feeling of *at homeness" which contributes greatly to morale. 

A third step aimed at speeding up efficiency bears on the social 
and professional adjustments of the newly appointed teacher and 
on his relationships to his colleagues and the school program. Some 
school systems have a plan whereby the inductee has a specified ad- 
visor to whom he can turn for counsel whenever the going gets 
difficult. The success of any such arrangement depends upon the 
qualifications of the advisor and the rapport which he establishes 
with the new teacher. In general this plan has been reported favor- 
ably by administrators who have used it. An advisory-plan of this 
character makes it easy for the uninitiated to solve their problems 
without always having to seek the advice of the principal. The prox- 
imity of a colleague who has no administrative or supervisory 
relationship to the new teacher is a big factor in making the rela- 
tionship an effective one. 

A fourth provision designed to make the early months of teach- 
ing satisfying is the seminar for newly appointed teachers where 
free exchange of experiences is ensured. This calls for regular

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meetings at which representatives from the central office and per- 
haps principals and experienced teachers participate in the discus- 
sion of topics of interest to newly appointed teachers. Supervisors 
and administrators can thus learn much about the interests and 
needs of this group. Moreover, informal seminars offer an opportu- 
nity for discovering and developing leadership abilities and for en- 
couraging experimentation. 

A fifth practice, which has as its primary objective the improve- 
ment of teaching skill, is to provide opportunities for the new teacher 
to observe excellent teaching both within and without the school 
system. Often they can learn much from observing the work of 
colleagues within the same building. This is less time consuming 
than trips to other schools in the district or to other school systems. 
Wherever the observation is made, it is essential that careful plan- 
ning precede the visit. The newly appointed teacher as well as the 
principal and other teachers should share in this planning; other- 
wise little will be accomplished. 

Closely related to this is a sixth practice of using demonstration 
teaching as a means of improving teaching skills. One advantage 
of this supervisory device over visits to other classrooms is that 
the demonstration takes place in the newly appointed teacher's 
own classroom where he knows the pupils and the setting is familiar, 


Special Supervision Needed 


In school systems employing large numbers of new teachers an- 
nually, there is justification for providing a supervisor or consultant 
to work solely with this group. In this way, teachers can get help 
when they are most likely to need it, and the investment is almost 
certain to pay big dividends over the years. Another practical con- 
sideration related to evaluation is the decision as to which teachers 
to recommend for permanent status and which teachers to guide 
into some other vocation or to encourage to take jobs elsewhere. 
A helping teacher or supervisor can render invaluable service to the 
school system in appraising the performance and the promise of 
newly appointed teachers. Thru early diagnosis and evaluation the 
problem cases are discovered and appropriate steps taken to 
remedy the situation. 

Nothing has been said in the preceding paragraphs about the new 
teacher's relationships to parents and to community activities. Cer- 
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tainly some guidance should be provided. Maintaining a reason- 
able balance between strictly professional responsibilities and those 
which are on the periphery is difficult but essential if the new teacher 
is to succeed. Administrators should provide for beginning teachers 
some protection against the pressures of outside agencies and 
groups which frequently try to commandeer the services of these 
young enthusiastic teachers before they have mastered their teach- 
ing duties. 

Altho the foregoing practices and procedures are specifically di- 
rected toward orienting the new teacher, their major objective is the 
improvement of instruction. Much of what has been said about 
new teachers and their needs applies to some degree to all class- 
room teachers. Knowledge of the job and its demands coupled with 
feelings of security and adequacy are powerful determinants of 
morale and efficiency. An enlightened program of inservice edu- 
cation has as its major objectives the extension of knowledge and 
skill and the development of a team spirit on the part of all workers. 
As was indicated earlier, the program designed for newly ap- 
pointed teachers should be viewed as a definite segment of the 
total inservice education program and should be thoroly consistent 
with it. Examples of cooperative activity in induction programs may 
be found in Chapters 5 and 9. 


Developing Pay Scales 


A great deal of subjectivity enters into the establishment of sal- 
ary rates for public-school personnel. It is impossible to determine 
the true worth of a teacher’s service to a school system since only 
indirect measures can be applied. They usually consist of amounts 
of preparation and experience, altho a number of school systems 
claim to employ a merit factor, the results of which are considered 
highly unreliable. 

Minimum and maximum salaries rest primarily on competition 
and, in a few states, on state salary regulations. A common proce- 
dure employed in setting minimum and maximum salaries is to ex- 
amine the comparable salary levels existing in school systems deemed 
competitors, This poses some difficult questions as to what school 
systems are competitors and what constitutes the geographical 
limits of competition. 
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In a 1952 study of salaries of the professional staff in Brookline, 
Massachusetts, the salary consultants considered three geograph- 
ical regions as falling logically in the competitive area: selected 
school systems within Massachusetts, selected school systems in the 
metropolitan area of New York, and selected school systems in 
the United States outside Massachusetts and the New York region.'^ 
In view of the fact that Brookline had continuously pursued a policy 
of appointing teachers from a wide geographical area and gave 
every indication of wanting to employ the ablest teachers available, 
the competitive area could logically be considered to encompass 
the better-paying school systems thruout the United States. 


Significance of Competition 


There is little logic in the argument frequently advanced that the 
richer the local community, the more it should pay its employees. 
Teaching service, like other commodities which citizens purchase, 
should command the price tht it is worth. Worth is related to supply 
and demand and to the value of the educational product. While it is 
difficult, if not impossible, to determine the dollar value of the prod- 
uct, the market value of highly qualified teachers can be more objec- 
tively ascertained. Hence, the major question is: How much must be 
paid in order to obtain and retain teachers who meet specified qualifi- 
cations? To argue that communities should be philanthropic and 
pay more than is necessary to maintain high-quality teaching serv- 
ice is inconsistent with the American way of life. The strongest argu- 
ment for paying teachers a professional salary is that only thru 
such a policy can professional service be ensured. If the people are 
satisfied to provide children with poor or mediocre instruction in 
the public schools, high salaries are not indicated. 

The scarcity of intelligent and gifted adults has been and will 
continue to be the chief basis in determining salary and income 
levels in the professions. In order to attract and hold its share of 
these talented young people who constitute the reservoir from which 
the professions draw their members, public schools must hold out 
opportunities and advantages equivalent to those offered by the 
leading professions. While it is true that certain valuable considera-

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tions other than salary, such as long vacations, tenure, retirement 
provisions, and association with children, tend to make teaching 
attractive to some, they seldom. make up for. a. wide disparity in 
pay. School systems will continue to get about what they pay for 
and little more. Whereas the missionary spirit is a sine qua non 
in teaching, it is not a substitute for a professional salary when 
quality is used as the criterion. 


Cost of Living 


A second element in determining salary levels is cost of living. 
To lose sight of this and rest the salary case solely on competition 
could conceivably prove shortsighted. Unless teachers can main- 
tain a professional standard of living, they cannot long render highly 
efficient service. Modern schools require teachers who keep abreast 
of their fields and who are reasonably free of economic worries. 

f teachers are compelled to supplement their salaries with money 

arned during their out-of-school hours in employment that is not 
conducive to personal and professional growth, the school system 
Б be the loser; similarly, if teachers are constantly harassed by 
economic problems, they cannot give their best efforts to their pupils. 
It is, of course, a matter of opinion as to just what constitutes à 
professional salary. But a salary committee that gives study and 
thought to facts and figures bearing on local living costs in rela- 
tion to salary levels is more likely to propose adequate schedules 
than one that ignores this factor. 

While the use of a formula in attempting to relate cost-of-living 
data to basic salaries is open to serious question, the information 
on teacher expenditures which can be collected thru a questionnaire 
study will throw considerable light on the adequacy of existing 
salary policies and can be used effectively in making revisions. 

Discriminating boards of education that can afford it will estab- 
lish salaries that will enable them to attract the ablest teachers 
available. In order to know the salary levels needed to achieve this, 
it is essential to know what the better-paying communities are now 
offering and what allowance, if any, needs to be made for dif- 
ferences in cost of living. School systems which are guided by such 
facts in establishing salary schedules will have little trouble in 
maintaining a well-qualified staff. 
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Factors Related to Salaries of Administrators 


Salaries of administrators and supervisors should be based on 
_the responsibilities inherent in the positions represented. It is help- 
ful to use classroom teachers’ salaries as a reference point. The Re- 
search Division of the National Education Association periodically 
publishes the ratios between the median salaries of classroom 
teachers and the median salaries paid supervisors,and principals іп 
various divisions of the school system. These ratios are useful in 
checking local policies, but they should not be viewed as ideal or 
desirable. They reflect current practice and are as good as, but no 
better than, the judgments which led to the adoption of existing 
salary levels. What is essential, if sound salary policies are to be 
established for administrators and supervisors, is that jobs be 
analyzed and classified so that inequalities are ironed out and the 
relationships between classroom teachers and the administrative 
and supervisory staff are carefully defined. Few school systems have 
undertaken this task, and the result is that great inconsistencies now 
exist within the profession. Here is a potentially productive field 
for cooperative study by staff members. (Chapters 6 and 7 con- 
tain additional information on salaries.) 


Evaluation of Performance 


Since the efficiency of a worker joften has implications for as- 
signment, for salary increases, and for inservice education, an im- 
portant problem confronting school administrators is evaluating the 
work of individual employees. In industry the worker’s immediate 
superior usually has the responsibility of appraising the perform- 
ance of those under his supervision. The counterpart of this officer 
in a school system is likely to be the school principal, or if the em- 
ployee’s assignment is in the central office, a director, an assistant 
superintendent, or the superintendent of schools. 

Merit rating schemes are fairly common in business and industry. 
While they are not universally accepted as sound means of main- 
taining worker efficiency, most executives consider them useful in 
the management of industrial enterprises. No single rating instru- 
ment is recommended by all efficiency experts. Tailormade devices 
seem to be required to meet the needs of individual business con- 
cerns. While industrial consultants appear to be generally favorable 
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toward merit rating, there are admittedly some limitations to current 
incentive plans. Many are unreliable and lack validity. Moreover, 
a number of human factors apparently have been overlooked in the 
establishment and administration of merit-rating arrangements, 
and hence their full impact on production is probably less than is 
claimed. Motivation, an important factor to consider in any evalu- 
ation plan, is a complex phenomenon, and more research is needed 
before conclusions as to the value of existing merit-rating schemes 
can be reached. 

Civil Service employs appraisal procedures similar to those just 
mentioned. There are marked differences of opinion here also as to 
the reliability of the ratings given and the effects on morale. Just 
how much school administrators can profit from the experiences of 
business or Civil Service in developing rating instruments and 
procedures is a moot question. Superintendents would be wise to 
proceed cautiously in introducing evaluation devices which may 
have been employed successfully in other vocations but which have | 
little or no application to teaching. An examination of rating blanks 
employed in business and Civil Service will reveal items that have 
little, if any, bearing on the work of teachers. If a sound appraisal 
procedure is to be found, considerable research directed specifically 
toward the evaluation of teaching performance will be required. 
Thus far, efforts in this direction have not provided a completely 
satisfactory answer—at least in the judgment of most educators. 

The failure to find a valid rating instrument has been a matter 
of great concern to both laymen and school administrators. The 
current situation, however, is not so serious as some of the pro- | 
ponents of teacher rating portray it. With greater emphasis being 
placed on teacher selection and induction, and with improved per- 
sonnel leadership, there is every reason to believe that a high de- | 
gree of teaching efficiency can still be maintained. 


Rating Probationary Teachers 


Some school systems focus attention largely on probationary 
teachers, and do not apply the rating device to permanent members 
of the staff. Under this arrangement the work of nontenure or 
probationary teachers is appraised in considerable detail several 
times a year, and the results are used in reaching decisions regard- 
ing retention, salary increase, and the inservice education pro- 
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gram of the relatively inexperienced members of the staff. Such an 
instrument as the Ohio Teaching Record Anecdotal Observation 
Form is a valuable one to use in assessing the performance of these 
teachers. It consists of eight observational guides dealing with such 
items as the materials of instruction, the function of the subject- 
matter used, methods of instruction, attitudes and relationships, 
and so on. Space is provided for recording the results of three in- 
dependent observations in each of the eight different areas. Accord- 
ing to the authors, “This record form is intended for use in a co- 
operative inquiry carried forward by teachers and competent, in- 
formed observers, whose purposes are concerned with the improve- 
ment of teaching." 

The Ohio form can be adapted to the philosophy of most school 
systems without much alteration. It is vastly superior to most 
locally developed rating plans and has been used experimentally 
with hundreds of teachers. 


Rating Permanent Staff Members 


After teachers have won their spurs and have been given per- 
manent status, there is considerable doubt about the desirability of 
applying regularly any current appraisal device which is aimed at 
measuring individual teacher performance. This doubt does not 
spring from the belief that individual teachers do not differ in their 
output, nor from the naive assumption that all tenure teachers con- 
sistently put forth their best efforts. But, if the primary purpose 
of evaluation is to increase efficiency, two basic considerations need 
to be weighed. 

First, there is the question of wise expenditure of supervisory 
time. Students of the rating problemi agree | that the performance 
of a complex task like teaching cannot be assessed reliably without 
making several ratings and without covering a wide variety of items 
or traits. The time required to do this must be taken from other 
leadership and supervisory activities. This raises the practical 
question of which activities are worth preserving. Retaining all ac- 
tivities implies adding substantially to administrative and super- 
visory costs. It seems doubtful that the public will give enthusi- 
astic support to the latter alternative.

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The second consideration relates to long-term values. Public- 
school teachers, unlike physicians, lawyers, and other professional 
workers, have never been completely free to pursue their art. 
Hanging over their heads thruout their careers in most school sys- 
tems are supervisory restraints and restrictions. To develop a great 
teaching profession, it is necessary to allow wide freedom of action 
to individual members and to encourage experimentation and re- 
search. Rating schemes have not played an important role in the 
progress of other professions. Unless some valid procedures are. 
developed which remove much of the subjective element inherent 
in current devices, it seems unlikely that rating will contribute 
significantly to the improvement of the teaching profession. i 

The acceptance of the idea that current rating schemes are not 
appropriate for use with experienced teachers does not carry with 
it the implication that all efforts to evaluate teaching performance 
are futile or without merit. Principals and supervisors, if well quali- 
fied for their positions, are sure to discover without the aid of a 
rating instrument those teachers who are very strong and those who 
are very weak. Moreover, the continuous use of a professional record 
form or folder can provide information that has significance for 
promotions and for inservice education, Cumulative appraisals are | 
likely to be much more reliable than those limited to any single | 
year. Experienced teachers are bound to lose effectiveness on oc- 
casion whatever method of evaluation is employed. If evidence 
needs to be assembled for administrative use, the Ohio Teaching | 
Record Anecdotal Observation Form or some similar instrument 
can be administered as in the case of probationary teachers. 

Administrators are also confronted with the problem of deciding 
which teachers to advance on the salary schedule, and in some 
communities merit rating is used for this purpose. Because of the 
subjective nature of current evaluation Schemes, the use of merit 
rating in administering salary schedules is almost certain to depréss 
morale. It is much less damaging to withhold increments from a 
few outstandingly weak teachers whose performance can be assessed 
without using any formal rating plan than to subject all teachers, 
the successful as well as the unsuccessful, to an appraisal scheme 
that is lacking in validity and reliability. As indicated earlier, 
not only is the process time consuming, but it also creates an at- 
mosphere that is not conducive to high efficiency. 
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Students of teacher rating are leaning more and more toward 
group-appraisal as the solution to the evaluation problem. Under 
this arrangement the individual school becomes the center of the 
appraisal effort, and the classroom teachers, supervisors, and prin- 
cipal join forces in studying and reporting progress along with unmet 
needs. This approach changes the focus from the individual em- 
ployee to the group. The interchange of facts and ideas inherent 
in such a procedure ensures professional growth and seems likely to 
pay bigger dividends than efforts to rate individual performance. 
It also promises more for the development of wholesome teacher 
attitudes since there is far less threat to self in group evaluation. 


Promotions 


There are those who argue, and with some point, that a sound 
staff promotional policy in a school system is contingent upon keep- 
ing systematic records of employee performance. To some this 
implies periodic ratings and the filing of supervisory reports in 
addition to the inservice education record of the employee. There 
are, however, other approaches to this problem of discovering ad- 
ministrative and supervisory talent. Some superintendents make a 
continuous search for it. They urge principals, supervisors, and 
classroom teachers to report evidences of special leadership apti- 
tudes which they have noted in staff members. The reports are 
followed up by several administrators and supervisors, so that 
more than one judgment is obtained. White Plains, New York, has 
been experimenting with a leadership seminar which gives the par- 
ticipants experience in problem solving. Such a seminar has great 
value in improving leadership abilities. 

The assumption that a person who consistently receives an “A” 
rating as a classroom teacher will necessarily make a successful 
principal or supervisor is fallacious. Hence, merit rating cannot 
be justified on the grounds that it is essential to a sound promo- 
tional plan. More and more school systems are using internships 
as proving grounds for aspirants to administrative positions. Ability 
to work with staff members, to handle routine matters with dispatch, 
and to organize and administer the job assigned can be determined 
reliably only in a practical situation such as the internship provides. 
The educational value of such experience is certain to be great. 
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While school systems generally can boast of a relatively high 
degree of morale on the part of their employees, most of them from 
time to time are confronted with individual employee grievances 
that cannot be ignored. The procedure used in handling these griev- 
ances needs to be thoughtfully considered and clearly defined. 

Small school systems do not need to establish elaborate machinery 
in order to handle complaints. It is essential, however, that aggrieved 
employees and those responsible for their supervision understand 
what steps are to be taken when problems arise. Experience indi- 
cates that the employee's immediate supervisor is the logical person 
to consult first in case of a grievance. The latter is likely to be the 
building principal since classroom teachers, secretarial workers, and 
custodians are usually directly responsible to him. In the central 
office a director, an assistant superintendent, or the superintendent 
of schools would be the appropriate individual to consult. 


When a satisfactory solution cannot be reached thru a conference 
between the employee and his immediate supervisor, opportunity 
should be provided for appeal to the next higher official in the ad- 
ministrative organization. In small school systems this would 
ordinarily be the superintendent of schools or the supervising 
principal. If the grievance still remains unsettled after a conference 
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with the chief executive officer, an appeal to the board of educa- 
tion should always be open to the aggrieved employee. The adminis- 
tration should advise all employees of the correct procedure to use 
when grievances arise and should give principals (and other line 
officers) the power to settle them. 

In large school systems special machinery to deal with unusual 
grievance problems may need to be established. It may de desir- 
able to create an employee grievance committee to assist in han- 
dling cases that cannot be settled between the employee and his im- 
mediate supervisor. This committee could at times assist the em- 
ployee as well as the administration in identifying the facts and 
the issues involved and, if wisely led, could play an important role 
in insuring just treatment to all parties concerned. 

It is usually conceded that grievances can be handled best by line 
officers when problems under consideration fall within their 
spheres of responsibility. The first step should be a face-to-face 
contact between the employee and his immediate superior. If this 
effort fails, an appeal to a higher line officer is indicated, and so 
on thru the administrative hierarchy until a just settlement is 
reached. 

Experience suggests that in case of appeal the grievance and the 
recommendations of the officers to whom the grievance has already 
been referred be written out in detail, and a specific number of 
days be designated during which appeal must be made if it is to 
be considered, These written statements should be made available 
to the employee grievance committee, the officer to whom the appeal 
is directed, and to the person appealing. 

If no satisfactory solution is reached when the case has been heard 
by appropriate line officers including the superintendent of schools, 
an arbitration committee consisting of representatives of the em- 
ployees and the administration, together with a third person selected 
by the representatives just referred to, should be created to con- 
sider the grievance and render a judgment. The decision should 
be considered final if it is not inconsistent with schoolboard rules 
and regulations. 

As was indicated earlier, the employee grievance committee might 
well serve as an advisory committee to both employees and the 
administration. This committee might review grievance policies 
and procedures and recommend improvements when needed. It 
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should be emphasized, however, that such a committee cannot 
logically be entrusted with the settlement of grievances if the 
membership is not fully representative of all the interests of the 
school system. 

Boards of education and school administrators will not be besieged 
by employee grievances if steps are taken to deal with them sys- 
tematically when they arise. With a sound procedure, precedents 
are gradually established which serve as guides to everybody con- 
cerned. This fact coupled with the assurance that the avenue is 
left open for free and full discussion of all the issues involved will 
tend to keep the number of appeals to a minimum. The absence 
of policy with respect to handling grievances is likely to prove 
more time consuming than a well-defined procedure. 


Personnel Records 


The efficiency of a school system is somewhat contingent upon 
the existence and use of adequate personnel records. Schoolboard 
policies should be based on as nearly complete information as can 
reasonably be assembled, and administrative decisions affecting em- 
ployees should be made only after all pertinent data have been con- 
sidered. Unless some systematic effort is made to record and file 
significant facts about the activities and accomplishments of em- 
ployees, personnel policies and administrative decisions are likely 
to be inconsistent and unsound. 

This is not the place to set forth in detail the specific record forms 
Which are needed to promote efficiency or the items which should 
be included in the various forms used. Local circumstances should 
undoubtedly be considered. The size of the school system, the rules 
and regulations of the board of education, the nature of the duties 
allotted to administrative and supervisory officers, and the require- 
ments laid down by the state are some of the factors which may 
well affect the number and character of forms needed. 

It seems certain, however, that a comprehensive personnel record 
form should be on file in the central office and that provision be 


made for recording and filing a rather full history of the employee's 
experience and background.

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There is a trend toward the use of a personnel folder on which 
information can be recorded and in which pertinent data can be 
filed. In the case of the professional staff, provision is usually made 
for recording information on certification, preparation, experience, 
salary, inservice education, absences, hobbies, publications, and 
date and reason for leaving the school system; in short, space is 
provided for a fairly complete professional history. 

Folders for other employees of necessity carry some items not 
applicable to teaching personnel and vice versa. The contents will 
vary widely depending on the activities and experiences of the 
individual employee. The completed application blank, information 
on educational background, evidences of accomplishment, reports 
bearing on grievances, and any correspondence or annotated state- 
ments that have relevance for the future efficiency of the individual 
employee can wisely be filed in the personnel folder. 


Role of Board of Education 


In the foregoing discussion of personnel procedures, nothing has 
been said about the role of schoolboard members. Since they have 
a major responsibility for the outcomes, it is appropriate to consider 
just how they can function most efficiently in relation to personnel 
administration. Certainly they should seldom, if ever, become in- 
volved in the actual job of administering personnel policies. Their 
primary responsibility is to adopt sound policies, to insist on ade- 
quate information before passing on recommendations, and to 
require periodic reports from administrative officers on the results 
achieved. 

This role does not imply that the board of education should 
remain completely removed from study committees and employee 
groups who have suggestions or proposals relating to personnel 
policies. It is often desirable for boards of education to hold hear- 
ings and to seek the counsel of representative employees and lay 
citizens. The superintendent of schools should encourage open and 
free discussion of communitywide school programs and should 
pave the way for groups to appear before the board of education. 
Such a procedure will lead to wiser policies and will enhance morale. 

'The board's responsibility for wise legislation makes it essential 
that appropriate machinery be established fór studying the needs 
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of the local-school system with respect to personnel and policy 
formulation. Thruout this yearbook considerable emphasis has been 
given to ways and means of developing sound personnel policies. 
There is general agreement that wide employee and lay participation 
Should be secured in studying major school problems. It is also 
agreed that administrative and supervisory leadership needs to be 
given to committee activities in order to obtain the best results. 
Moreover, there seems to be a considerable body of opinion in sup- 
port of the practice of freeing employees from part of their regular 
responsibilities when they participate actively in committee work 
having systemwide implications. This points to a generous budgetary 
provision for substitute service. It implies that provision be made 
for employing consultants to facilitate the work of the committee 
and that funds be made available to enable the committee to func- 
tion efficiently. It is desirable to reimburse committee members for 
travel when such expenses are incurred in carrying on the work 
of the committee, for meals when luncheon or dinner meetings are 
held, and for secretarial help in collecting pertinent data and in 
preparing memorandums and reports. The small cost involved in 
providing favorable working conditions for study committees will 
be more than offset by increased efficiency. Too often a penny-wise 
and pound-foolish policy obtains with respect to committee projects. 


Recommended Procedures 


The procedures discussed in this chapter are consistent with the 
principles and philosophy of school administration set forth in the 
first chapter of this volume. Emphasis is placed on the advantages 
of employee participation in the formulation of policies, on the im- 
portance of respecting the personality of the employee, and on the 
desirability of establishing practices based on sound psychological 
Principles. In short, the Procedures proposed have their roots in 
a sound philosophy of administration, 

Administrators are urged to give serious consideration to the 
following procedures: 

1. To make a job analysis preliminary to the selection of employees 


and to define carefully the qualifications needed by candidates to fulfil 
the requirements of the positions concerned, 


2. To extend the search for candidates to include a wider geographical 
area than is usually covered in selecting members of the professional staff. 
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3. To involve several employees in the selection process, including ad- 
ministrators, supervisors, and classroom teachers. 

4. To make full use of such appraisal devices and technics as an ap- 
plication form; letters of recommendation; observation of the candidate's 
teaching; interview; and, in large cities, to give consideration to the use 
of appropriate written examinations. 

5. To make the superintendent of schools officially responsible for 
assignment and transfer, to take account of the preferences of new teachers 
in assigning duties and responsibilities, and as far as possible to reserve 
the lighter loads for beginning teachers. 

6. To develop specific principles and policies to govern the transfer 
and promotion of employees. 

7. To study the existing work load situation and in light of facts re- 
vealed develop load policies that are equitable and fair. 

8. To develop an efficient induction program for employees that in- 
cludes (a) provision of adequate information on school policies and prac- 
tices for newly appointed staff members, (b) provision for active participa- 
tion in the program, (c) opportunity to attend seminars and workshops, 
and (d) provision for observing the performance of master teachers. When 
the number of new teachers warrants, a special supervisor should be ap- 
pointed to work exclusively with them. 

9. To utilize the talents of representative employees in formulating 
salary policies and to take adequate account of competition as well as 
local cost-of-living data in establishing minimum and maximum salaries. 

10. To relate the salaries of administrators and supervisors to the salaries 
paid classroom teachers. In doing this, careful consideration should be 
given to duties assigned, hours of work required, length of year employed, 
practices in comparable communities, and other pertinent factors. 

11. To proceed cautiously in adopting and administering an evaluation 
scheme aimed at measuring the individual achievement of experienced 
teachers. Most current appraisal instruments lack validity and hence, 
when used, are likely to lower employee morale. In the case of probationary 
teachers, the Ohio Teaching Record Anecdotal Observation Form or some 
adaptation of it, constitutes a useful instrument to apply. 

12. To establish a systematic plan for handling employee grievances 
designed to insure the speedy and just settlement of disputes. In large 
school systems special grievance machinery is sometimes useful and an 
employee grievance committee may profitably be maintained. 

13. To develop and maintain a system of personnel records which will 
provide the school system with a fairly complete history of employees and 
their activities. The personnel folder has many advantages over traditional 
record forms. 

14. To clarify the role of the board of education in dealing with per- 
sonnel policies and procedures. The board’s responsibility is primarily 
legislative in character altho the board does have the broad function of 
appraisal. The efficiency with which administrators and other employees 
carry out official school policies is a matter that cannot be ignored. Hence, 
the board of education should insist on periodic reports. It is equally clear, 
however, that schoolboards should not become involved in the day-to-day 
administration of personnel policies. 
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CHAPTER 3 


Capitalizing on the Forces 


That Motivate Human Behavior 


T SEEMS to be clear that there are underlying reasons—motivating 
1 forces—for everything we do and say or fail to do and say. 
They govern the spirit and outlook with which we approach the 
work we have to do and the people with whom we have to associate 
from day to day. We may not even recognize these forces; certainly 
we seldom understand or analyze them with a view either to their 
more effective application or to their control. 

Moreover, these motivating forces are rarely single or simple 
things; they are usually complex mixtures of a lot of different 
elements. Some of these elements are deep-seated and persistent, 
such as whether oür health is good or ill, or whether our general 
outlook on life is cheerful or gloomy, or how successful we are 


different. 

Motivating forces thus manifest themselves as attitudes, feel- 
ings, and actions. To those with whom we come in contact, they are 
revealed in character, personalit y, and behavior. Our associates 
either like us or they do not. They learn that they can depend on 
us or that they cannot. In endless variation they judge us for our 
cheerfulness, our tolerance, our courage, our patience, our kindness, 
our sincerity, our willingness to cooperate, or for our display of 
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the opposites of these and other virtues. And in like manner we 
judge our associates, individually and in groups. 

These judgments, each of the other, are the bases upon which 
people live and work and play and plan together. When the judg- 
ments are favorable, the relationships are harmonious and reward- 
ing. When they are uníavorable, relationships are strained and 
barren. In reality, they are never all favorable or all unfavorable, 
but a composite of endless variations and degrees. It is this fact 
which gives to personal and group relationships their complex and 
challenging nature. 

What is the key to successful group enterprise—be it a business, 
civic organization, or school system? What factors lead people to 
put forth their best efforts, to work harmoniously together, to 
maintain a high degree of loyalty and morale from day to day, week 
to week, and year to year? These are questions to which efficiency 
engineers and experts in sociology devote much study and research. 
And they are beginning to find some interesting answers. 


Lessons from Industry 


Research in business and industry has clearly revealed that 
technical knowledge of the job is not the only factor in a worker's 
efficiency and success. He must know how to do what is required 
of him, of course, but his attitude toward his job may be even more 
important than his skill in it. This attitude is a product of the 
buman relationships existing between him and his employers and 
between him and his fellow workers. It is a composite of his feel- 
ings about them and their feelings about him. 

Industry has also learned that perfection in formal organization 
and physical working conditions does not guarantee successful 
operation. There is more to it than machinelike precision, accuracy 
of technical adjustment, and comfortable environment. Also in- 
volved are human factors, infinitely varied and often unpredictable. 
The informal, hour-to-hour and day-to-day relationships among and 
between workers, foremen, supervisors, managers, and top executives 
may have much more to do with making or breaking a business 
than technological efficiency. Unless the people concerned can 
Work together harmoniously and happily, their output is reduced 
both in quantity and in quality. 
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Early evidence of the controlling importance of the human equa- 
tion in industrial enterprises resulted from a series of experiments 
carried on between 1924 and 1940 by the Western Electric Com- 
pany at its Hawthorne Works near Chicago. Essentially these experi- 
ments consisted of changing such aspects of working conditions as 
physical surroundings, work hours, rest periods, and the like, for 
one group of employees, while a control group of similar size carried 
on under the old conditions. Contrary to expectations, the produc- 
tivity of both groups went up. The basic reason was that both groups 
of workers had a sense of recognition and importance because of 
being singled out to participate in the experiment. Obviously the 
range in physical conditions had less effect than the feeling among 
workers that they were doing something important. These experi- 
ments have been described as follows: 


Some mysterious [factor] . . . had thrust itself into the experiment. ... 

This. [unknown factor] wasn't in the production end of the factory. 
It was in the human end. It was an a£titude, the way the girls felt about 
their work and their group. By asking their help and cooperation, the in- 
vestigators had made the girls feel important. Their whole attitude had 
changed from that of separate cogs in a machine to that of a congenial 
group trying to help the company solve a problem. They had found sta- 
bility, a place where they belonged, and work whose purpose they could 
clearly see. And so they worked faster and better than they ever had in 
their lives. 

A factory performs two major functions: the economic one of producing 
goods and the social one of creating and distributing human satisfactions 
among the people under its roof. A great deal of study by efficiency experts 
had been devoted to the production function, but very little to the social 
function until the Hawthorne experiment came along and discovered that 
the two were inseparable. If a factory's human organization is out of 
balance all the efficiency systems in the world will not improve the output. 

It must not be thought that the investigators concluded that hours. rates 
of pay, rest pauses, lighting, were without significance. But they did con- 
clude that, when work was carried on well within the limits of human 
stamina, feelings-counted-more-than_hours of labor. 

Other careful tests confirmed this: feelings not only counted more than 
hours of labor; they often counted more t than wages. Indeed it was found 
that employees wer ed about the relation of their pay to 
that of fellow workers than about the actual amount of cash they got. 
Even if their wages were high, they were burned up if somebody whose 
position they considered inferior received more. Some day factory managers 
are going to realize that workers are not governed primarily by economic 
motives. . . . Underneath the stop watches and bonus plans of the effi- 
ciency experts, the worker is driven by a desperate inner urge to find an 
environment where he can take root, where he belongs and has a function; 
where he sees the purpose of his work and feels important in achieving it. 
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Failing this, he will accumulate frustrations and obsessions. “Fatigue” 
and “monotony” are effects of frustration rather than causes of it. For 
their neglect of the human function of production, managers have paid 
a high price in strikes, restricted output, and a vast sea of human 
waste... 

"There is an idea here so big that it leaves one gasping.' 


The fact that most industrial workers are not dismissed because 
of any lack of technical skill is well established. The underlying 
reasons are human factors, attitudes on the part of the employer 
toward the worker and of the worker toward his employer. They 
involve inability to get along with other people. They involve 
emotional instability and warped or selfish attitudes toward life and 
labor and society. The list of specific reasons, usually unexpressed 
on either side, is endless. 

At least two basic factors that fundamentally govern the harmony 
and happiness of working groups have been identified —the desire 
of every individual to feel important, and the almost equally strong 
desire to feel secure and at ease, not only economically but also 
in his human relationships. 7 

If this is true in enterprises where the products are inanimate 
and standardized, how much more complex is the situation in a 
school system where every growing boy and girl as well as every 
member of the staff presents individual differences in character, 
needs, feelings, and desires. Other differences between a public 
school and a business complicate the matter still more. The educa- 
tional function in a community is a permanent, continuous activity. 
Tt cannot be liquidated or suddenly revamped from top to bottom 
when conditions become intolerable. Adjustments have to be made 
while the school carries on, Moreover, school authorities can exer- 
cise little or no selectivity with regard to their raw materials—‘“all 


the children of all the people” may legally enter the school and 
command its services. 


Attitudes Toward the Job 


Great differences exist in group operation. In some school systems, 
for example, all the people involved—board of education members,

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superintendents, principals, classroom teachers, and nonprofes- 
sional personnel—work together as a smoothly running team to 
provide the opportunity for each boy and girl in the community 
to achieve maximum growth and development. On the other hand, 
there are school systems in which the personnel from top to bottom 
is so divided and uncooperative that effective teamwork toward any 
goal is an utter impossibility. Between these extremes are systems 
showing every degree of effectiveness and harmony. 

Are these differences to be accounted for primarily in terms of 
organization, employment policies, and working conditions—im- 
portant tho these may be—or are there motivating forces in human 
nature which exert a more powerful influence on the final outcome? 
If so, the administrator must be prepared to deal with them, also. 


Three Basic Attitudes 


An old story well illustrates three basic attitudes toward a job. 
The incident is said to have happened on the occasion of the re- 
building of the Canadian Houses of Parliament after a devastating 
fire in the early years of the century. A man and his friend were 
visiting the construction area and chanced upon three stonecutters 
chiseling away upon blocks of marble. The man said to his com- 
panion, “Let’s see what these men have to say about their jobs.” 
So he asked the first stonecutter, “My friend, please tell me what 
you are doing.” The workman looked up.sullenly and said, “If you 
want to know the truth, I’m earning $3 a day.” Asked the same ques- 
tion, the second stonecutter replied, “Do you see this architect’s 
blueprint and this block of marble? I’m trying to shape the block 
exactly as called for in the blueprint.” When the third artisan was 
questioned, he looked up with a smile, waved his hand toward the 
rising walls of the new building, and answered with a note of pride 
in his voice, “I’m helping to build the Houses of Parliament.” 

Everywhere in the workaday world we encounter these three basic 
attitudes and countless variations of them. There are those who see 
in the work they do only the necessary means of earning their daily 
bread, and who have no interest in it beyond the pay envelope. 
Consequently, they look upon labor as drudgery, give a minimum 
of return for the wages received, and please neither themselves nor 
their employers. Far more commendable is the attitude of the 
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worker who finds pleasure and satisfaction in his craftsmanship. 
He knows that he can do a good job and likes to do it, but gives it 
little thought beyond the perfect exercise of his skill. Happiest of 
all is the worker who not only earns his pay by doing a skilled job, 
but who knows why he is doing it, what the results will be, and how 
it is related to the broader aspects of life. A 

In education these same three types appear: the classroom 
teacher or administrator who does his job perfunctorily from one 
pay day to the next, the one who enjoys the thing he teaches or 
directs for its own Sake, and the one who sees the effect of what 
he does upon the life and outlook of his pupil or his staff member. 
The number of strict money seekers in the educational world is 
relatively small because money is more abundant and easier to come 
by in many other fields. The number of those who perform their 
skills without concern about outcomes is larger than is to be desired. 
These are the classroom teachers who teach subjects with little or 
no regard for the individual needs of their pupils; they are the 
administrators who plan a perfect organization without consulting 
their staffs and without regard for its effect upon the staff. Ideally 
we seek professional personnel of the third type—those having true 
regard for the preciousness of human life and for the highest possible 
development of each individual. It is comforting to know that the 
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number of those with this broader outlook and dedication to service 
is not inconsiderable and is growing. 

Fortunately the lines between the different types of attitudes are 
neither rigid nor insurmountable. Conditions can be created and 
stimulation can be given which may help the clock and dollar 
watcher to find interest in his job, and which may lead more and 
more competent workers to understand the long-range results of 
their efforts and to find satisfaction in knowing that they are con- 
tributing to progress toward a better world. 


Response to Challenge 
An important attitude toward the job is willingness to assume 


new or greater responsibilities. This is true of an individual and of 
a group. All of us like to believe that we can meet the challenge of 
some more difficult or important task. And for the most part we can, 
under proper stimulus. Henry Ford once said that there is no man. 
living who cannot. do more. than. he thinks he can. There is a lot 
of truth in this. We do not realize our latent capabilities until they 
are put to the test. 

Much of the world's work is made up of routine. Keeping house, 
farming, bookkeeping, driving a bus, selling—almost any occupa- 
tion you can name consists largely of doing the same things over 
and over countless times in much the same way. Fortunate indeed 
are those whose jobs provide some variety, some opportunities to 
meet unexpected demands that break the monotony of routine, 
and thereby bring new interest and incentive into life. School ad- 
ministration and classroom teaching likewise consist of much routine 
and repetitive work. But they offer a higher percent of new chal- 
lenges from day to day than most occupations do. Because they 
deal so largely with human beings, new situations and new problems 
are constantly arising which have not been foreseen and which call 
for increased effort and ingenuity in their solution. We can either 
resent these things as interruptions to a familiar schedule, or we can 
welcome them as challenges to our resourcefulness and adaptability. 
The person who sees such challenges not as frustrations but as on 
of his ability is likely to meet and solve each problem as it arises 
In doing so, he increases his power to face the next such test. 

The process of providing challenges can be used effectively by 
a superintendent in dealing with his staff or by a classroom teacher 
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in dealing with his pupils. It is one of the things that lead most surely 
to growth. 


Sense of Growtb and Achievement 


Most pleasing of all familiar human satisfactions are feelings 
that we are getting somewhere, that we are really accomplishing 
something worthwhile, that we have made gains in our powers and 
abilities over a year ago or a month ago. Sometimes, so suddenly 
does this sense of growth come over us that we can see and feel it 
from one day to the next. 

In a certain sense all growth is reform, the changing of what is 
into something better. The whole process of education is devoted 
to stimulating and guiding growth not only in the pupils but in 
the school staff, professional and noninstructional, and among 
supervisory, administrative, and policy-making personnel, and we 
might well add nowadays, among the citizens of the community. 
This is what makes education the great constructive force that it 
is, the key to progress toward a better world. 

Reform, growth, progress, or whatever you call it, is intimately 
tied up with human motives. It is attained only thru the combined 
efforts of individual men and women to develop themiselves as 
distinct personalities. This idea is more fully developed in Chapters 
5 and 9. 


Influence of Appreciation and Rewards 


Closely allied with human feelings of growth and accomplishment 
is the influence of deserved commendation. A word of praise works 
wonders no matter in which direction it flows. There is no less 
reason why a teacher should express appreciation to the principal, 
supervisor, superintendent, or board member, than that these 
“Jeaders” should always make certain to commend the worthy 
efforts of those under their guidance. Opportunities for this sort of 
thing are endless and all about us. If we form the habit of watch- 
ing for them, we will find our own outlook improved, our happiness 
increased. Is it necessary to add that never should we become pro- 
fessional praise bestowers? Our expressions of appreciation should 
be natural and spontaneous to do the greatest good. 

Literature is full of inspiring references to this sort of attitude 
which seems so hard for most of us to exercise in the rush of every- 
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day work and worry. When was the last time you voiced apprecia- 
tion to someone, beyond a formal “thank you"? We are told that 


The world needs more than triumphs, 
More than all the swords we've drawn; 
It is hungering for the fellow 

Who keeps cheering others on.* 


Failure to show appreciation when opportunity arises can be a 
serious damper to morale. Even more deadly is the sin of taking 
credit away from someone else and claiming it as our own. Teachers 
in dealing with their pupils and administrators in dealing with the 
school staff have a potent force for developing teamwork and 
esprit de corps in always promptly giving credit where credit is due. 

Recognition that extends beyond the school to the community 
or outside world may greatly boost the morale of an entire school 
organization. A community which is led to recognize outstanding 
achievements in its schools reacts in turn to stimulate the pride and 
effort of its school employees. This is more than the winning of 
athletic contests, altho these are likely to come to mind first and

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are not to be minimized if the program which produced the winning 
team is based on sound balance and educational goals. 

A growing number of state and national awards and scholarships 
is serving to bring to many school communities, perhaps for the 
first time, knowledge that they have on their school staff leaders 
of more than local reputation. Of course, any such recognition pre- 
sents dangers as well as assets, but something must always be risked 
if anything of value is to be gained, and the secret lies in helping 
everybody to have a feeling of group solidarity and to take personal 
pride in deserved recognition won by any member of the group. 


Attitudes Toward Co-Workers 


The over-all purpose of this book is to suggest how a broader 
outlook and harmonious relationship may be achieved by the super- 
intendent of schools and his staff. Procedures for accomplishing _ 
this desirable result will be found in the chapters which follow. The 
present chapter seeks to identify some of the attitudes, feelings, and | 
needs which individuals and groups reveal in their attempts to 
work together. The degree to which these motivating forces in 
human behavior are wisely used, misused, or neglected by the 
school administration contributes directly to the type of school 
system which develops. 


Interest in Self 


The first of two major factors which motivate human behavior 
is the individual's interest in himself and preoccupation with his 
own happiness, well-being, and success. Up to a point this is an 
asset because it supplies the urge and the drive which keep us put- 
ting forth real effort. The superintendent who understands this 
dominating force among the individuals on his staff will be able to _ 
capitalize on it by appealing to their interest in their own success. 

On the other hand, when our interest in self takes the form of 
a selfishness which comes in conflict with the interests of others, 
trouble results. Too strong a bias in our own favor and unconcern 
for others account for most of the difficulties that arise in human 
relationships. 

The hardest lesson to learn in life, and one that some people 
never accept at all, is the Golden Rule. Yet it lies at the very heart 
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of happy and successful living in a world where everyone, except 
an occasional hermit, has to mingle with and get along with other 
people. Those who follow it have found that true satisfaction and 
a rewarding sense of accomplishment are proportional to the degree 
to which we turn our interest away from self and focus it on | the 
welfare of others and on the success of purposes that are bigger 
and more worthy than our personal desires. It is the old, old story 
of losing one's life in something outside one's self in order to find 
true happiness and the real meaning of life. It is the lesson that a 
selfish clutching to our own bosoms of what we value is often the 
surest way of losing it, while sharing with generous spirit seems to 
multiply its value not only to others but to ourselves as well. 


A man there was, and they called him mad; 
The more he gave, the more he had.* 


Notwithstanding the inclination to think first of self, the great 
majority of people are sincere and honest and are trying most of 
the time to deal fairly with one another. Indeed, if this were not so, 
the world would be an intolerable place in which to live. Yet no one 
reaches perfection in his relations with others. In a school system, 
administrators, classroom teachers, and other staff personnel need 
constantly to examine and evaluate their conflicting emotions as 
regards their own self-interest and the legitimate interests of their 
associates. 


relationship with other people and with the world of men around 
us. Do we feel at ease among them? Are we accepted? Or, are we a 
prey too much of the time to feelings of insecurity and fear—fear 
for our job, fear of criticism, fear of making mistakes, fear of 
change, fear of meeting people, fear of our superiors? These feel- 
ings will grow upon us if we let them. But if we face the facts 
squarely, we will quickly realize that most of our fears are imagi- 
nary. If we do our work well and get along with our fellow workers, 
feelings of security are likely to follow. Honest criticism is helpful 


з Paraphrased from John Bunyan's Pilgrim's Progress. 
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and not something to be afraid of; in fact, we should welcome it 
if our desire to improve is sincere. It is good for us to have to adapt 
ourselves to changes once in a while. They lift us out of ruts, give 
us a fresh attitude, a new approach, a new zest. If we welcome 
instead of fear them, they will work to our advantage. The only per- 
sons who never make mistakes are those who never do anything, 
and we certainly do not want to fall into that category. As to fears 
of our superiors and of meeting other people, let us remember that 
we are not unique in having such feelings, and that the very persons 
we fear are struggling with fears of their own, among which may be 
some fear of us. How curious, but how true! 

The good administrator understands the feelings of insecurity 
which naturally beset all people at times. He realizes that while, 
in large measure, the conquest of such fears rests with the inner 
courage and will of the individual, outside factors often serve to 
alleviate them on the one hand or to aggravate them on the other. 
Accordingly, he does everything he can to create conditions within 
the school system which will reassure his staff of their status (see 
Chapter 7). 

It should be noted in passing that the administrator himself is 
not immune to feelings of insecurity. Like everyone else he has fears 
which he needs to overcome and in his case it is frequently the board 
of education which must create the conditions that will help him 
feel secure in his position. 


Need for Belonging 


Closely related to our desire for security is the need we all feel 
for being accepted members of the groups with which our lot is 
cast. The new teacher especially needs to be made to feel accepted. 
The superintendent wants to feel approved and accepted by the 
entire staff, professional and nonprofessional. Principals hope to 
weld the staffs of their Schools—teachers, custodians, and clerks— 
into congenial working groups. Schoolboard members have the 
human desire to be recognized by the staff and the community. 
Each member of a group wants to be a real part of it. 

But from highest to lowest, we һауе to understand that we can- 
not gain acceptance by demanding it or by standing on (һе side- 
lines and wishing for it. Acceptance has to be earned. It is the prod- 
uct of demonstrated loyalty, devotion, and generous consideration 
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for others. We have to be acceptable to be accepted. The originating 
forces lie largely within ourselves. This is a truth that extends to 
many other phases of human relationships. We have to be ready 
and willing to invite them, to seek them, to go out to meet them 
rather than to retire into our own reserves and conclude that other 
people just do not understand us and are out to make things diffi- 
cult and uncomfortable for us. This is rarely so unless we make it so. 

Superintendents and principals who are conscious of this human 
need for acceptance will be able to promote conditions that foster 
such an outcome. Portions of Chapters 4 and 5 are pertinent here. 


Sbaring Responsibility 


Working groups want to share in developing the plans and policies 
which directly affect their work. Union leaders want opportunities 
to discuss, approve or disapprove, and also to initiate policies re- 
lating to the welfare of their members before those policies are 
adopted by the employers. Many school systems in dealing with 
teachers organizations are subject to the same insistence. But even 
where there is no organized effort of this type, we would do well to 
plan for it. 

It must be understood on both sides that this is a two-way process, 
one in which neither side alone, either by offering to share or by in- 
sisting upon sharing, can bring about the desired result unless the 
other side is equally ready, sympathetic, and generous in its coopera- 
tion. In other words, there is a preliminary stage of getting ready 
for shared policy making which, when not recognized, often defeats 
the process, especially in communities where it is being tried for 
the first time. 

For example, a schoolboard and its superintendent may try sin- 
cerely to share responsibility with the staff, but if the staff does not 
respond wholeheartedly and constructively, they soon grow tired 
of trying and fall back on the simpler method of carrying the load 
alone. Or a school staff may show itself eager and qualified to assume 
a share in policy-making responsibilities only to meet the attitude 
on the part of the schoolboard and the superintendent that this is 
not their responsibility and they should keep hands off. It takes will- 
ingness and effort by both parties to make the sharing of responsi- 
bilities effective. 
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In such situations those positive characteristics of patience and 
perseverance on the part of the willing side toward the reluctant 
one must be called into play. Many suggestions will be found in 
this volume on how to make the best use of periods of orientation 
for the effective sharing of responsibility (see Chapters 6, 8, and 9). 


Dealing with Negative Forces 


Causes for dismissal, usually unstated, include intemperance, 
laziness, indifference, disloyalty, dishonesty, bad temper, tale 
bearing, envy, grouchiness, lack of courtesy—the list goes on and 
on. A whole chapter could be written on these unlovely traits alone, 
but it would be a depressing and negative sort of approach. So we 
take just one of them, a very common one, as an example, and 
leave it to the reader to develop his own analysis of the others. 

Who among us has not imagined at times that some of those with 
whom we live and work are getting a better deal than we are? We 
envy them their popularity, their position, their seeming well- 
being, without making an attempt to learn the facts if, indeed, 
these are any of our business. James Whitcomb Riley put it this 
way: 

It’s natchurl enugh, I guess, 

When some gits more and some gits less, 
Fer them-uns on the slimmest side 

To claim it ain’t a fare divide; 

And I’ve knowed some to lay and wait, 
And git up soon, and set up late, 


To ketch some feller they could hate 
Fer goin’ at a faster gait.“ 


Should the truth be known, we might find ourselves as well off 
really as those we envy. Or we might acknowledge that they merit 
the better deal they are getting. Usually we would not be ready our- 
selves to go the “faster gait” they travel, but that does not always 
keep us from being envious. 

A school administrator or executive dealing with people needs 
to be aware of the negative forces like envy which beset every indi- 
vidual. He can do much to help his staff keep these forces under 
control; he can minimize their damaging effect by creating a favor-

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able working climate and cooperative patterns of operation. His 
personal attitude and quick recognition of positive virtues are 
major factors in wholesome staff relations. 


Leadership and Followership 


Are the qualities which make a good leader any different from 
those needed by a good follower? Different in degree, perhaps, but 
in kind? This is a perplexing question. 

The most obvious thing about this subject is that no one is a 
leader all of the time, or a follower all of the time. Every one of us 
exercises both capacities with respect to persons with whom we 
come in contact, not only in our world of work, but in the social and 
civic world outside. Even the person in the lowest position in a 
school system is a leader of someone, and even the highest official 
has followership obligations in certain respects. 

It is important to recognize that in this country we do not look 
to the same individuals as leaders all of the time as do the subjects 
of autocratic states. Any person who comes forward with an idea 
for which he can win popular support may become a leader. Between 
leaders and followers there are constant interactions that serve to 
stimulate both or even at times to shift the roles. 

A complete listing of the characteristics of strong and weak 
leadership in education would require more space than is available 
in this chapter. Perhaps it is enough to consider the qualities that 
seem essential to effective leadership in any field: 

GOODWILL —a cheerful outlook, wants subordinate to succeed, 


treats him with respect and friendliness; likes peo- 
ple; gives credit where credit is due 

COURAGE --із not afraid of hard work, of losing his position, 
or of making mistakes; will take a stand on right 
and wrong 

INTEGRITY —followers know where he stands; always depend- 
able; a square shooter; incorruptible; loyal 

KNOWLEDGE—knows most of the answers or where to find them; 
can show another ow without showing off or show- 
ing the other up 

FAITH - believes his job is important; believes hard things 
can be mastered, and helps others to feel so, too. 


Other qualities include tact, patience and perseverance, sense of 
humor, ability to lose gracefully, enthusiasm, appreciation, initiative, 
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and vision. Contemplating such lists is an interesting pastime, but 
it is much more vital to concentrate on applying some of these 
qualities to the opportunities for leadership and followership which 
come to us every day. 


Teachers Have Individual Differences 


On every hand in educational circles today there is emphasis on 
the individual differences among pupils and on the need for their 
individual consideration. Most of us now accept. this doctrine as 
sound in theory as well as desirable in practice. Preservice teachers 
are taught to work constantly toward this end. 

In the organization and operation of a school system it is too 

. often overlooked that members of the staff have individual differ- 
ences, just as pronounced, or even more so by reason of longer de- 
velopment, than the differences among the pupils. Too many super- 
intendents insist that the teacher understand children’s differences 
but are most unhappy about teachers’ differences. Each adminis- 
trator undoubtedly has his own conception of the “ideal teacher," 
and sometimes he is unwise enough to try to pour all his staff into 
a single mold. Such a process spoils the effectiveness of individuals 
and throws the whole system into chaos and artificiality. His prob- 

} lem is to help each teacher to find and cultivate his own talents to 
_ the fullest. 


(teacher who follows the same pattern year after year; the teacher 
Я who is eager for every new idea; the опе who has trouble with 
discipline; and countless other variations in attitudes, abilities, ex- 
perience, disposition, and motives. 

cue oM rac isa 4 z mediam by which teachers can be 
elped to accomplish, each in his own way, the major objectives of 
the school program. William C. Menninger, general secretary of the 
Menninger Foundation, Topeka, Kansas, said recently, “It’s just as 
important, perhaps more important, for the teacher to have the 
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benefits of personal counseling when be seeds it as И is for the 
students. "* 

The successful administrator discovers and encourages. initiative 
and creativeness іп his май, recognizing that із so doing be со 
tributes most surely to progress and keeps the system from falling 
into the deadly mediocrity of conformity to a fixed pattern. Many 
of the (actors that contribute to the freedom to express ideas and 
Suggestions have already been mentioned in this chapter; among 
them are a sense of security and status, a sharing of responsibility, 
and prompt recognition and appreciation of accomplishment. 


The Educational Team 

The question may well be asked: How are you going to recognize 
and provide for the attitudes, feelings, and needs of individuals, 
which we have been discussing in this chapter, and at the same time 
succeed in welding a school system into a working unit from top 
to bottom? Actually the two tasks are not opposites; they are 
complementary—the individual striving for the success of the sys- 
tem and the system supporting the desires and freedoms of the 
individual. 

The school administrator is an individual in a position of author- 
ity. He can, if he chooses, develop all by himself a formal plan of 
operation and insist that it be put into effect by his staff. If he does, 
*he soon finds, as industry has, that the plan goes on the rocks be- 
Cause it involves human oe oe aan Ate gan 
ignored. The administrator goes a long way toward ج‎ ng his own 
Success when he recognizes that it depends upon the goodwill and 


1 - ready cooperation of many other These other people want to 
Тағы: confidence tt as members of the team; they want to 
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have a share in planning the program; they want to be given full 
measures of responsibility for its successful operation; they want 
their contributions recognized; they want to feel that they are grow- 
ing from day to day and week to week and year to year; they want 
to feel happy and secure in their positions. 

These are all legitimate wants in the abstract. But each individual 
puts his own interpretation upon them which may be anything from 
broad to narrow, from generous to selfish, from cooperative to

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grudging, from helpful to harmful. Ideally everyone in the school 
system should feel a sense of loyalty to the educational team. 

Progress results from changes wisely incorporated into the school 
program. The question before the administrator is one of preserving 
a fine balance. How much change should there be and how fast 
should it be made in order that the team not become confused, 
frustrated, or rebellious. Participation by the team will help make 
this clear. Human motives properly understood and guided are the 
factors which contribute to growth—growth of the individual, 
growth of the group, growth of the system. 

The resolution of all these forces, the welding of them into effec- 
tive, smoothly operating teamwork is the challenge facing both ad- 
ministrator and staff, for all have an interest and stake in the out- 
, come. We speak of this as the democratic process or democratic 
way of doing things, as contrasted with authoritarian, autocratic, 
and dictatorial methods. We thoroly believe in it, but often fail to 
realize that it is a much slower, much more difficult process to carry 
out, and that our own attitude must be helpful and constructive at 
all times rather than critical and self-centered. 

The chapters which follow offer practical procedures which have 
been found helpful in developing in a school staff loyalty, security, 
a sense of growth, shared responsibility, cooperative endeavor, and 


other factors which lead to a really effective “team.” In the familiar 
words of Edgar A. Guest: 


It's all very well to have courage and skill 
And it’s fine to be counted a star, 

But the single deed with its touch of thrill 
Doesn’t tell us the man you are; 

For there’s no lone hand in the game we play, 
We must work to a bigger scheme: 

And the thing that counts in the world to-day 
Is, How do you pull with the team? ^

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From time to time the school administrator should remind 
himself of precisely what comprises democracy. Inherent in 
the concept are certain values and certain implications for 
the conduct of human affairs. There is first of all a recognition 
that an individual human being is of surpassing worth, that 
he should be treated as an end in himself, not as a means to 
an end. Related to this concept of worth is the belief that 
every normal individual has a unique contribution to make 
to our society, and that therefore, he deserves respect. While 
few, if any, would hold that the social contributions of indi- 
viduals are equal in value, most Americans do believe that 
equal opportunity should be provided all citizens. This high 
regard for the individual should become a basic principle 
underlying all policies and practices in personnel manage- 


ment.

CHAPTER 4 


Factors Affecting Group Work 


M осн of the work in education is of a-group type. The teacher's 

work with the class is mostly group work, Most of the work 
that superintendents, principals, and supervisors do with classroom 
teachers is group work. And most of it will continue to be—there 
is not enough time or resources to go around any other way. Since 
there is no escaping a great deal of working together, it seems we 
might as well become more proficient at it. 

This chapter presents some of the commonly recognized principles 
that govern effective group work and makes special applications to 
schools and school personnel. In presenting these ideas and sugges- 
tions, the Yearbook Commission is guided by a premise set forth 
in Chapter 1: “Administration may thus be regarded as à means 
of bringing about effective cooperative activity to achieve the pur- 
poses of an enterprise." 


Teachers Meetings 


The middle-aged teacher knitting her way thru the school dis- 
trict’s semiannual teachers meeting is a familiar scene to most 
professional educators. No less familiar is the young teacher busily 
reading the current Book-of-the-Month Club selection while the 
visiting expert plows doggedly on thru his 90-minute speech. 

Superintendents have been too quick to label such teachers as non- 
professionals—as ones who really have no deep and abiding interest 
in teaching or in the growth and welfare of children, But all knitters 
and book readers in teachers meetings are not unprofessional. 
On the contrary, some rank among the best on the staff. To their 
fellow teachers, these nonconformists will say: “Why not read or 
knit? What can they expect of such a meeting? I have no doubt 
that he (the speaker) is talking about some important problems, 
but they are his problems, not mine.” The percent of knitters and 
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book readers in a teachers meeting is a far better measure of the 
lack of quality of the meeting than of the proportion of nonprofes- 
sionals on the teaching staff. 

Even with all we now know about groups and group procedures, 
the 100-percent lecture type of meeting still persists year after year 
in thousands of school districts. We continue to aim these speeches 
at what we think teachers ought to know rather than ever bothering 
to find out what teachers want to know. Many classroom teachers 
will say, if we stop to ask them, that too much of their inservice 
education is still characterized by forced feeding. “Ask us once in 
a while,” they say, we've got some real problems—let’s talk about 
our problems for a change." 

On the other hand, some school systems appear to have lost all 
rhyme or reason in their rush to climb aboard the *group dynamics" 
band wagon, and teachers sigh: “Last year it was ‘child study.’ 
Before that, it was ‘evaluation.’ Now it’s ‘buzz sessions,’ ‘role play- 
ing,’ and the other gadgetry of ‘group dynamics.’ Wonder what 
they will dream up next? Why, last month Superintendent Smith 
appointed a representative committee to help the custodian select 
a new boiler for the furnace room. This time, however, we didn’t 
waste any time trying to identify, understand, and accept the prob- 
lem. A 40-year-old heating plant and a foot of water in the basement 
made the problem reasonably clear, and we dispensed with the first 
step in the group process." 

In spite of the sometimes overzealous use and misapplication of 
the hypotheses growing out of the group dynamics movement, we 
have hardly begun to realize the true significance of the fact that 
two minds are better than one, that four are better yet—that there 


is virtually no limit to what 100 minds can do when they are pulling 
together. 


Physical Factors 


In planning for effective group work, considerable attention should 
be given to a number of important questions: What size group do 
we need? A large, a small, or a medium-sized one? When and where 
do we meet? After school, at noon, on Saturday—for an hour, a 
day, or a semester? What kind of meeting place do we need? Will 
а жемір do? What about that comfortable room down at the 
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Altho such problems may seem insignificant compared with the 
task to be performed, practically every group planning a meeting 
has to face these questions. And according to the literature in the 
field of group procedures, each factor will have some effect on the 
quality of the meeting. 

Naturally there are no hard and fast rules that can be applied. 
What to do depends on the nature of the problem to be solved, the 
urgency of need for a solution, the facilities available, and other 
factors. There are some guidelines, however, that can be applied 
to various conditions. 


Size of Group 


Cooperative work is more productive when it goes on in a small. 
group of 5 to 15 people. In large groups there is less opportunity 
for participation and more time is required to reach a consensus. 
Also, the large group is more likely to break up into conflicting 
subgroups which may tend to work at cross purposes. Altho the size 
of the group depends upon the nature of the task and the number 
of people who have to be involved, the best creative thinking goes 
on in relatively small groups. Thus, if 120 people have to be involved 
in a group enterprise, it is usually better for them to break up into 
10 separate groups of 12 each. Each subgroup can work on a dif- 
ferent phase of ‘the problem or on the total problem. Either way, 
the accomplishments of the 10 groups when added together will 
nearly always exceed the accomplishments of the 120 working in 
a single body. 


Meeting Place 


The-size_of the meeting place has considerable psychological effect 
on the members of any group. A body of 25 meeting in an audi- 
torium seating 1500 is just as wrong psychologically as the same 
group trying to meet in the living room of someone’s home which 
will comfortably accommodate only 15. In one place the group feels 
lost in space; in the other hampered by confinement and discomfort. 

Adults as well as children usually like an informal and cordial 
atmosphere. Seating people in a circle or semicircle permits each 


participant to see all others and tends to stimulate group activity 


even from the very beginning of a meeting. Many members of the

group will likely be more patient with group progress if they 
can smoke occasionally. 

Attention also needs to be given to the temperature, ventilation, 
and lighting. An overheated room with little or no circulating air 
has ruined many meetings that otherwise might have been pro- 
ductive. Practically everyone can recall a meeting in which the 
group leaders were placed with their backs to a bright sunlit 
window, an arrangement that required all other participants to look 
directly into the sun. This raises the question of who is more im- 
portant in a meeting—the two or three leaders or the 10 other 
participants. If group productivity is the objective, it would be 
better to switch the arrangement and if necessary, let the leaders 
be uncomfortable. 


Timing and Time Available 


In scheduling the time and length of a meeting, it is important to 
weigh the difficulty of the task to be performed against the probable 
physical condition of the participants. Because teachers are tired 
and not at their best at the end of the school day, long sessions 
after school are to be avoided when the task requires creative 
thinking or careful analysis. Luncheon and dinner meetings away 
from the school building are usually better investments of time and 
energy than meetings held before or after school in the school build- 
ing. 

Teachers organizations and boards of education frequently have 
difficulty in arriving at mutually satisfactory policies with regard 
to released time for professional. work. The policy of dividing 
the required | time—half on school time and half on out-of-school 
time—has been used in some communities and appears to be working 
satisfactorily. 

When groups are engaged in work on professional problems of 
great importance like curriculum construction, the board of educa- 
tion might well release participants from all teaching during the time 
required for the work and use substitutes to replace them in the 
classroom. 

The amount of time allowed for work on a given problem should 
be sufficient for thoro study, discussion, and solution of the problem. 
Attempting too much within the time available frequently produces 
unsatisfactory results as well as dissatisfaction among those who do

of a junior high-school mathematics text needs more than а half 

day or a single Saturday if it is to be expected to select the best 

book available from 20 to 25 separate possibilities. Such work should

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Long, uninterrupted discussion sessions extending from 8:00 a.m. 
until noon or from 1:00 until 5:80 p.m. atë fiot conducive to pro- 
ductive work and group morale. The last 30 or 40 minutes óf 
such sessions may well be dispensed with, considering the quality 
of work usually produced during such periods. A 15-minute coffee 
break in the middle of the morning or afternoon tends to give par- 
ticipants a second wind and also provides an informal, friendly 
touch. 

Altho no one of these physical factors may make or break a 
meeting, two or three operating in the same direction can have con- 
siderable effect on group productivity. When all are negative, group 
work runs an excellent chance of complete failure. 


Coping with the Individual Personality 


Individuals do not automatically change their personality traits 
upon becoming members of a group. They bring with them all the 
opinions they have formed over the years, their likes and dislikes, 
their belief or disbelief in John Dewey, their biases, their family 
and social background, and all their “good and mean streaks” 
of character. The problem is not to get them to conform to a set 
pattern but to understand how can use their various experi- 
ences, abilities, and backgrounds in a constructive manner, 


The Adult as a Learner 


No one can cope with a group unless he is able to understand 
and work with individuals. Good group work actually grows out 
of good work with individuals. Therefore, it is important to under- 
stand the adult as a learner, to know how he differs from the child 
or youth as a learner. By understanding some of his problems of 
learning, we can acquire skill in working with him. 

The typical adult learner is an impatient learner. After he has 
worked a few years and acquired the normal number of adult re- 
sponsibilities—a home, a family, a lawn to mow, household bills 
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to pay, and a monthly bank statement to check—he has less time 
to be patient. With so many tasks competing for his limited supply 
of time, he has the least patience with those things he does not have 
to do. Usually an out-of-school project can be classified as one of the 
things he is not forced to do. He may feel compelled to attend the 
meeting but he cannot be forced to produce in a discussion. 

Closely related to the impatience factor is the feeling among many 
adults today that relaxation and rest beyond the hours of the normal 
work week are essential to good health and longevity. Admittedly, 
much of the fear of extra work is imaginary, but imaginary or not, 
it affects his willingness to participate in “extra” work. 

In much of the group work in education the adult can also be 
classified as a tired learner because group work usually involves 
time above and beyond the normal work day. He is likely to want 
a certain amount of physical comfort in his learning process. This 
emphasizes the importance of physical conditions discussed earlier 
in this chapter. 

The greater experience of the adult learner has many effects both 
plus and minus. He has more points of reference and thus can make 
applications more easily and quickly. Experience contributes in 
a positive way to the chain reaction of group discussion. On the 
other hand, greater experience and more years of living may result 
in more bias and less tolerance for new and different ideas. 

The adult learner is also more anxious to protect his status and 
station in life. He will defend more quickly what he has done. He 
will react vigorously when compared with fellow workers in a nega- 
tive light. He resents any implication of failure on his part. The 
concepts of “power status” and “ego” are closely related to this 
problem. The principal, because of his power status, sometimes feels 
obligated to have a point of view on every subject in education. 
The classroom teacher on his staff, in view of his power status, may 
hesitate to differ openly with the principal. 

A definite goal and direction of work are very important to the 
typical adult learner. He wants to know, with as little delay as pos- 
sible, what his job is and how he is going to go about it. Thus, 
unless goals of a group enterprise are fairly evident in the early 
stages of work, he will likely substitute his own goals for those 
that serve the best interests of the group. This substitution of goals 
may cause him to work at cross purposes with the group. 
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Age Dzfferences 


Almost any group of representative educators is likely to contain 
a wide range of ages. Extreme differences in ages sometimes pre- 
sent spécial problems in group endeavor. 

The young teacher is more likely to be open to new ideas, yet 
lacks the maturity of experience to weigh these ideas in the most 
effective way. The older teacher has more experience for weighing 
ideas but is more likely to resist change in the present situation. 
Sometimes the older teacher is a little like the old farmer who, 
upon being urged by the county agent to learn more about modern 
methods, explained he already knew how to farm better than he did, 
and that he had better wait until his *doins" caught up with his 
“knowins” before trying to learn anything else. 

Yet, in spite of the seemingly important difficulties growing out 
of age differences, youth, energy, and enthusiasm tempered and 
guided by experience offer a potent force for group work when 
they can be aimed at the same objective. 


Educational Background 


Sometimes an intellectual hierarchy based on kinds of colleges or 
universities attended tends to develop in the school system. Those 
who attended the state university and received a bachelor’s degree 
may consider themselves a little different breed of teacher from 
those who took a standard normal course at the local teachers col- 
lege. Such a situation may create cleavages between teachers. Also, 
differences in philosophies may result from attendance at different 
colleges, with one faction devoted to subjectmatter and method and 
the other more inclined to think always of the living and growing 
child. Such differences in philosophies of what is really important 
in education can have great effect on the way we work or fail to 
work together on educational problems. 


Capitalizing on Differences 


As pointed out earlier, these differences in background, status, and 
point of view do not automatically disappear when individuals 
begin to operate in a group enterprise. People not only bring these 
differences into the group but bring them to bear on the problem 
at hand. The leader’s task is to get members to use their differences 
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for the solution of the problem rather than as a basis for destructive 
dissension. Members of groups must practice and learn how to 
work with facts and information rather than with emotion and 
prejudice. If we can learn to consider ideas detached from the people 
who propose them, we can eliminate many of the destructive forces 
in the group process. 


Leadership 


Altho both good membership and good leadership are prerequi- 
sites to effective group work, superior leadership can yield sur- 
prising results even with participants of average ability and ex- 
perience. In fact, a group without a leader is like a ship without 
either navigator or rudder. 


Research and study in recent years have yielded considerable 
information about the types of persons who are likely to become 
outstanding leaders, Objective investigations have also brought to 
light the effects of various types of leadership on the quantity and 
quality of group production, 
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Leadership Behavior' 


The common patterns of leadership behavior can be classified 
as authoritarian, laissez-faire, and democratic. The terms have such 
clear implications that they need no definition. Sometimes the leader 
sticks almost entirely to one pattern but more frequently he fol- 
lows a combination of two or perhaps all three. 

If the position involves authority, the leader may use this au- 
thority to control or direct his group with little or no regard for 
the will or desires of the members. Under such leadership the group 
has little opportunity to create anything of its own. This pattern 
is almost always inappropriate in dealing with voluntary and in- 
formal groups. Many groups, however, unintentionally force this 
pattern of action on the leader thru habit, insecurity, and lack of 
understanding. 

Sometimes groups are permitted to operate with little or no 
guidance and assistance. Neither the leader nor the group accepts 
responsibility for the accomplishment of the task at hand. Such is 
laissez-faire leadership. Under this pattern “cooperation deterior- 
ates, conflicts arise, and the group tends to lose its purpose, to fail 
in its action, to disintegrate, and, consequently, to look for a strong 
leader to pull it out of its difficulties.” 

Much can be said for the democratic pattern that cannot be said 
for the other two. First, it is consistent with the democratic system 
which is fundamental in American life. Second, the tremendous 
growth and development of the United States in a comparatively 
short period of time provides evidence that the democratic way really 
works, Third, research in recent years has demonstrated quite 
clearly that democratic leadership results in the greater develop- 
ment and growth of people. 


Functions of Leadership 


Not only must the good leader have certain traits of personality 
and special skills and abilities, he must be able to carry on certain 
functions in relation to the group. 

His first responsibility is to see that members of the group are 
as comfortable as physical conditions will permit. Closely allied

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to this function is the task of seeing that all participants get ac- 
quainted in a cordial, informal way. The ability to introduce 
people in a warm and friendly manner is indispensable to effective 
leadership. 

At the outset of the discussion, leadership serves the function 
of seeing to it that the problem is clearly stated, defined, and under- 
stood by all members. Sometimes it may be necessary to break the 
problem down into subsidiary problems in order to analyze the 
task and plan an attack. This implies that the leader give consider- 
able attention and thought to the problem before the meeting. 

Altho the function will be shared with various members of the 
group, the leader is primarily responsible for keeping the group 
*on the beam" as the discussion proceeds. In other words, he must 
see that the group is constantly headed toward the purposes of the 
enterprise. Also, as the group moves along, he must find ways to 
keep members from substituting their own problems for the group's 
problems. Thus, the ability to steer a straight course thru all types 
of stress and strain is needed. 

During the discussion, leadership must. provide protection for 
the security and status of individual members, giving credit where 
' credit is due and seeing to it that all who can contribute do con- 
tribute. The process of keeping the more verbose members of the 
group from monopolizing the discussion is equally important and 
one that usually requires understanding and skill in human rela- 
tions. 

To provide a sense of accomplishment as the group moves along 
is another important function of leadership. And the leader from 
time to time must evaluate progress in terms of goal accomplish- 
ment, not only to recognize progress but to keep the goal constantly 
before the group. 

As the discussion moves along, the effective leader strives con- 
stantly to achieve a consensus rather than final, clear-cut decisions 
based on majority votes. At the same time 


e те must continually guard against compromise, superficial agree- 
ments, dodging issues, ignoring minorities, and stress the importance 0 
facing issues frankly and discussing them on their merits: letting every- 
body be heard and incorporating all contributions that merit consideration 
into the thinking of the group. A decision may not be reached at once. 
More time for deliberation may be needed. Oftentimes this is desirable. 
The discussion without a decision may on occasion be more effective in 
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producing desirable changes in individuals than would have occurred had 
immediate decisions been made. So the group leader must ever take the 
long view on the matter of reaching decisions, and, guided by his knowledge 
of the group, by his experience and his judgment he must direct the think- 
ing of his group toward decisions by which all can agree and to which all 
will subscribe because they represent the best that the creative thought 
of the group can achieve. This leaves a feeling of satisfaction with all.* 


Participation 


The productiveness of a group enterprise depends upon the 
quantity and quality of individual participation as well as upon 


effective leadership. Group thinking will be productive only to the 
extent that individual thinking is productive. 


Conditioners of Participation 


A feeling of individual and group responsibility for achieving 
the purposes of the enterprise is indispensable. The task to be per- 
formed must be an important one—important to the group as a 
whole and to each member of the group. Each participant must 
have some notion, either before the meeting or soon after it starts,

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of how he can help with the task at hand. For instance, it may not 
be immediately apparent to the high-school mathematics teacher 
how he fits into a group discussing plans for the school's spring 
style show. He should discover fairly early that he is going to offer 
advice in setting up the financial arrangements. 

As indicated in a preceding section of this chapter, certain physi- 
cal factors like the time the meeting is scheduled, the place, and the 
size of the group will have an important effect on the quantity and 
quality of participation. 

The type of leadership—its ability to motivate interest, to make 
participants comfortable and secure—is another important con- 
ditioner of participation which in light of the material presented 
previously needs no further elaboration here. 

The nature of the problem itself will affect participation. If it 
poses a high interest challenge to the total group, the total group 
is likely to rise to the challenge. This point may be illustrated by a 
group of 20 elementary- and high-school teachers working on the 
problem of reducing the school system's drop-out rate. Such an ac- 
tivity presents a greater challenge to high-school teachers than to 
elementary-school teachers since boys and girls who leave school 
do so when they reach the upper limit of compulsory school age 
—in junior or senior high school. For the elementary-school teacher 
to become interested, he is going to have to see that some of the 
forces that lead to dropping out of school originate in the grades. 

The degree to which the purpose of the enterprise is understood 
and accepted by members will affect participation. If the goals are 
not understood, individual members will tend to substitute individual 
goals for group goals. The recognition seeker will concentrate on 
attracting attention to himself rather than to the central problem. 
The jealous status leader will work toward building and protecting 
his status rather than toward doing the job at hand. The timid 
and withdrawn will become more timid and withdrawn. 

Certain members may feel they have a greater responsibility 
to represent some organization or idea than to help the group solve 
its problem. For instance, in a discussion of safety education, the 
school custodian chosen to represent the custodial staff may feel 
that his primary responsibility is to protect custodians from being 
assigned more work rather than to contribute to the solution of 
the safety problem. 
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A natural feeling of belonging to the group is of considerable 
importance. The cafeteria manager will feel she really belongs 
to a group working on health instruction but may feel a little out 
of place in a group working on the social studies curriculum. Altho 
she may have an important role in both groups, her participation 
in social studies work is likely to be limited unless she knows how 
she fits into the picture. 

Finally, individual skill and experience in the use of group 
procedures will contribute to quantity and quality of participation. 
People who have not learned to work with facts and ideas and who 
have not formed the habit of reacting to ideas rather than to the 
people who propose them are likely to yield low-quality participa- 
tion. An understanding of some of the basic principles of group 
dynamics and a simple but real faith in the democratic process 
will greatly enhance effective participation. 


Types of Participants 


In recent years the leaders of the group dynamics movement have 
attempted to analyze group structure and operation by studying 
the various roles played by members of typical groups. These roles 
have been described, classified, and evaluated in a number of pub- 
lications.* 

Altho no one plays just one role all the time and in all situa- 
tions, at any given moment a particular group member will likely 
exert either a positive or negative influence on the group or on the 
work it is trying to do. Those who help the group and contribute 
toward group accomplishment have been classified as the “initiator,” 
tacking the problem; the “information giver,” who offers facts, 
personal experience, and illustrations; the "orienter," who keeps 
the group on the beam, relates current discussion to previous dis- 
cussion, and focuses on progress toward goals; the “harmonizer,” 
who relieves tension and tries to resolve conflicts between other 
members of the group—and the list goes on and on. These and 
other positive roles are easy to recognize. When they function 
effectively, group productivity is likely to be high.

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On the other hand, there are those who tend to destroy group 
structure and to obstruct group production, often unintentionally. 
The negative behavior patterns of such persons have been described 
as follows: 


Being aggressive: working for status by criticizing or blaming others, 
showing hostility against the group or some individual, deflating the 
ego or status of others 

Blocking: interfering with the progress of the group by going off on a 
tangent, citing personal experiences unrelated to the problem, arguing too 
much on a point, rejecting ideas without consideration 

Self-confessing: using the group as a sounding board, expressing personal, 
non-group-oriented feelings or points of view 

Competing: vying with others to produce the best idea, talk the most, 
play the most roles, gain favor with the leader 


Seeking sympathy: trying to induce other group members to be sym- 
pathetic to one's problems or misfortunes, deploring one's own situation 
or disparaging one's own ideas to gain support 

Special pleading: introducing or supporting suggestions related to one's 
own pet concerns or philosophies, lobbying 


Horsing around: clowning, joking, mimicking, disrupting the work of 
the group 

Seeking recognition: attempting to call attention to one's self by loud 
or excessive talking, extreme ideas, unusual behavior 


Withdrawing: acting indifferent or passive, resorting to excessive 
formality, daydreaming, doodling, whispering to others, wandering from 
the subject.* 


Improving Participation 


How can this knowledge of common behavior patterns be used 
to facilitate the type of participation that is conducive to group 
production? Sometimes it is a good idea to have a group look over , 
such lists before starting to work on a problem. With fellow partici- 
pants on the lookout for evidence of such roles coming into play, each 
person will be less likely to play negative roles and more likely to 
seek positive roles. 

A more efficient way to improve participation is to provide an 
opportunity for each member of the group to take a critical look 
at himself as a participant in a group enterprise. The following 
checklist? will enable anyone to diagnose with reasonable accuracy 
his own strengths and weaknesses in group work.

Most of the principles of individual learning may be applied to 
group learning. Some orientation of the group is usually necessary. 
The group will need to understand the background and events lead- 
ing up to the problem confronting it. An overview of background 
and developments should be planned in advance, and the primary 
responsibility for this review must be assumed by the group leader. 
Readiness involves a thoro understanding by the group of the 
problem at hand, the recognition by the group that the problem is 
important and worth working on, the setting up of clear-cut goals, 
and the acceptance of these goals by individuals. 

To resist change is a natural human trait. If change is to come 
about, the group member must see the reasons for it. On the other 
hand, when change does come, the group member usually feels 
better for having had a hand in producing it. 


Level of Expectation 


The level of expectation, either self-imposed by the group or 
specified in the order creating the group, has some effect on par- 
ticipation. If the board of education in authorizing the assignment 
does not suggest what is wanted in rather specific terms, a “talk 
fest” may be the result. However, if it requests a thoro study and 
specific recommendations on a definite problem, it will likely get a 
study and a set of recommendations toward which most members 
have contributed something. 


Organization 

Group organization that is designed to make effective use of 
special abilities and to spread responsibility for the results of group 
effort can have a tremendous effect on participation. 

In addition to the usual chairman, vicechairman, and recorder, 
there can be an evaluator who from time to time can be asked to 
summarize accomplishments and to point out work remaining to be 
done. There can be an expediter who takes the responsibility for 
securing widespread and effective communication. There can also be 
a mediator who attempts to reconcile disagreement and to relieve

tensions which sometimes develop. Other roles сап be und where 
needed. 
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It is sometimes argued that such a special role may detract from 
a person's effectiveness in discussion. This, however, is not usually 
the case. A special responsibility usually increases a member's over- 
all interest and activity. 


Thinking Together 


In our search for more effective ways of working together we 
cannot avoid considering the manner in which we exchange informa- 
tion and think together. Mueller explains group thinking as: 


. that orderly, cooperative process whereby the individuals of a 
group pool their individual thinking in order to reach a desirable goal or 
a satisfactory solution to a group problem. The method of group thinking 
is that of discussion. . . . Group Mr not argument; neither is it 
mere conversation or aimless discussion. The talkfest cannot be dignified 
by calling it group thinking, for it usually starts with nothing of importance 
and ends with nothing accomplished. The debate, on the other hand, cannot 
be considered as group thinking, because neither side is receptive to 
the other's ideas; in fact, is antagonistic to them and bends every effort 
to refute or to discredit them.* 


Thus the quality of group thinking depends upon the quality 
of discussion, and discussion is best when it is purposeful yet open- 
minded, unbiased, and free of control by *power status" members 
of the group. Group thinking must provide opportunity for free 
exchange of points of view and experience. It becomes better as 
it involves a larger proportion of the persons in the group. 

It must be remembered that in discussion not all participants ab- 
sorb and react to information at the same rate. Neither do all groups. 
Altho group discussion is frequently slower than the one-way “di- 
rective giving" and “directive receiving" process which still char- 
acterizes much of the traditional communication in school systems, 
it has the advantage of bringing more information to bear on the 
problem, of stimulating more individual growth, and of facilitating 
cooperative action on decisions made. Studies have also shown 
that more objective attitudes, a greater retention of factual in- 
formation, and improved critical thinking result from discussion. 


Evaluating Group Work 


When the knitter drops her knitting and the book reader drops 
his book, we begin to believe we are making progress in group work.

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Yet, the problem of knowing whether a group enterprise is worth 
the *blood, sweat, and tears" that go into it is not that simple. 
Altho more objective yardsticks are available, a group can evaluate 
its growth with reasonable accuracy by answering certain questions 
like the following: 


1. Does every member make contributions to the discussion? 

2. Is every member intensely involved in the discussion at all stages? 

3. Does the discussion move toward common agreements in terms 
of the solution of the problem being discussed? Do all members of the 
group understand and accept as important the problem being discussed? 


4. Is the discussion oriented toward decision and action at all times? 

5. Does the group accept and understand the conflicts encountered 
and move toward their resolution? 

6. Does the group recognize its need for information? Does it know 
how to go about getting such information? 

7. Does the group use resource persons or resource material as an aid 
to its own thinking, not as giving the final action-solution of its problem? 

8. Is the group unduly dependent upon its leader or on some of its 
members? Does the group use its leadership as an aid to common solutions, 
not as a source of final solutions? 

9. Is the leader accepted as a member of the group with special func- 
tions to perform? 

10. Is there an atmosphere of friendly cooperation in the group at all 
times particularly when conflicts of ideas and points of view are en- 
countered? 

11. Does the group resent attempts at domination by its leader, one of 
its members, a clique of its members or by a visiting expert? 

12. Is there a feeling of progress toward common goals? 

13. Is the group "realistic" in its choice of problems and in setting its 
goals? 

14. Does the discussion move readily toward decision when decision is 
required? 


15. Does the group find it possible to dispense with the creaking ma- 
chinery of parliamentary procedure?

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The right to participate where one is to be affected can be 
defended on the grounds of simple justice; it can be defended, 
too, because it is of the essence of the democratic process. 
For democracy to operate successfully, the individual citizen 
must understand and be committed to its basic ideals; it is 
no less important that he be skilled in the democratic processes 
of action. These skills involve argumentation and debate, the 
presentation and weighing of evidence, sensitive regard for 
the views and rights of others, the give and take of compro- 
mise, and willingness to abide by majority opinion. The 
structure of a government or of any social institution or enter- 
brise may conform to the requirements of a democracy, those 
who shape its policies may be committed to democratic goals, 
but if skill in the essential processes of democratic participa- 
tion is lacking, the whole undertaking will fail in practical 
operation. And these skills, so essential to the success of any 
democratic enterprise, can be learned only thru practice. Our 
insistence on the right of the individual to participate in the 
making of decisions that concern himself grows out of our 
regard for individual personality and our sense of justice; 
it is based, too, on our knowledge, born of long experience, 
that democracy can function in no other way.

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Working Together 
for Individual Growth 


CIENCE tells us that a living organism is a growing organism. 
Psychologists often say that no normal person can “stop grow- 
ing” mentally (General Dean made up arithmetic problems when 
held in solitary confinement in Korea.). Perhaps this fact helps 
to explain why so much time and energy are given to ways of making 
people over. Advertisers tell us how to grow in fastidiousness; 
policemen urge us to be more agile in crossing busy streets. If we 
are too loud, we are likely to be advised on how to be more genteel; 
if we are too meek, we can readily find someone to tell us how to be 
more aggressive. So it goes—we are always trying to improve our- 
selves, improve the other fellow, or someone is trying to improve us. 
With all of this pressure toward improvement and growth some 
of us may feel like the small boy who had everything—well, nearly 
everything. He had been sent to costly schools, given extensive 
training, and kept rather busy. When asked what special reward 
he wanted most, he replied, *May I have 10 minutes to myself?" 
For him the really desirable thing was to be left alone. So, despite 
the many suggestions for individual growth, we will do well to keep 
in mind that continuous pressure for more preparation and inservice 
growth may flare back in fatigue and opposition. Thus, in this 
chapter on individual growth we say a few irreverent (but possibly 
not irrelevant) things about inservice programs and what the super- 
intendent can do about them. 


Good Teaching Is Where You Find It 


One question might be: “Why should anyone want to grow pro- 
fessionally?" We sometimes see evidence that classroom teachers, 
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principals, and custodians think that they *have their growth" 
and that the time has come to relax for 10 minutes. Perhaps, like 
the small boy, many of these people have had too much *"improve- 
ment" forced upon them; perhaps what they have done was not 
directly related to their interests; perhaps they need a change in 
pace. 

Such opposition to growth and study is likely to be a temporary 
condition. The amazing thing is that most people will seek oppor- 
tunities for growth whether any “master mind" is planning for 
them or not. One of the evidences of this is the continuous demand 
for books and magazines. Never before have we had so much 
interest in hobbies and in “do-it-yourself” plans. No one involved 
in such activities spends much time discussing the beauty of growth; 
he is too busy growing. He starts his hobby when he wants to do so, 
he spends his own money wisely or foolishly, and what he does 
has an inherent, compelling interest. 

From these illustrations we may draw several ideas which could 
be used in inservice training programs designed to promote indi- 
vidual growth. Here are a few: 


221. Growth is individual. A group may change in behavior or character- 
istics as a result of an experience, but the growth is by individuals within 
the group. Not until a program reaches the individual can- we expect 
to have improvement or change. 


2-2. The individual grows because of his incentives. No one grows very 
much unless he wants to, and growth is best when he “has his heart in 
it." We can be pushed and prodded into new things but there is likely 
to be little net improvement, and certainly no permanent improvement, 
unless we want to grow. 


223. Natural incentives are usually the most effective. Both research and 
experience tell us that natural incentives produce better and more lasting 
results than do the artificial motives. 


2-4, Natural incentives tend to develop and multiply with participation. 
No matter how attractive an incentive may be, if chosen for us by some- 
one else, it may not be natural for us. Most people like to have something 
to say about the things that affect them directly. When we help make the 
choices, we are apt to discover and to be moved by natural or intrinsic 
incentives. 


2253, Learning takes place when there is individual action or reaction. Мапу 

inservice training programs attempt to do things £o people rather than with 
them. We forget that the plan must in some way reach the individual and 
produce some kind of reaction in him. If we have followed the foregoing 
principles, the reactions are likely to be positive and constructive; if we lose 
sight of the individual, the results may be destructive and negative.

INDIVIDUAL GROWTH 


There is nothing particularly new in the foregoing. As educators, 
we bow to these principles every day; we make stirring speeches 
about them; we expect classroom teachers to use them in their 
teaching. We know that they are among the principles producing 
the best results. Trouble comes when we try to apply what we know 
to the administration and organization of inservice programs. Then 
we often forget the rules of good teaching. 


Shadows and Shibboleths 


Before we can escape this theoretical treatment, there are sev- 
eral other points to consider. Here we shall be dealing with several 
weary and worn clichés which, tho containing many values, are 
often misused or are only partly true. At the risk of belaboring the 
obvious, let us examine three of these: 


71. Inservice training programs must be democratic. So far, so good—but 
what is democracy? Does it mean that we have to vote on everything? Does 
it mean that one man's opinion is as good as another's? Those who say “yes” 
to both questions do two things. By voting on everything they get bogged 
down in red tape and parliamentary procedure—and the life goes out of the 
process. By putting every man on a par under all circumstances, they mini- 
mize the role of the expert; they accept opinions when facts are just as 
easily obtained. Democracy is much more a matter of spirit, direction, and 
attitude than it is a matter of gadgets, devices, and outward form. Democ- 
racy takes many forms; it is something continuously sought. 

2. Participation must be provided for continuously. The problem of par- 
ticipation is much like the problem of making use of democracy. Group 
leaders often freeze upon certain patterns and outward forms and impose 
them upon us. To some, “participation” means being in on everything 
and helping to make all decisions; to others it means being given a peek at 
something we are going to be told to do. There are at least two important 
places for participation, (a) deciding what to do and why and (b) helping 
in the doing. The first is policy and decision making; the second is being a 
part of the process in action. Not everyone can participate in the making of 
all decisions; not everyone can be equally active at all times during the 
operation of the project. 

„3. Activity and change always mean progress. We sometimes get the 
“idea that if “activity” is going on, the situation is good and needs no at- 
tention. School systems have set in motion various plans for inservice educa- 
tion and then have let the plans operate themselves. Noise, action, and 
change are often mistaken for progress. But smart manufacturers make a 
practice of taking samples of their products; they want to know if they 
are getting what they think they are getting. There isa place for evaluation 
and appraisal in any plan designed to promote individual growth among 
the staff members of a school system. This appraisal can be made, often is 
best made, by those who are part of the training program. If the results at 
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any time are not constructive and “on the target,” then even well-designed 
inservice programs may need overhauling. 

These clichés are among the shadows and shibboleths that cause 
dissension and confusion. A hodgepodge of so-called democracy, 
routine participation, and pointless action does not necessarily 
result in individual growth. These often cited generalizations may 
be important and useful; they are not necessarily measures of 
worthwhile results. In considering individual growth for the staff, 
it is well to think in terms of the needs, interests, and talents of 
the professional group in a community setting. We need not attach 
our hopes to shadows and shibboleths. 


Getting Organized 


Within a given school system the obligation for individual growth 
lies first of all on the doorstep of each individual. The superintendent 
plans for himself those experiences of reading, study, conferences, 
and research which he believes will help him meet the changing 
conditions and demands of the superintendency. Similarly, most 
classroom teachers and principals have their own programs of self- 
improvement in the form of personal study, faculty meetings, com- 
mittees, conferences, summer school, and so on. The extent of these 
activities varies widely among school systems but in comparison 
with most occupations the desire and effort of teachers to improve 
their qualifications are clearly outstanding. 

Regardless of what the individual may do for himself, however, 
there is need for some kind of planning and organization for the 
School system as a whole. For one thing, many individuals need the 
stimulus of a program operated in cooperation with their fellows; 
most of us can obtain, thru the assistance of the school system, a 
broader range of experiences than we could obtain alone. More- 
over, unless the school system's program of inservice education is 
systematized, it can raise havoc by whimsical meandering around 
and over the individual's own plans. If, on the other hand, the 
individual knows the school system's program and time schedule, 
he can adjust his personal improvement plans to the events under 
the main tent. So the superintendent, in addition to his own pro- 
gram of self-improvement, must thru his leadership provide many 
avenues for the staff and community to work together in identifying 
their needs and developing appropriate solutions to their problems. 
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"Organization arises when there are tasks to be done and prob- 
lems to be solved which require the joint efforts of many people." * 
The complexity of the organization depends upon the complexity 
of the division of labor in the joint effort. 

Regardless of size, the same basic problems of democratic or- 
ganization are always present—getting people to participate, select- 
ing and fitting people into the jobs which make use of their interests 
and abilities, controlling and weaving together the various activities, 
and providing for communication between various parts of the 
organization. 

As size increases, problems of organization become important 
in their own right—authority and responsibilities need to be defined 
and a system of selecting the appropriate persons devised. The 
autonomy of one part of the organization may become a threat to 
other parts and some recognized way of securing cooperation among 
the parts will need to be instituted. People sometimes lose sight of 
the over-all task of the organization when they focus on one par- 
ticular part of it. 

Thus, the school administrator needs to examine critically the 
developing structure and its functioning. The structure can develop 
too easily in a traditional hierarchical pattern with plans and policies 
made at the top and handed down via “channels” to the classroom 
teacher. If the purpose of organization is to provide a means of 
reaching goals thru the voluntary participation of members of the 
staff, the administrator must remain continually aware of that 
purpose and mold the growing structure toward its fulfilment. 


In a Single Building 


When a dozen or so people get together in a school building to 
plan an educational activity, organization of effort is required, but 
it is usually achieved with little conscious effort. Since special 
resources and interests of each person are known to the others, the 
right person is readily chosen for the right job. The control system 
is simple because the main controls are set by the needs of the 
immediate situation, not by a remote board or executive committee. 
Communication among people working in the same building is easily 
achieved. Organization under these conditions can arise more or

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less spontaneously from within the group and in direct relationship 
to the requirements of the immediate situation. 


In a Small School System 


When a school system embraces several schools, the functions 
to be performed by cooperative effort become more complex. As 
distinct functions within the system become more specialized, the 
required organization of effort also becomes more complex. 

During his first year in Ridgewood, New Jersey, the superin- 
tendent talked to the entire staff, to many parent and faculty groups, 
and visited every classroom to establish rapport with classroom 
teachers, secretaries, custodians, and others. The proper climate 
of opinion established on the basis of mutual respect and sincerity 
made all staff members willing to share ideas on problems and needs. 

An eagerness expressed by the leaders and members of the 
teachers association for expanded inservice programs and more 
supervisory service offered a sound basis for the gradual organiza- 
tion of a Classroom Teachers Council, an Advisory Instruction 
Council, a Curriculum Steering Committee, a School-Community 
Advisory Committee, several volunteer workshops, and on-call 
supervisory service. 

The school system became a member of the Metropolitan School 
Study Council, the Citizenship Education Project, and the Coopera- 
tive Project in Educational Administration. Teacher representatives 
were released to attend meetings with representatives from the 
school systems in the metropolitan area. These teachers then met 
with the superintendent to exchange ideas on helpful suggestions 
they had received. 

The superintendent makes every effort both informally and thru 
the organizational approach to build closer relationships with all 
staff members. The above-named organizational approaches have 
helped to provide better two-way communication between the super- 
intendent and his staff as they have shared ideas for improving the 
program and have developed new inservice procedures. 


In a Large School System 


The organizational structure now functioning in the San Diego, 
California, public schools illustrates how classroom teachers and 
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administrators in a large city can work together democratically 
(see Figure I). The philosophy upon which this structure is founded 
combines administrative needs with a desire to motivate staff growth. 

The structure encourages the free flow of ideas among the super- 
intendent's office, the community, and all levels of the school 
system. Communication flows both vertically and horizontally. The 
various arteries enable the superintendent to feel the pulse of the 
educational program at all times. 

A plan of this nature is designed to use all available intelligence, 
originality, and professional skill to: 


P Get the job done. The job in this case is the development of the best 
"possible program of public education. 

2. Secure widespread participation. Participation is based upon and 
aimed at staff and community understanding of the problems of the edu- 
cational system. 

- 3. Promote staff and individual growth. Growth accompanies acceptance 
of group decisions and their translation into action. 


The community—The cooperative effort of staff and community 
in solving an immediate problem cements community relations, 
strengthens leadership, and promotes individual growth of parti- 
cipants. Citizens advisory committees illustrate the principle of 
school-community cooperation. 

The professional stafj—The need to promote continuous inservice 
growth confronts the superintendent as he works with all segments 
of the professional staff. Growth is important not only for the 
individuals who compose a group but also for the group as a whole. 

The central administrative staff—This responsibility to promote 
growth is most immediately apparent as the superintendent works 
with his central administrative staff. One example of how growth 
occurs is seen in the functioning of the Executive Council (Figure I). 
This Council is composed of the superintendent's central admin- 
istrative stafí—the assistant superintendents and the directors of 
departments. A recent decision of the Council now brings into this 
group representatives from the field administrative staff, that is, 
principals from the junior-college level, the senior high-school level, 
the junior high-school level, and the elementary-school level. The 
superintendent meets weekly with the Executive Council and seeks 
from it advice and counsel. The Executive Council functions in the 
following ways: (a) It makes group decisions on policy involving 
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more than one department, and (b) it makes members aware of 
what other departments are doing. 

The supervisory staff—The supervisory staff performs the liaison 
function between the central administrative staff and the rest of 
the school system. In order that personal and professional growth 
take place, some type of catalyst is needed to stimulate growth. The 
supervisor has an excellent opportunity to act in this capacity not 
only in the central administrative staff but also within the field 
administrative and teaching stafís. 

The field administrative stafj—The field administrative staff con- 
sists mainly of the principals. The major role of the principal is that 
of supervisor of instruction in his building and of leader in the 
total program of education in the school's neighborhood. He invites 
the assistance of the central office staff to strengthen his leadership. 
He attends professional meetings which bring him into direct con- 
tact with the superintendent, the directors, and the supervisors. 
Thru these meetings he keeps abreast of trends, gains new insights, 
and grows as a leader. 

The superintendent uses various conferences and councils as 
channels for two-way commun'cation between his office and the 
field administrative staff. One of these is the Principals and Super- 
visors Conference which brings the superintendent and his entire 
administrative staff together in the same meeting (Figure I). The 
Principals and Supervisors Conference also serves as an informa- 
tion clearinghouse and as a sounding board for proposed policies 
and procedures. This conference helps to shape the thinking of 
the administrators and informs them of major national trends and 
significant professional research studies. 

The teaching stafj—One task of leadership is to help build groups 
which can promote the personal growth of all members. Thus, the 
superintendent who finds ways to provide opportunities for in- 
terested, responsible groups of teachers to expand their knowledge 
and competencies is providing opportunity for the personal im- 
provement of teachers. By using advisory councils the superin- 
tendent may involve many members of the teaching and nonteaching 
staff in the total work of the school system. 

The nonprofessional staf—The democratic plan of organization 
brings the nonprofessional members into a cooperative partner- 
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ship with the professional staff. The opportunities for the total 
staff, teaching and nonteaching, to achieve personal and professional 
growth take on added significance when the superintendent creates 
a climate wherein all may cooperatively participate in the formu- 
lation of plans and the determination of procedures which affect 
them. One method of achieving this close relationship is thru an 
advisory council of classified employees. 

Special committees and informal contacts—The superintendent 
who is genuinely concerned with the vitality of the school system 
does not rely exclusively upon the formal organizational structure. 
Thru impromptu and informal means he will seek contacts with the 
community and with various levels of the school system. 

Individual opinions are also sought by the superintendent. He 
may pick up the telephone and call a teacher in one of the schools. 
He asks for personal reactions to pending problems. Another means 
of accomplishing this is to invite a dozen or so persons to an in- 
formal open house in his own office. 


Devices and Processes 


We have spent considerable time here upon organization. The 
patterns outlined are practical; they have worked where they were 
tried. But we have outlined only the skeleton, and now it must be 
clothed with devices and processes which illustrate further how 
we help the individual find opportunities for growth. Some of the 
topics discussed apply chiefly to classroom teachers, some chiefly 
to principals, and some to classroom teachers, principals, and others 
in the instructional staff. 

Continuous growth in service is highly important if we are to 
keep pace with a rapidly changing society and apply the newer 
methods of teaching to education. Improved teaching can result 
only to the extent that the persons concerned (a) recognize their 
personal and group needs and the problems affecting their teach- 
ing, (b) develop some definite procedures for the solution of their 
problems, (c) feel some responsibility for the identification of group 
needs and for helping to plan to meet these needs, (d) develop 
some criteria for the selection of the problems to be studied, and 
(е) share in the responsibility for evaluating the program. 

One index of the superintendent's leadership ability is his success 
in initiating and carrying forward an effective program of inservice 
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education. It goes without saying that time and money spent for 
a well-planned continuous inservice education program is justifi- 
able if the activities help the participants to (a) unify their philoso! | 
phy and goals, (b) improve teaching-learning practices, (с) broaden | 
and extend their professional horizons, (d) increase their personal! 
happiness and well-being, (e) develop a better understanding об) 
children, (f) increase their competency and skill in teaching pro’ ' 
cedures, and (g) improve school and community living. 

Tho programs of inservice education vary to meet differing needs, 
the following types of inservice activities are most widely used 
today: 


. Workshops— preschool, continuing, special 

. University extension and summer school courses 
. Special committees to study specific problems 
Planned observation of other teachers 

. Leaves of absence, including sabbatical years, for study or travel 
. Demonstration teaching 

. Membership in professional groups 

. Participation in professional discussion groups 
. Participation in community activities 

10. Professional reading and research 

11. Travel and teacher exchange programs 

12. Curriculum development.

An effective inservice education program is based upon the known 
needs of the staff and is developed cooperatively to meet those 
needs. Organization must be planned so as to motivate staff partici- 
pation. Conscientious teachers are more enthusiastic and grow in 
proficiency when encouraged to define needs and to participate in 
program improvement. 


Orientation of New Classroom Teachers 


Inservice growth may begin when a teacher is first interviewed 
as a prospective employee. The recruitment interview can set the 
stage for the new teacher’s acceptance into the system. The process 
can be furthered by a concerted effort to welcome the new teacher 
into the school system and the community in which he is to teach. 
The process continues from the time he accepts employment until 
he feels secure in the community and in his job. 

Effective induction programs make a lasting impression which 
may mean the difference between success and failure to the new 
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teacher in a new situation. Types of induction and orientation vary 
from a cursory meeting with the superintendent, the principal, or 
a board member to the more elaborate, carefully planned induction 
which includes participation by the superintendent and the central 
administrative staff, professional personnel, PTA, and civic groups. 
Where rapid turnover in teaching personnel is a problem, the super- 
intendents will find helpful the practices reported in a recent NEA 
Educational Research Service circular. 

The Portland, Oregon, school system has developed a dramatically 
effective program to facilitate the induction and adjustment of 200 
to 300 newly elected teachers each year.’ The superintendent, the 
central office staff, the personnel department, the administrators, 
and the teachers association worked as partners with many others 
who comprised the general planning committee. It was agreed that 
all teachers who are newcomers to Portland need: 


1. To be adequately housed in a readily accessible area 

2. To feel that they are working in a friendly environment, that class- 
room teachers, administrators, and citizens of the community respect and 
accept them

4. To become acquainted with their co-workers in their own school, with 
others who are new to the system, and with the local staff 

5. To know the philosophy, practices, and the operating relationships 
of the system 

6. To understand how and from whom they may obtain help in im- 
proving their teaching 

7. To learn about professional organizations, certification standards, in- 
service training requirements, health service plans, and credit union facili- 
ties. 


Those who contributed to the Portland program were convinced 
that it had achieved its purposes. The best possible proof of its 
success was the increased enthusiasm and camaraderie among the 
personnel—not only among the new teachers but also among those 
who welcomed them. What is done is usually far more important 
than when it is done. Each community will, of course, tailor the pro- 
gram to its own needs. 

Equally important was the aroused interest of the community. 
This interest was best expressed in a local newspaper editorial en- 
titled “Teachers Are Important,’ which ranked teachers among 
Portland’s “first citizens.” 

Some of the values derived by new teachers from preschool 
orientation meetings may be summarized as follows: 


1. A feeling of security and a better professional outlook 

2. An overview of the educational program of the school system 

3. An opportunity to meet the superintendent, the supervisory staff, and 
other colleagues 5 Р 

4. An opportunity to meet co-workers on ап informal basis at the coffee, 
lunch, and party periods А 

5. Knowledge of the many services offered teachers thru the library 
and the instructional aids department ; 

6. Information on the help to be expected from the consultant teaching 
staff 

7. Information about the curriculum productions prepared by teachers 
to help fellow teachers ; 

8. Acquaintance with basic subjectmatter and expectancies for each par- 
ticular grade assignment ; 

9. Information about the opportunities for professional growth. 


Inducting New Principals 


What is the superintendent's role in helping the young principal 
to succeed in his first administrative assignment? Discrimination 
in selecting personnel for administration is a major factor. The 
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preparation of a classroom teacher for a principalship cannot come 
solely thru college training. Knowledge of theory alone obviously 
is not enough. The responsibility of this position of leadership is 
great and should imply that the appointee has (a) aptitude as a 
classroom teacher, (b) experience in leading people to work well 
together, (c) experience in community and public relations, (d) 
a genuine interest in the education and welfare of children, (e) un- 
derstanding of school and business management, and (f) a desire 
for personal growth. 

Supervisory and administrative internship, a viceprincipalship, 
supervision of cadet teachers, and the teaching of demonstration 
lessons for fellow teachers are other ways in which the superin- 
tendent and his colleagues can determine the fitness of a candidate. 
The new principal whose superintendent establishes and keeps open 
channels of communication is encouraged to ask for the kind of 
help he needs. 

One group of new principals, realizing that they were faced with 
many common problems which were not apparent at the preschool 
orientation meetings, requested a meeting in which experienced 
principals and the central administrative staff could discuss their 
questions. Together they agreed upon their most pressing problems. 
Thru the superintendent's office, experienced principals were in- 
vited to serve as a panel of experts at the next meeting of new ele- 
mentary-school principals. The questions were directed to the 
panel and to the floor for discussion. This cooperative method of 
clarifying policy and unifying practice was enthusiastically ap- 
proved by both experienced and new principals. Further meetings 
were requested and an inservice training program for new prin- 
cipals was initiated. Experienced administrators and professors in 
a nearby state college were brought in. However, the permissiveness 
and cooperation on the part of the superintendent and the oppor- 
tunity for principals to learn from each other were reported as the 
most helpful of the numerous orientation and inservice activities 
cooperatively planned by the principals during the year. 


Observation of Instruction 


Once the teacher is assigned to his building, the principal and 
the staff of the school set the stage for a good teaching-learning 
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situation. The principal works to establish conditions which will 
bring forth the best efforts of the classroom teacher, the pupils, and 
others in improving learning experiences for children. How well 
the teacher succeeds depends upon the degree to which the staff 
can help him develop his skills and use his innate capacities. 

Many classroom teachers like to observe a skilled teacher at 
work, and observations are most valuable when scheduled early in 
the year. The principal, or a member of the supervisory staff, acts 
as host or leader. Before the lesson, teachers are briefed on the 
school-community background and are given guide sheets which 
suggest significant points to watch for as the lesson develops. The 
observation lesson may well give particular emphasis to (a) class- 
room control and pupil-teacher cooperation, (b) classroom environ- 
ment, (c) steps in planning and teaching the lesson, and (d) methods 
of working with reading groups of varying ability levels. Other 
topics might be more appropriate in a specific situation. 

The skill subjects are not the only fields in which observation 
lessons may be arranged. In social studies, for example, experienced 
instructors may demonstrate the basic types of lessons: (a) a 
lesson in which children use background reading and reference ma- 
terials and (b) an activity period in which pupils solve problems 
and use or interpret new learning. 

The observation lesson should be followed by an informal dis- 
cussion period. Everyone then has a chance to review the observed 
practices and to discuss their application to other classes or subjects. 


Demonstrations 


Individual and group demonstrations help teachers to acquire 
many necessary teaching skills and technics. The demonstration 
differs from the observation lesson in that children are not present 
during the demonstration lesson. For example, the supervisor or 
experienced teacher may show teachers how to teach (a) game 
skills needed in the physical education program; (b) folk dances 
or “mixer” games; (c) the complete music program of singing, 
playing instruments, engaging in rhythmic activities, listening, and 
creating; (d) technics with paint, clay, and new art mediums; (e) 
development of an experience story in reading; or (f) steps in 
introducing new words in spelling. Members of the group may 
ask for other subjects. 
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Demonstrations should be accompanied by informal discussion 
where classroom teachers may seek further interpretation, clarifica 
tion, or possible application to their own classes 


Service 


In many systems expert instructors, designated as teacher coo 
sultants, have been released from classroom responsibilities to 
help other classroom teachers. The consultant offers help іп class 
room control, classroom organization, diagnostic testing, and the 
arrangement of furniture and the environment for functional teach- 

teading consultant assists with the teaching of reading, 
phonics, spelling, writing, and social studies. Classroom teachers 
rom this type of program since the 


| 


Consultants work informally in the classroom in helping the 
teacher. They are also available for individual or group confer- 
ences with teachers when so requested. 


E 
Faculty Meetings 
The involvement of classroom teachers in framing a worthwhile 


, and resource speakers from the instructional division, contributes 
much to the professional growth and development of participants. 

Many principals now plan with teacher advisory committees the 
types of professional faculty meetings that are likely to be most 
profitable for the year. Various supervisors, or perhaps the super- 
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In the spring of each year, the superintendent's office makes a 
survey of needs, interests, and desires of the teacher group. Plans 
are developed cooperatively for the workshop activities for the 
following year. The needs expressed by the classroom teachers at 
each grade level are studied by workshop teacher groups and their 
recommendations directed to the systemwide administrative coun- 
cil and the superintendent. Because everyone participates in de- 
termining policies and practices and in developing the curriculum 
and because no supervisor or administrator can interfere with this 
work except by recommendation, the Bay City staff has security, 
self-respect, and more than the usual harmony within its ranks. 
The workshops are truly democratic in organization and in prac- 
tice. When Bay City public schools choose textbooks, reference 
materials, visual aids, and other materials of instruction, the work- 
shop groups do it. 

Field experts from the colleges and universities are frequently 
called in as consultants or to help the groups solve problems that 
are too complicated for their experience. The groups meet every 
three weeks at the board of education conference rooms which are 
tastefully and comfortably furnished. The groups meet at 2:30 
p.m.; school is dismissed early to give everyone time to reach the 
board of education building. 


Individual Recognition 

Giving recognition and status to the classroom teacher is a prac- 
tical way for the administrator to stimulate continued self-improve- 
ment of the staff. This may be done quite simply by recognizing 
the teacher’s daily efforts and encouraging him to use what he 
has gained thru inservice activities in his everyday teaching. Be- 
ing aware of minor triumphs and being generous with a word of 
praise “on the spot” are as important to the teacher as they are 
to the child who has made an honest effort to excel. An apprecia- 
tive comment or note of commendation which points up the merits 
of a particular activity spurs the teacher’s enthusiasm and creates 
a climate for self-improvement. A relationship conducive to coop- 
erative planning is born as the classroom teacher feels the ad- 
ministrator’s interest in his personal and professional growth. 

Appreciation can be the basis of a rich partnership between 
classroom teacher and school administrator. The administrator who 
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fails to notice and commend the little daily contributions of 
teachers that are over and beyond routine work will find that the 
larger accomplishments he hopes to praise will occur less and less 
frequently. 

Most teachers perform their duties as educators reasonably well. 
Others achieve outstanding success in their chosen fields and merit 
recognition thru a wider opportunity to serve. The alert adminis- 
trator will extend the scope of such a teacher's service by inviting 
him to serve in a particular field of interest or to participate in the 
activities of the superintendent's policy and educational councils. 
The teacher may find challenge in any one of the curriculum com- 
mittees. He may serve as a demonstration teacher or staíf con- 
sultant. He may prefer to be a curriculum writer or research 
assistant. He may show interest in supervision and school adminis- 
tration and be invited to broaden his background in these fields 
thru internship in administration. He may participate in the train- 
ing program for cadet teachers, cooperating with the school system 
and the local teacher education institution. These are only a 
few of the possible ways in which the professional contributions and 
inservice growth of the teacher may be identified and given recog- 
nition. 

Parents and local communities, recognizing the extraordinary 
contribution of a classroom teacher, often join hands with the pro- 
fessional staff in expressing their appreciation for loyal services 
rendered over the years. The NEA Research Division's memo, Rec- 
ognition of Individual Teachers; lists many suitable activities which 
boards of education and local community groups may use. Atten- 
tion should be directed to the types of activities honoring teachers 
“on the job" that are becoming increasingly popular as the role of 
the teacher gains in importance. A few examples of some honors 
accorded teachers may give impetus to this new trend in teacher 
recognition: (a) Several local associations every year give retired 
members Christmas gifts. (b) A local PTA honors its regular 
school staff and new members with a “get acquainted" tea before 
classes convene in September and with a teacher-recognition day 
luncheon before school closes in June. (c) Many communities set 
aside a day as Teacher-Recognition Day. (d) The Instructor, а

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professional periodical, includes a feature called "Teacher of the 
Month." (e) Some school systems use their newsletter to emphasize 
achievements in the classroom and to give credit to the individual 
teacher. 

Such commendations encourage teachers in their work and give 
them status in the community. School administrators and citizens 
interested in making a “good life" for the teacher thru these means 
are playing an important role in the good life for boys and girls. 
Chapter 3 provides additional recommendations on recognizing the 
efforts of individual teachers. 


Inservice Growth of the Nonteaching Staff 


The superintendent's obligation to provide democracy in admin- 
istration extends to the nonteaching personnel also. The organiza- 
tional plan (Figure I) brings the nonteaching staff members into 
cooperative partnership with the instructional and administrative 
staff. The opportunities for the whole staff, teaching and non- 
teaching, to achieve personal growth take on added significance 
when the superintendent creates a climate wherein all may co- 
operatively participate in the formulation of systemwide plans and 
practices. 

Secretaries, clerks, cafeteria workers, custodians, gardeners, 
“school bus drivers, and other such employees have a great influence 
‘upon the general efficiency of the entire school system. Indirectly, 

therefore, the nonteaching staff has an influence upon the instruc- 
tional program and upon the growth and welfare of the pupils. 


Role in Relation to tbe Superintendent 


The superintendent seeks to establish a cooperative relationship - 
with noninstructional employees. One method of effecting this rela- 
tionship is thru an advisory council of classified employees. 

Matters of importance to the whole staff, more particularly of 
importance to the nonteaching staff, may be discussed in the coun- 
cil. Thru this group the superintendent may insure that the whole 
staff will work together in solving problems of systemwide concern. 
From this council, members can be selected to work with citizens 
advisory committees, proféssional association committees, and 
other committees and groups. 
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Partners in Creating a Functional Environment 


Thruout the school system, the nonteaching personnel are partners 
with the certificated personnel in helping to create a functional 
environment. This is particularly true in each school building where 
the nonteaching personnel come into direct contact with pupil, 
classroom teacher, and principal. At this level it is the principal 
who assumes the responsibility for welding his total staff into a 
cooperative team. 

'To assure maximum service to the children and to the teachers, 
the democratic administrator, in his day-to-day relationships with 
the nonteaching staff, recognizes and tries to meet the same basic 
human needs he recognizes in the teaching staff. The needs for 
security and for recognition are just as real for the nonteaching 
personnel as for the teaching personnel. 

Opportunity for staff members to work side by side becomes a 
reality in many faculty meetings. The principal invites members 
of the nonteaching staff to meet with the faculty in formulating 
plans and procedures directed at improving the teaching-learning 
environment within the school. As the whole staff works together to 
solve mutual problems, the basic needs of all members of the staff 
for recognition and security can be satisfied. In addition, such op- 
portunities to work and plan together provide stimulus for the per- 
sonal and professional growth of all involved. 

The custodian—Most principals are aware of the importance of 
the custodian and his staff to the well-being of the school and the 
busy teacher. The school custodian, as a service officer in the school 
system, probably has more influence over the physical well-being 
of children than any other employee except the principal. The cus- 
todian's work, geared to the educational purposes of the school, 
becomes more and more effective if the custodian feels that he is 
a partner with the classroom teachers and the principal in all school 
enterprises that affect the welfare of boys and girls. 

Moreover the custodian, like most human beings, takes pride in 
his work. He appreciates recognition. In one school system employ- 
ing many new operatives, a committee of experienced custodians 
was requested to prepare a “how-to-do-it” manual. The result was 
a surprising collection of ways to do various routine jobs more 
easily and effectively. Even committee members were amazed to find 
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so many excellent technics previously known only to their inventors. 
The outcome was a mimeographed booklet of around 100 pages 
which had been constructively criticized by the entire custodial 
staff. The final edition was formally presented to the board, which 
approved the committee chairman's suggestion that it be distributed 
to custodians and used for the instruction of new employees in an 
evening short course. More important even than improved housekeep- 
ing in the schools was the heightened morale of the whole custodial 
staff which came thru recognition of ability and accomplishment. 

The school secretary—The school secretary is in a position to 
“hear all, see all, and know all,” and is consequently important to 
the morale and effective operation of the school. Usually she is the 
first contact between the parent and the school. Her friendly, cor- 
dial attitude can do much to set the tone for the relationships 
among the staff, the community, and the administration. As most 
of the work of all members of the school staff is coordinated thru 
the school office, the secretary serves as a coordinator for the school, 
the faculty, the administration, and the public. 
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A cooperative, experienced secretary can relieve the principal of 
much of the routine management and can assist classroom teachers 
with the routine records which often intrude upon instruction. In 
her contacts with children, parents, classroom teachers, super- 
visors, and all other visitors to the school, the school secretary has 
important public relations responsibilities. Consequently, she needs 
to understand and participate in the development of schoolwide 
policy and practice and be able to interpret these to the school and 
the community. 

The need to have a voice in matters affecting them and their 
service to the public schools prompted the school secretaries of 
Seattle, Washington, to organize the Seattle Association of School 
Secretaries. At the invitation of the administration, this group 
joined representatives of other groups to serve in an advisory 
capacity in the preparation of a salary schedule which was adopted 
by the board of education. They sent delegates to the Denver con- 
vention and institute of the National Association of Educational 
Secretaries. After their return, a Saturday workshop was developed 
to bring the experiences of the delegates to the local membership. 
Tho attendance was voluntary, 52 enthusiastic secretaries attended 
the workshop. The feeling of responsibility and the desire of this 
group to improve their status, personal competence, and value to 
the Seattle school system is evidenced in an excellent inservice 
training program which they have developed in cooperation with 
the personnel department. 

It is the responsibility of classroom teachers, the principal, and 
all other staff members to bring the school secretary into close re- 
lationship as an accepted member of the school family. The resulting 
feeling of recognition and security will stimulate the personal and 
professional growth of the school secretary in her job. 

The cafeteria manager—Closely related to the health and physical 
education program is the school lunch program, now well established 
in modern schools as an important and necessary function. The 
cafeteria department in the structure of educational planning and 
responsibility has gained momentum with the changing order of 
society and the newer insights and knowledge of the nature and 
needs of children. 


“This department of the National Education Association has a program of improvement for its 


members. Thru conferences and publications it has done much to develop the status of all educa- 
tional secretaries. 
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The cafeteria manager and her staff hold a strategic position in 
the school in furthering the welfare and happy relationships of 
many people—parents, staff, and children. The manager must have 
a knowledge of dietetics and have sufficient training in esthetics 
to create an attractive environment in which to serve well-balanced, 
nourishing, and palatable meals appropriate to the needs of growing 
children, 

More important than just being an immaculate housekeeper 
and good cook is the degree to which the cafeteria manager under- 
stands working with people. In her day-to-day routine she is con- 
stantly called upon to meet tradesmen, parent helpers, visitors to 
the school, business and professional executives, supervisors, class- 
room teachers, and children. She needs to know how to meet people 
in a business way as she greets them at the counter and as she 
counsels with mothers on children's problems of diet and nutrition. 

Thru the avenues of continuous inservice training, workshop ac- 
tivities, and individual study, the cafeteria manager finds a growing 
satisfaction in her work. She gains new insights and discovers her 
importance as a member of the staff in providing the *good life" 
for the children of the school. 

Classroom teachers and administrators are keenly aware of the 
unique contribution made by the nonteaching staff to the educa- 
tional program. This mutual awareness that all members of the 
educational team have a responsibility to each other, to the children, 
and to the community is the best indication that individual and 
professional growth is taking place. 


Children Are the Chief Beneficiaries 


The activities described in this chapter highlight some trends 
in educational administration which are basic to the perpetuation 
of our way of life. Conditions change so rapidly that the purposes 
and practices of education are in constant evolution. There is an 
increasing need for steady and continuous growth on the part of 
School personnel to keep abreast of new developments and new 
demands. The role of the superintendent is to guide this growth thru 
providing opportunity for all his staff to participate in determining 
policies and educational practices. Children are the chief benefici- 
aries when, thru the superintendent's educational leadership, mental 
horizons of the entire staff are widened. 
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CHAPTER 6 


۷ orking Conditions and Staff Relations 


Гул American public schools are expected to produce a high- 
quality program of education for the youth of the nation. 
They are expected to train youth to make a decent living in a desir- 
able occupation, to make worthy use of leisure time, to take care 
of their own health and that of their families, and to take an active 
interest in public affairs, 2% 

But many people do not realize that the high-quality education 
| expected cannot be produced under such conditions as overcrowded 
| classrooms, long hours, and inadequate teachers’ and administrators’ 
salaries. Until recently, business and industry did not realize the di- 

rect relationship between working conditions and quality of product. 

Some people can still remember the sweatshop, the 60-hour week, 
and the pitifully low wages. These conditions have generally disap- 
peared not only because laboring people worked to eliminate them, 
but also because business and industry realized that as working 
conditions were improved, workers produced more and better prod- 
ucts. The bonus for suggesting ways to save money or time, the 
joint committee of workers and management, profit-sharing plans, 
and other devices are being used to encourage continued improve- 
ment. Productivity of the worker is virtually unlimited when accom- 
panied by high morale induced by the best possible working 
conditions. 

A great deal of improvement in working conditions has already 
taken place in our public schools. However, much of it has been 
in building construction, lighting, heating, ventilation, sanitation, 
and instructional materials. In many schools, teachers still work : 
long hours, carry armloads of papers home for night and week-end | 
work, coach plays, sponsor clubs, and do other extra assigned 
tasks outside the regular school day. 
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Road Blocks to Improvement 


Many factors and conditions relate in varying degrees to staff 
effectiveness and thereby influence the quality of the educational 
outcomes of the schools. 


Long Hours 


Next to the salary question in importance to classroom teachers 
and administrators is the problem of teaching load.’ The work load 
of teachers is directly related to teacher efficiency and to pupil 
growth and achievement. The Research Division of the National 


Education Association found in 1950 that teachers devoted 26.3 
hours per week to classroom instruction, 12.3 hours to out-of-class 
instructional duties, and 9.3 hours to miscellaneous duties—a total 
of 47.9 hours per week.* A survey made in 1952-53 in the Bay City;

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Michigan, elementary schools indicated that the average “extra 
hours” dt in by the teacher in work related to his job amounted 
to 11 hours and 40 minutes per week.’ 

Additional hours which are frequently required of teachers may 
have little or no relationship to the teacher's classroom job, such 
as supervision of school clubs, music groups, debating groups, and 
other extracurriculum groups which are time-consuming and require 
extra preparation and records. Frequently all or part of the athletic 
coaching job is done as a special extra assignment. This type of 
extra work, when added to the normal teaching load, consumes many 
extra hours and much energy. Too long a work week or too long 
a workday may, if extended over a long period, reduce the teacher’s 
effectiveness in the classroom. Certain aspects of these road blocks 
were treated in Chapter 2 under the headings “Service Load” and 
“Hours per Week.” 


Extra Assignments and Nonteaching Duties 


Many teachers feel that their normal assignments include too 
many extra activities. The teacher spends four years or more pre- 
paring to do a good job of teaching and then, on the first job, finds 
that a comparatively large proportion of the teaching day and a 
lot of home time must be devoted to work which calls for no pro- 
fessional competence or training. A survey made in 1952 in the 
San Diego County Schools, San Diego, California, revealed that 
teachers spend about one-fifth of the school day in such activities 
as correcting and marking papers, recording data, filling out report 
forms, preparing lesson plans, attending meetings, and the like.‘ 

A job analysis-time study made in 1953 for each of the 137 
elementary-school teachers in Bay City, Michigan, isolated and 
defined the numerous activities in which teachers participate during 
the school day and outside the school day. This study indicated 
that over 60 minutes of the teacher’s time each day is spent in 
carrying on such activities as marking report cards, placing material 


on the board, correcting papers, taking roll, making reports, doing

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housekeeping tasks, and collecting funds for drives. These activities 
do not call for a high degree of professional competence and fre- 
quently clutter up the teacher's day. 


Large Classes 


Altho the National Education Association advocates a class en- 
rolment not to exceed 30 pupils, a study of class size in urban 
school systems in 1952-53 revealed that 68.9 percent of the 
elementary-school classes contained more than 30 pupils." 


A New York City study made for the purpose of determining 
the effect of class size on the attainment of certain educational 
objectives found that class size was a major determinant of the 
reasonableness or burdensomeness of teaching load; that excessive 

| class size reduced the amount of individual attention given to pupils 
| and all but eliminated the practice of using democratic methods 
| in the classroom.’

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However, little is known about the over-all effect of class size 
on quality of instruction, Research devoted to this problem has not 
provided conclusive evidence on the ideal class size. At the same 
time observation and subjective judgment by those who have studied 
the problem indicate that many instructional problems begin when 
class size exceeds 30 pupils per teacher. The problem becomes acute 
when class size exceeds 35 and may become critical above this 
number. 


Inadequate Facilities 


The job analysis-time study conducted in Bay City, Michigan, 
in 1952-53 * indicates that teachers spend more time at nonteaching 
tasks in buildings of outmoded.design than in modern new buildings. 
Such tasks as controlling heat, light, and ventilation: dusting; and 
handling the physical aspects of the classroom were more time 
consuming in the old buildings. Monitoring pupils as they move up 
and down stairs for drinks and to the washroom and playground or 
gymnasium consumed considerably more time in old buildings than 
in the new. The use of instructional materials and visual aids 
equipment consumed more teacher-preparation time in old buildings 
because of the inaccessibility of the equipment and supplies and 
because pupil groups had to be moved to use a facility. Lack of 
enough instructional materials and supplies also frequently con- 
tributes to unsatisfactory working conditions. These facts pose a 
building-design challenge to administrators when they think of 
remodeling present buildings and of planning new buildings.

Poor Salary Plans 


The nation’s shortage of teachers is not entirely due to a lack of 
professionally trained persons. Many who have qualified for teaching 
certificates have been attracted from the profession by business and 
industry. This loss of teaching personnel to a large extent is due 
to the more attractive salaries offered in the business world. The n 
Way to a man's heart is thru his stomach, but the way to a man's | 
Stomach is thru his pocketbook. 

Fifty-four percent of the teachers responding to a survey made 
by Science Research Associates in 1953 said they were finding

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it difficult to live on present salaries, and would like to provide a 
better standard of living for themselves and their families. Fre- 
quently, teachers are not so concerned with the amount of salary 
as with the fairness and uniformity of the plan. Forty-seven percent 
of all teachers surveyed by Science Research Associates believed 
that salary matters within most school systems could be handled 
more equitably. 

"Teacher effectiveness is related to the teacher's state of mind. The 
salary plan and how it is arrived at may have a lot to do with creat- 
ing a desirable state of mind. Happy, productive teachers can usually 
be found in those schools which have adopted a reasonable salary 
schedule which incorporates a fair rate of beginning pay with 
promise of good yearly salary increments, and with not too long 
a span of years between the beginning salary and the maximum 
salary. 

Most school systems have adopted salary schedules that provide 
regular annual increments for various amounts of training and 
experience. Considerable variation exists among schedules, however, 
in respect to number and size of increments, minimum and maximum 
salaries, extra pay for extra work, and special differentials based 
on sex or economic responsibility. Few salary schedules have been 
able to cope with all the factors which enter into effective teaching. 

Chapter 7 gives considerable attention to recent trends in adjust- 
ing salary schedules. See the section entitled “Trends in Salary 
Scheduling." Chapter 2 also touches on the salary problem under 
the heading, “Cost of Living." 


Lach of Fringe Benefits 


A listing of fringe benefits which relate to desirable teacher 
attitudes and in turn to teacher effectiveness would include such 
items as sick leave," sabbatical leave, health services, insurance 
plans, vacations with pay, incentives for professional study and 
travel, opportunities for professional growth, promotion opportuni- 
ties, leave-of-absence provisions, and others.

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This listing of benefits bears a close resemblance to the package 
with which big business and industry have been concerned in recent 
years. Labor-management relations seem to place as much emphasis 
on fringe benefits as on wage problems. Thus, schools are forced 
into competition with business and industry to the point that teachers 
expect and rightfully deserve comparable consideration. 

A survey of employment conditions of teachers made by the 
NEA Research Division in 1950-51 revealed that 58 percent of the 
school systems reporting sponsor extension courses for teachers; 
30 percent provide summer workshop opportunities; 60 percent 
grant leaves of absence for professional study and 29 percent of 
these provide some salary during the absence; 96 percent recognize 
higher preparation with higher salary; only 16 percent have sys- 
tematic procedures for promotion; 98 percent provide sick leave with 
pay and a high percent provide in addition a wide variety of health 
services; 50 percent grant maternity leave." Additional information 
on fringe benefits will be found in Chapter 7 in the section entitled 
“Economic Factors Other Than Salaries.” 


Lack of Satisfactions 


Few will dispute the claim that staff effectiveness depends upon 
the degree of satisfaction enjoyed by those who make up the staff. 
The teacher load study * made by the NEA Research Division in 
1950 revealed a number of items as having a bearing on teacher 
satisfaction: a friendly, sympathetic principal; adequate instruc- 
tional supplies; available audio-visual aids; adequate library serv- 
ice; helpful supervisors; and choice in extra duties carried. Other 
items, too, have direct bearing on the degree of satisfaction a teacher 
may enjoy from doing his teaching assignment, namely, conditions 
which encourage child learning such as a class of reasonable size, 
teacher-selected supplies and instructional aids, consultative serv- 
ices, and assistance in child guidance. Above all, it is important that 
the educational aims and goals of the school be well defined and 
attainable. 

The NEA Research Division study covered teachers! recom- 
mendations of things which would lessen strain and improve morale.

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These recommendations included: provision of more clerical help; 
provision of monitorial assistants to relieve teachers from lunchroom 
and hall duty; provision of other special personnel such as librarians, 
nurses, and counselors; reduction of outside activity assignments; 
and provision of free time or rest periods in the school day. 

Teacher satisfactions go hand in hand with teacher effectiveness. 
Security, recognition of opinion, personal encouragement, praise 
when due, acceptance as a member of the group, and opportunity 
for voluntary participation within the group are some of the factors 
which have bearing on the attitude of teachers. This subject is 
treated further in Chapter 3 under the heading, *Need for Security." 

According to studies in industry, efficiency of production may 
be affected more by the way in which fringe benefits are determined 
than by their mere existence. In research conducted in a textile 
mill, rest periods established by administrative order had little 
bearing on production while those which were scheduled as the 
result of employee participation led to immediate and continued 
production increases plus improved morale and minimum labor 
turnover. 


Main Factors 


The first part of this chapter has served to point out the main 
factors in working conditions that affect staff effectiveness. These 


| are: excessive length of the school day and school week, special 
curriculum and extracurriculum assignments, excessive numbers of 


pupils per teacher, excessive amounts of classroom time spent on 
routine, nonprofessional activities, inadequate facilities, inadequate 


| salary plans, inadequate fringe benefits, and conditions not con- 


| ducive to giving job satisfactions. 


A nationwide sampling of opinion from 2200 teachers in ele- 
mentary and high schools in urban and rural areas serves to validate 
the importance of the factors listed in the preceding paragraph. This 
study reported the following factors in order of their strain-inducing 
effect: (a) number and types of pupils (listed number one by 
elementary-school teachers), (b) requirements of extracurriculum 
responsibilities (listed number one by high-school teachers), (c) 
inadequacy of school facilities, (d) clerical and administrative work,

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(e) requirements of instructional planning and class preparation, 
(f) guidance and pupil adjustment responsibilities, (g) professional 
improvement requirements, (h) the changing emphasis in class- 
room methods and procedures, (i) required community relation- 
ships.'* Similar studies made in the year 1939 indicated that one of 
the main factors which reduce teacher effectiveness is the time 
spent working on records, on preparing class materials and work 
sheets, and on transcribing records and test results required by 
the central office.” 


Working Together for Improvement 


There is no one best plan for school administrators and classroom 
teachers to work together to improve working conditions. The 
School administrator must consider the peculiar characteristics of 
both his staff and his community. What may work well in one 
situation may fail miserably in another because of the differences 
between school systems and between communities. This section sets 
forth tested ideas but they will have to be adapted to local condi- 
tions. 


Guidelines 


The suggestions presented here are for school administrators who 
agree with Elsbree and McNally that the "institution of change by 
administrative edict usually results in only superficial change and 
rarely solves problems in a satisfactory manner." '* 

The rapidly changing world of the last quarter century has had 
à great impact on the schools of the nation. If schools are to provide 
for the ever-changing educational needs, they will be required to 
do much long-range planning. To assure understanding and support 
of the changes which our schools must make, school administrators 
Should give classroom teachers, parents, and the public a voice in 
bringing the changes about. 

Elsbree and McNally suggest the following guidelines for demo- 
cratic administration:

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1. The local school is the key unit of participation. 

2. There should be provision for relating the work and problems of the 
local school to the work and problems of the system as a whole. 

3. The organization should encourage close interrelationships between 
school and community. 

4. The organization should provide every staff member an opportunity to 
participate in making policy and action decisions. 

5. The organization should be functional. 

6. Responsibility should be shared to avoid overloading a few individuals. 

7. The number of committees should be kept to a functional minimum. 

8. Responsibility should be voluntarily assumed, and should be dele- 
gated by the group." 


Using Democratic Procedures 


On the assumption that schools are maintained primarily to 
provide the means of education, the organization of the school 
should place the pupil and his welfare uppermost in all planning. 

If a school staff is to operate as a team, it should have the type 
of organization and administration in which administrators, class- 
room teachers, other school employees, pupils, parents, and on occa- 
sion the general public may cooperate in determining major pur- 
poses and goals and then help in planning the ways by which these 
purposes and goals can best be accomplished. 

Administrators, on the other hand, must keep in mind that boards 
of education are legally responsible for the schools. This legal 
responsibility cannot be delegated to committees composed of staff 
members, pupils, and citizens. Such committees in general can only 
present recommendations to the superintendent and board of edu- 
cation. The type of administration that uses the opinions of school 
personnel, pupils, and the public requires sound administrative 
leadership and guidance from the superintendent. Cooperative pro- 
cedure should encourage inventiveness, should provide for free 
expression of opinion, and should accept and support constructive 
change. 

Sometimes we become so engrossed with the organization that we 
lose sight of its function. Organization should never get ahead of 
purpose. No committee should be created unless there is a job for 
it to do. Many administrators, staff members, and laymen have lost 
interest in staff-lay participation because committees were organized

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only because it was the traditional or fashionable thing to do. Such 
a procedure may produce more harm than good. Teachers may have 
their interest killed and parents and other laymen may have reason 
to conclude that they have been exploited for no good purpose. 
Organization is justified only if it releases the creativity and energy 
of the participants for a purpose set forth at the outset. 


Teacher and Staff Teamwork 


From a survey of opinions of teachers and administrators Arnold 
found that many believe teacher participation is neither desirable 
nor advisable in hiring, firing, promoting, demoting, rating, and 
assigning personnel.? However, it is becoming more and more 
evident that teacher participation is desirable in defining and deter- 
mining work load, quality of working conditions, good building 
design, adequate salary schedules, and public relations. And in spite 
of Arnold's findings many educators believe that teachers should 
also participate in hiring, rating, promoting, and assigning personnel. 

Various plans by which classroom teachers have participated in 
solving school problems have been tried. Most participation has 
been on an elective or appointive basis. Some school administrators, 
however, believe that participation on a voluntary basis is more 
productive. 

Staff members should first be given the opportunity to decide 
whether or not they want to serve on any committee. If they decide 
in the affirmative, they should be given opportunity to serve on the 
committee of their first or second choice. 

Altho some school administrators believe that classroom teachers 
do not want to participate in school planning and policy making, 
there is objective evidence to the contrary. With the aid of a jury 
of 100 educators, Arnold found that from 63 to 98 percent favored 
the various practices in his list of 238.1° Below are listed the prac- 
tices involving working conditions, the percent of the jurors who 
have seen the practice operate successfully, and the percent of the 
jurors believing that teachers can and should participate in the 
practice:

Defining Problems 


Before considering work on a problem of working conditions, the 
administrator should have a clear idea of what constitutes poor 
working conditions in his own school system. Three possible plans 
for arriving at a definition of the problem are suggested here: 


1. Make an administrative study using as a yardstick the findings of 
previously made local studies or the findings of studies made in com- 
parable school systems. 

2. Delegate the job of defining the problem to a staff committee which, 
in turn, refers its conclusions to the superintendent. 
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3. Refer the job of defining the problem to a representative committee 
composed of staff, parents, public, and administration. 


Correcting Existing Inequities 

Close scrutiny of prevailing local working conditions as compared 
with desirable and recommended working conditions may reveal 
ways in which the school administrator and the board of education 
may take immediate steps toward improvement. The superintendent 
thus may be able, with the help of the staff, to reduce the tensions 
and strains on classroom teachers without any extended delay. He 
may do this by balancing special assignments, by equalizing pupil- 
teacher ratios between staff members, by spreading outside assign- 
ments such as committee work and club sponsorships, by improving 
building facilities, and by providing assistants. However, limited 
finances, the high birth raté, the teacher shortage, and inadequate 
building facilities are today magnifying poor working conditions to 
a serious degree, and the outlook for the future is not bright. 


Advisory Groups 


Once the process of defining the problem is completed, the wise 
superintendent will turn next to his staff, and possibly to the com- 
munity, for advice and help in laying out a long-range plan of 
procedure. Several kinds of advisory groups have been used with 
success: 

1. The Administrative Council or Senate usually consists of adminis- 
trators representing the various administrative groups in the school system; 
it usually does not include classroom teachers. 3 

2. The Advisory Council or Faculty Council generally consists of both 
administrative and staff representatives. The staff representatives may be 
department heads, grade-level representatives, or other classroom teachers, 
depending on the local plan of organization. Often this group includes repre- 
sentation by geographic regions as well as by grade and subject areas. 

3. The Steering Committee may be a continuing committee, but fre- 
quently it is set up to help advise on a given problem. It is generally 
composed of those professional staff members who are best qualified by 
their training and experience to contribute to the planning or solution 
of a given problem. { 

Other types of advisory help сап be secured from other groups 
of staff members; from individuals in the community whose judg- 
mentis-highly respected; from board of education committees or 
individual members; from the PTA council or its board of directors; 


and from many others. 
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There is no one best formula for organizing committees or ad- 
visory groups. Appointment makes possible the selection of persons 
especially qualified and experienced and also makes it possible for 
officers to select a member to represent the organization. Election 
may provide the best recognized leadership based on the person's 
known interests and abilities, but on occasion it is no more than a 
popularity contest. The volunteer plan usually encourages partici- 
pation by persons who have a deep interest and a willingness to work, 
but it can also encourage participation by glory seekers or by those 
with *an ax to grind." The volunteer plan can also lead to so much 
response that a screening problem develops which in itself may 
create a poor staff and community relationship. However, even in 
the face of these dangers, volunteer participation is usually more 
productive. 


Lay Participation 


The National Citizens Commission for the Public Schools, the 
National Citizens Committee for Educational Television, and similar 
national school interest committees stem from the belief that schools 
need the support and help of organized lay groups if communities 
are to maintain schools dedicated to the job of turning out articulate 
American citizens. Many local lay groups, such as the PTA's and 
lay advisory committees, have proved their worth in many com- 
munities when called on to advise and aid the schools. 

Many schools are using more and more the help and advice of 
competent lay people in school planning. There is a general belief 
that lay participation in school matters should be in conjunction 
with the schools and not as a separate unaffiliated movement. The 
best outcomes result when lay participation is part of an over-all 
plan initiated by the school. 

The Midland, Michigan, schools have done an outstanding job 
in using lay action committees, reinforced with professional staff 
members, set up to examine, plan, and recommend in regard to 
salary schedules, building needs, teacher benefits, and school dis- 
trict expansion. The board of education requested the establishment 
of these committees as a means of securing much needed lay help 
and advice on school problems. 

Many of the fine examples of lay group success in the support 
of the schools have been limited to promoting building programs; 
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few local lay groups have concerned themselves with instruction, 
personnel, or school finance. 

One danger which sometimes accompanies lay participation in 
school matters is the tendency for the lay group to go it alone 
and assume authority to which it has no right. In doing this, the 
lay group loses valuable and desirable school administrative leader- 
ship. An independent approach may also lead to involvement in 
tangent matters not always related to the problem at hand. 

In developing staff and lay participation, the school administrator 
may consider using several kinds of committees, depending on the 
job to be done. A committee composed entirely of school personnel 
might deal with those problems closely related to the professional 
and technical training and background of the staff. A committee 
composed of school personnel, parents, other lay people, and some- 
times pupils might concern itself with problems requiring less 
professional and technical skill and with problems involving general 
aspects of the school, such as the kind of educational program 
desired, school facilities needed, salaries and working conditions 
of school personnel, and the budget. On occasion, problems may be 
channeled from one type of committee to another. Frequently one 
committee may even become a resource committee for the other, 
and out of the joint relationship may come sounder recommendations 
to the superintendent and the board of education. 


Making Decisions in Terms of Local Conditions 


Any plan for attacking poor working conditions must take local 
conditions into consideration. Here are a few questions which can 
have a bearing on planning: 


l. Are the classroom teachers and other staff members aware of and 
concerned about working conditions and other important problems facing 
the local schools? 

2. Are classroom teachers and other staff members interested and will- 
ing to share in finding a solution? 

3. Ts there a closely knit, effective teachers organization which can be 
called upon? Is there an organization of noninstructional personnel? 

4. Are the PTA's active, ready, willing, and capable of participating in 
a school-community plan of procedure? 

5. Are there other lay groups and individuals. whose success record in 
Civic affairs indicates a readiness to join a school-community effort? 

6. Are the press, radio, and television leaders friendly to the schools? 
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7. Are existing pressure groups reasonably open-minded and friendly to 
the schools? 


\ 
8. What potential obstacles threaten the success of staff and community 
participation? 


Approving and Implementing Plans 


Committee work generally results in definite recommendations as 
to possible solutions of the problem under consideration. The ad- 
ministrator should make sure that committee procedure has been 
democratic and that the committee decisions are based on facts and 
reliable information. The administrator next should carefully review 
the committee’s recommendations in relation to school policy, state 
school law, and community relations. Any differences of opinion 
between the committee and the administrator should be reconciled 
before recommendations are presented to the board of education for 
consideration. The recommendations should receive careful and 
positive consideration by the board of education as soon after they 
are received as possible. They should never be filed away and 
forgotten. The board of education has the prerogative of approving 
or disapproving recommendations. Regardless of the action taken, 
the board has an obligation to communicate that action to the 
committee. If the action is negative, the board and the superin- 
tendent have the further obligation of explaining to the committee 
why such action was taken. Adoption of recommendations by the 
board should give the superintendent authority to proceed with 
their implementation. 


Providing a Reservoir of Resources 


When the committees are set up, the school administrator’s job 
has just begun. The schools must provide a constant reservoir of 
resources in the form of technical consultants, pertinent information, 
fact-finding machinery, literature, and clerical assistance, to name 
only a few. The superintendent should make his personal knowledge 
and experience available to the committee. By giving wholehearted 
support and encouragement to the committee, he will become the 
committee’s prime expediter, thus avoiding waste of effort and loss of 
valuable time by committee members. The importance of knowing the 
community and of using its resources in committee work is covered 
in Chapter 7 under the heading, “Knowledge of Community.” 
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With variations according to the particular problem to be solved 
and the conditions and resources of the school system and the 
community, school administrators can use the suggestions given 
thus far in this chapter. Now we will consider specifically two prob- 
lems arising from poor working conditions and describe how they 
were solved by administrators and classroom teachers working 
together. 


Improving a Salary Schedule 


Since most of the work on improving salary schedules for school 
personnel is done by state or local education associations, the ex- 
ample given here is that of the Fairfax (Virginia) Education Asso- 
ciation. The salary committee was composed of one high-school 
principal, the chairman of the elementary-school principals asso- 
ciation salary committee, and the president and the salary com- 
mittee chairman of the classroom teachers association. The composi- 
tion of this committee could be adapted to the needs of a local- 
school system by having one representative for each 10 teachers 
in each building, two representatives for the principals, one for the 
supervisors, one for the special teachers, one for the clerks, one for 
the nurses, and two for the custodians. 

The Association's salary committee prepared for its work by: 

1. Collecting data on salaries paid in cities and counties in Maryland 
and Northern Virginia 

2. Setting up graphs to show comparisons of salaries ; Д 

3. Securing data from the National Education Association on living 
n Securing data on living costs from individual teachers within the 
System 

5. Studying data on teacher turnover. 


After studying the information compiled, the salary committee 
proceeded as follows: 


1. Meetings were held with the FEA executive committee. 

2. Open discussions were held at a meeting of the classroom teachers 
association. 

3. A conference was held with the superintendent and the clerk of the 
board of education. 1

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4. The salary committee agreed on a plan for raising the beginning mini- 
mum salary $250, the salaries of all other teachers $300, and for adding 
a 12th step to the salary schedule. 

The plan agreed on was next presented to the county board of 
education as well as to PTA groups and other lay organizations by 
holding a series of conferences with the groups concerned. The 
plan then was included in the budget set up by the board of edu- 
cation. To secure approval of the budget, which included the 
financing of the plan passed, the PTA circulated petitions among 
the taxpayers; civic clubs were informed; the press gave support; 
and a special issue of the FEA journal was circulated. The final 
hearing on the budget was attended by representatives of the PTA 
and other lay organizations. 


Distributing Teaching Load 


A faculty committee in one school 2! which worked on the problem 
of teaching load proposed a point system for an equitable di tribu- 
tion of duties: 

We first arbitrarily set a value of 20 points for a class (one perioc a day, 
five days a week). Using a class as a basis, we then decided on a value 


of one-half class or 10 points for a [daily] hall duty. All other activities 
were weighed in proportion to a class or a hall duty on such criteria as these: 


1. Nervous energy expended (working with large groups of students, 
small groups, or no students) 

2. Strain of producing results (of school activities) before the public 

3. Locale of activity (in the building, or involving trips elsewhere) 

4. Responsibility for another’s property 

5. Time spent in preparation for and in performance of duty. 


, In considering each extracurricular activity we attempted to disassociate 
job from personality, evaluating on the basis of what the job should be 
worth, rather than how much time and energy a certain teacher gives to it. 


Standard load was defined in terms of an agreed upon point 
total. Point allowances were given to all teacher assignments includ- 


ing study hall, lunchroom duty, class play direction, coaching, club 
sponsorship, and others. 


Critical Problems 


Schools play a more important role in today’s society than in 
any period in our history. Yet, pupil enrolments are excessively

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large; the teacher shortage is alarming; in many places school 
building facilities are out of date and overcrowded; and money 
with which to provide top grade public-school education is in- 
adequate. 

Schools, in general, have not kept pace with business and industry 
in providing desirable working conditions. Teachers must work 
long hours at their jobs both in and out of school. They are expected 
to carry extra assignments and to assume many nonteaching duties. 
Their classes are frequently too large and teaching materials are 
often inadequate. Many school systems have not been able to estab- 
lish desirable salary schedules, or to offer fringe benefits so necessary 
if personal satisfactions and staff morale are to be high. Most people 
in public education will agree that these factors have considerable 
bearing on the effectiveness of the teacher. A well-qualified, happy 
teacher is a better teacher than a well-qualified unhappy teacher. 

Improvement of working conditions is not an easy task. There 
is no standard plan which can be applied in all situations. Each 
school superintendent must take the peculiar characteristics of his 
town, his school, and his staff into consideration if he is to succeed 
in bringing about improvement. 

Today the trend is to encourage staff and lay participation in 
solving these critical problems. Such participation recognizes the 
worth of the individual, capitalizes on his special capabilities and 
experiences, encourages unity of opinion and action, opens new 
communication channels, and gives the superintendent and the board 
of education support in their official actions. This united front tends 
to reduce staff misunderstanding and dissatisfaction. It also helps 
the superintendent to make the wisest decisions possible as the 
Schools work toward a goal of satisfactory and desirable working 
conditions. 
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CHAPTER 7 


Improving the Economic and 


Community Status of Staff Members 


(C economic and social conditions eventually touch every 

individual and group in society just as a gale bends and sways, 
sooner or later, each tree of the forest. And so the economic and 
community status of staff members in the educational enterprise 
is undergoing constant change along with that of workers in other 
fields. 

The past 50 years have brought great changes in economic bene- 
fits provided for industrial employees. Most wage rates today are 
determined by negotiation between organized groups of employees 
and their employers and not, as formerly, by unilateral decision 
of the employer. So-called fringe benefits, such as pensions, sick 
leave, vacations with pay, group insurance, severance pay, extra 
remuneration for overtime, bonuses, and profit-sharing plans, are be- 
coming the rule rather than the exception. 

Recently industrial management has shown much concern over 
the community status of its workers. Emphasis on regarding all 
members of the organization as a family or community, develop- 
ment of plans for the expression of grievances, recognition and in- 
terpretation of industry's relationships to the community in which 
it is located, participation of employees in various aspects of com- 
munity life as company representatives, and awareness of the im- 
portance to the company of the individual worker's personal prob- 
lems, health, and worries are some of the trends which reveal 
the present concern of industry for its place in the community. 

The specific changes which have taken place in the economic 
and community status of staff members in the schools of the country 
will not be described explicitly or inclusively in this chapter. Its 
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purpose is rather to consider the role of the superintendent in rela- 
tion to them. 

Two postulates were established as basic considerations in the 
writing of this chapter. The first is that the responsibilities and 
actions of the superintendent in relation to any problem in a given 
situation must be determined by the specific nature and demands 
of that situation. The second is that the appropriateness of par- 
ticular procedures or organization, both in content and method, 
depend on timing and readiness. Another way of stating these two 
postulates is to say that not every good procedure in school ad- 
ministration is good for all communities with their varying situa- 
tions, and secondly, procedures are successful only to the extent 
that they are timely and all concerned are ready for them. 


Trends in Salary Scheduling 


Economic conditions since World War I have allowed only a few 
very short periods of economic stability. Swings of varying intensity 
between inflation and deflation have become a fairly consistent ex- 
perience of modern existence. The result of these swings has been 
a frequent, sometimes annual, problem of adjustment in staff sal- 
aries. How to secure these adjustments without creating serious 
tensions has been a continuing problem of school administration 
since World War I. Certain trends toward meeting this problem 
have appeared and are classified under the following three sub- 
headings. 


Involvement of Many People 


Once upon a time, and still in many communities, the determina- 
tion of staff salaries was a simple procedure. The board of educa- 
tion or the superintendent would decide what teachers! salaries 
should be and the teachers would accept the decision in meekness 
and humility. The decision was not necessarily preceded by study 
and sometimes was based on arbitrary or expedient judgment. 

How different is today's procedure in most communities! Any 
combination of the following groups or individuals may be involved 
in determining salaries: the board of education, the superintendent, 
a salary committee of the teachers association, legal counsel for the 
teachers groups, the entire membership of the local teachers organi- 
zations, the state organization of teachers, the citizens committees 
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either for the teachers or for the taxpayers, the specialist or hired 
expert on salaries, and the city's fiscal authority. Truly, the salary 
schedule for the staff is no longer a simple matter based on the com- 
mon sense or the whim of a few people. The day of involving many 
people is here. 

What is the responsibility of the superintendent regarding sal- 
aries? Unless he is working in a community where the teachers, 
the secretaries, and the custodians negotiate directly with the board 
of education, either with or without a contract stipulating the nature 
and terms of such negotiation, the task of securing fairly general 
acceptance of a salary plan becomes his primary responsibility. 

First, the superintendent must identify the individuals and groups 
who have a strong interest in the salary problem. Certainly the 
board of education, the staff, and the superintendent are primarily 
involved. But regardless of how many additional groups or in- 
dividuals are judged as having a strong interest, the superintendent 
must face the difficult task of trying to decide how each unit in- 
volved will react to the ultimate decision. Once he has identified 
the groups and individuals to be involved and then has determined 
the force of their opinions and attitudes, he sets the stage for the 
decision-making process. Briefly, this process is the achieving of 
unity in the study group thru a definition of the problem, agreement 
on purpose for the study, a plan for the study, acceptance of certain 
ground rules especially in connection with publicity and communica- 
tion within the group, and an early understanding on whether the 
group's decision is final or merely a recommendation to the board 
of education. 

The involvement of lay citizens with representative employees in 
assessing the salary and wage question has proved helpful in a 
number of communities. The board of education should appoint 
the lay members of the committee and should invite employee 
groups to elect or designate their representatives to participate 
in a joint salary study. If public-spirited men and women possessed 
of goodwill are chosen to serve on the committee, a reasonable solu- 
tion to the salary problem can usually be found and the interests 
of public education safeguarded. 4 

In Wilmington, Delaware, a lay citizens committee worked in- 
dependently of employee groups with the aid of a professional 
consultant. The New York City Board of Education, when faced 
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with the necessity of revising basic pay schedules, appointed a com- 
mittee of lay consultants to hold hearings, examine data, and pro- 
pose revisions, Such committees as those just mentioned are likely 
to be most valuable in situations where an impasse has been reached, 
when the employees and administration seem unable to achieve a 
meeting of minds. 

The members who serve on salary committees are usually not 
skilled in the technical aspects of salary scheduling and often need 
the advice of a salary consultant in drafting specific scales and in 
ironing out inconsistencies. There are advantages also in employing 
someone who possesses an aptitude for collecting and interpreting 
data, someone who can bring before the committee the facts essential 
to any thoro appraisal of the salary problem. Committee members 
will then be free to devote their attention to the implications of the 
data assembled for revisions in current schedules. 

The superintendent of schools should serve as an advisor on call 
and should make available any state regulations or laws which bear 
on the problem. Since he has access to many other basic data 
bearing on salaries, he can be of great help to the committee and to 
the consultant, if one is employed, during the fact-gathering stage 
of a salary study. Usually it is wiser for the superintendent of 
schools not to serve as a regular member of a joint salary committee. 
He should remain free to give independent counsel to the board 
of education when the proposal comes up for official action. If he 
is committed to a plan in advance, his effectiveness as advisor to the 
board of education may be considerably reduced. 

The superintendent should observe one caution when many people 
are involved in salary studies. His own participation and relation- 
ships with various groups must encourage unity of administration 
and staff. One safeguard of such unity is complete orientation of the 
staff on the plan of the study, the reasons for it, its apparent values, 
its purposes, its organization, and particularly the role played by 
the staff. 

The involvement of many people is not the simplest method for 
salary determination. However, it has the advantage of the superior 
outcome which can follow the pooling of best ideas, and it also re- 
sults in a decision which, because of the very involvement of the 
people most concerned, is likely to operate effectively. The involve- 
ment of the interested people in important decisions has in the 
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experience of many administrators given some wisdom to the old 
saying, "Sometimes the longest way around is the shortest way 


home." 


Importance of tbe Morale Factor 


A second trend in the determination and operation of salary 
schedules concerns the factor of staff morale. Whether it be in in- 
dustry or in education, general recognition is being given to the con- 
clusion that good results do not necessarily follow seemingly good 
decisions unless the understandings, feelings, and attitudes of the 
people affected by the decision are taken into consideration. 

Management in industry and administration in education are 
applying this conclusion in a number of ways. Most of these ways 
can be classified into two groups, one dealing with participation 
of the staff in decision making, the other with communication. 
Participation has been discussed already, but it must be mentioned 
again as important in the development of staff morale. Communica- 
tion involves such activities as keeping the staff fully informed 
on developments in the initiation or progress of salary studies, dis- 
tribution of salary schedules and policies to all staff members, an- 
nual and scheduled notification to all staff members of their individ- 
ual salaries, opportunity for all staff members to learn what legal 
or fiscal factors played an inexorable part in the final decisions, and 
finally two-way communication which encourages individuals or 
groups to bring their salary ушр fully and unrestrainedly to 
the superintendent. 


Study of Unsolved Problems 


A third trend is found in the increasing extent to which staff 
and superintendent work together to identify problems and to reach 
solutions, sometimes over a long period of time. Lest long-standing 
problems drift into the frustrating nimbus of "always there but 
never solved" problems, some school systems have developed 
follow-up and progress-record plans. One such plan is a simple 
grid device which lists identified problems in a vertical left-hand 
column and provides room in horizontal columns extending across 
the page for notations on progress made from time to time with 
each problem. The problem grid in one school system is one of the 
basically important materials for the monthly meetings of the all- 
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staff council and the annual two-day staff institute. The problem 
grid in this case took the following form:

There are a number of old and difficult problems of salary policy 
which will be solved best by the cooperative study of administra- 
tion and staff. The superintendent may wish to initiate such studies 
in the local-school system, but in some regions of the country 4

trend toward studying them by area groups of superintendents and 
staff is appearing. Such area group studies may be more fruitful 
than local studies for two reasons: practices coming out of such 
studies of difficult problems may receive greater acceptance and 
status if adopted over a broad geographic area, and they may have 
the advantage of greater resources for securing expert assistance 
in conducting the study. 

Six long-standing problems which require staff-administration 
study can be mentioned here. The automatic annual increment 
schedule, altho generally adopted and recognized, is receiving con- 
stant criticism from people not in educational work, and its validity 
and worth must be demonstrated more clearly if these criticisms 
are to be met. Closely related is the problem of evaluating teaching 
service. A third problem is that of providing incentives for the 
encouragement of the able and willing staff members. Another prob- 
lem which reaches serious proportions at times is that of extra 
pay for extra work. A fifth problem is that of keeping salaries ad- 
justed to fluctuating economic conditions without the necessity of 
annual or biennial salary studies. The final problem in this incom- 
plete list is reconciling conflicting group interests, such as tax- 
payers and parents, high-school and elementary-school teachers, men 
and women teachers, teachers associations and teachers unions. 
These six problems are only several among a number which require 
a well-planned study conducted cooperatively by the staff and the 
superintendent. 

The foregoing discussion of the determination and operation of 
salary schedules has been concerned primarily with the method 
of involving staff, laymen, and consultants. Certain important prin- 
ciples to be followed in developing pay scales are found in Chapter 
2. An explanation of how poor salary schedules may become road 
blocks to the improvement of working conditions and an example 
of how a good schedule was secured in one community are found 
in Chapter 6. 


Economic Factors Other Than Salaries 


Investigations have revealed that salaries are not the only eco- 
nomic factor of importance to staff members whether the staff mem- 
bers be in education or in industry. Labor unions place much 
emphasis on so-called “fringe benefits.” Teachers groups are 
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increasingly interested in these benefits but there is some evidence 
that they are concerned also with two additional problems: acquir- 
ing experiences of inservice growth and securing additional part- 
time work in order to increase earnings. 


Fringe Benefits 


The common fringe benefits are sick leave and retirement pen- 
sions. The trend in sick-leave allowances is definitely upward on 
an accumulative basis to an unlimited number of days. Absence 
without loss of salary because of personal emergency is another 
benefit becoming more common. Retirement benefits vary widely 
from state to state. The pressure to place all teachers under social 
security has increased in recent years. Provided social security 
benefits are supplemented by state retirement systems to the point 
where teachers lose none of their present retirement benefits, this 
pressure may do no great harm, but the social security involvements 
require the cooperative study and action of superintendent and staff 
and state associations. 

Other fringe benefits not so common as the two previously men- 
tioned are sabbatical leaves, equalized work loads, free noon hour 
for teachers, group insurance, and teacher-exchange plans. A per- 
sonnel policies committee, working with the whole-hearted sup- 
port of the superintendent, can often secure these benefits which, 
if managed properly, can have true value for the school system. 

The superintendent's responsibility in relation to fringe benefits 
may vary from initiating action to giving passive approval. However, 
staff relationships today can hardly be improved if the administra- 
tion's attitude is based on the assumption that the staff is seeking 
unfair economic advantage. Of great importance is the adminis- 
trator's knowledge of the proper procedures for the successful ad- 
ministration of the benefits. The administrator also is responsible 
for the evaluation of their worth and effectiveness, a difficult task 
but one which again can be strengthened by the well-planned in- 
volvement of staff and citizens. 

The superintendent must also be aware of the fact that industrial 
workers enjoy fringe benefits superior to those of school employees. 


Schoolboards in most communities have failed to recognize the / 


disparity. While many boards have provided for workmen's com- 
pensation, vacations with pay during the school year, paid holidays, 
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and retirement plans, very few have provided insurance benefits 
of the kind commonly found in industry. For instance, the Bridge- 
port Brass News of March 31, 1954, reported that in 1953 the 
Bridgeport Brass Company paid fringe benefits equal to 19 percent 
of the payroll and averaging $821 per employee. It is significant 
to note that premiums for life, sickness, accident, and disability 
insurance totaled $135 per employee. The remaining $686 covered 
pensions, vacations with pay, paid holidays, paid lunch periods, 
social security, unemployment taxes, and workmen's compensation. 

Fringe benefits, if not properly developed, can become road blocks 
to the establishment of desirable working conditions. They are 
treated from this point of view in Chapter 6. 


Incentives for Inservice Growth 


Superintendents and boards of education have encouraged in- 
service growth activities for some time but with the staff members 
usually meeting the full cost. A point of view coming to the fore 
maintains that the expense of participation by teachers in such 
activities should be shared by the board and the teachers. Con- 
sequently superintendents, boards of education, and classroom 
teachers working together have devised plans under which teachers 
are reimbursed for a part of their tuition cost in extension or sum- 
mer school; credits toward salary increases are allowed for travel, 
authorship, and professional or community service under defined 
regulations; workshops are held before the opening of school in 
September with extra pay allowed for the time in attendance. 
Descriptions of such plans are found in a bulletin published by 
the Connecticut State Department of Education.’ 


Part-Time Work and Extension of School Year 


Teachers with family responsibilities usually become depressed 
when the monthly bills continue to accumulate, often with serious 
effect on the quality of their work. Other teachers, even tho they 
are under no great financial pressure, feel after a number of 
years that they are in a rut and reach out toward the challenge of 
additional responsibility. Superintendents are working with the 
staff in a number of ways to meet these two problems. For instance,

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in some school systems certain administrative jobs are being set up 
in such a way that they become part-time work during off hours 
for teachers needing additional income. The planning and super- 
vision of transportation routes and the handling of audio-visual 
materials are two specific examples. Teachers needing more chal- 
lenge are given leadership roles which they are qualified to fill. 
Some school systems have provided an additional month's work 
with pay for those who wish to stay on after the close of school 
to work on such activities as curriculum studies and special summer 
programs for children. The 12-month school year plan, such as the 
one in operation in Glencoe, Illinois, is an excellent example. The 
superintendent, once aware of teachers! problems of this typo, can 
sometimes take effective action to meet them. 


Factors Involving Security 


The economic status of the staff is a subject rightly concerned 
with the relationship between the amount of money spent for serv- 
ices and the quality of the product of such services. Security of 
staff members is important to the quality of their product. The 
foregoing statement does not constitute a brief for excusing in- 
competence, but dealing with incompetence is another matter. The 
present concern is with the need for a feeling of security on the 
part of able or growing teachers if they are to exercise their full 
potential. 


Security and Tenure Legislation 


Most states have tenure laws of some sort. These laws operate 
with varying effect. Most of them safeguard the teacher in his posi- 
tion and some tend to assure the incompetent teacher a lifetime posi- 
tion. The superintendent’s role with regard to tenure laws is usually 
described in the law and the wise superintendent is governed ac- 
cordingly. Where there are no tenure laws, the superintendent may 
well work with teacher groups to secure enactment of a law which 
protects the security of the teacher and also provides safeguards 
against incompetence. 

A question sometimes discussed concerns the development of a 
plan whereby a teaching staff keeps its own house in order. Some 
state teachers associations have already developed plans by which 
they support a teacher unjustly under fire but do not support those 
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whose incompetence is proved by investigation. In a few small school 
systems with very favorable salary schedules, teachers protect them- 
selves against the incompetent person by action of the group. 
Possibly the two examples given here indicate a trend which will 
provide security for the competent under the law and control over 
incompetence by action of the staff group. This trend deserves 
watching and much further study and cooperative work by staffs, 
superintendents, and boards of education. 


Insecurity Despite Tenure 


Even tho teachers may be protected by tenure laws, a superin- 
tendent who has worked closely with his staff knows that some 
members of that staff still experience agonies of insecurity. The 
superintendent can relieve these feelings, not so much by recognizing 
and expounding certain helpful principles but rather by taking 
action which exemplifies them. 

Some of the principles dealing with feelings of security follow 
merely as examples and not as a comprehensive list. 

1. Occasional mistakes are likely to be made by staff members in any 
organization, and not all mistakes deserve censure or criticism, This simple 
principle is necessary for growth and improvement. Unless it is followed, 
the staff will feel insecure when departing from customary procedure no 
matter how effectively the superintendent or the teachers themselves sell 
the new procedure to each other. 

2. Perfection is not one of humanity’s endowments. Too often insecurity 
arises out of the unrealistic expectation that a teacher must be a paragon 
of perfection at all times and in all things. 

3. Teachers should have the right to express opinions openly and frankly, 
even tho contrary to those of the administration, without fear of overt 
or covert reprisal. 

4. Teachers must be safeguarded by the administration and by the com- 
munity against ill-informed or prejudicial attacks. 

5. Freedom on the part of each staff member to exercise initiative and 
judgment within the framework of the general policy of the building or 
larger administrative unit is essential for the growth of the individual 
and for the improvement of the schools. 

6. The uniqueness of each staff member’s personality and contribution 
must be recognized and respected. 


These few principles illustrate some of the guide lines to words 
and actions which the administrator may use in dealing with those 
feelings of insecurity which cannot be removed by legislative enact- 
ment. Important as these principles are in human relations, they 
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are possibly more important to the improvement of the quality of 
the school system's work. 


Security of Administrators 


The security of the staff can hardly be separated from that of the 
administrator. It is often said that the insecure feelings of a school 
superintendent are passed on in many ways from him to the staíf, 
and from the staff to the pupils. If this is true, the staff has a stake 
in the security of the administrator. 


Opinion about tenure for superintendents is sharply divided. But 
security for superintendents can be furthered to some degree without 
the passage of tenure laws. State associations of superintendents, 
the AASA, and training centers might well consider, especially with 
the help of findings from the CPEA* studies now in progress, how 
the quality of service by superintendents can be raised thru better 
selection. The development of codes of relationships by joint effort 
of superintendents and schoolboards on a local, state, or regional 
basis may also lead to greater security for superintendents.

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How important the work of the superintendent is to the class- 
room teacher is little understood by the staff. The job of the super- 
intendent is little understood at best, but there is a strong likelihood 
that the security of teachers and superintendent would be furthered 
by workshops of teachers in which the superintendent's job is under 
study. The results of research and studies being carried on thru the 
Cooperative Program in Educational Administration should also 
be helpful in this connection. 


Community Status of the Staff 


A distinct relationship exists between the economic and the com- 
munity status of staff members in terms of value. The economic 
status is concerned with financial value while the community status 
deals with the personal value accorded teachers by their fellow 
citizens. The levels both achieve may be coordinate. And so the 
superintendent, in his work with the members of the staff toward 
achievement of their economic welfare, must be equally concerned 
with staff-administrative effort to raise the level of community 
status. 


Unity on General Objectives 


What the public schools can or should do is a fundamental ques- 
tion when we consider where the school staff stands in the opinion 
of the public. The superintendent faces the problem of securing 
not merely staff agreement but also community agreement on ob- 
jectives. Some school systems tell their communities in very at- 
tractive pamphlets what the objectives of the school are. Other 
communities have achieved agreement on objectives thru studies by 
staff-citizen-administration committees. Such committees have two 
distinct advantages. They give citizens greater confidence in the 
objectives since they are not statements, prepared and issued by 
professional educators alone, and they allow some citizens, thru 
participation, to gain a fairly thoro understanding of the objectives 
and a greater appreciation of the importance of the public school 
in American life. 

One great value of a staff-citizen-administration committee on 
objectives, however, appears in the mutual respect which citizens 
and staff engender for each other thru such a study. Some may fear 
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that differing opinions and conflict might lead to the opposite effect. 
This might be true, but if it is, the mutual respect in all likelihood 
was lacking before the study and nothing was lost by it. 


Pooling School and Community Resources 


The Citizenship Education Project at Teachers College, Colum- 
bia University, has done much to make the community a laboratory 
for many school activities. Schools in many communities offer their 
facilities and resources to various kinds of community use. Citizens, 
highly expert in certain fields, come to the schools to give to young 
people information resulting from their highly developed skills and 
knowledge. Some schools keep resource files of such people. How 
some school systems have used the help parents and citizens can 
offer is found in the booklet, Fifty Teachers to a Classroom, pre- 
pared by the Metropolitan School Study Council. 

These are activities which lead to a pooling of school and com- 
munity resources. A mutual understanding of each other's worth 
comes to those in the community and the school who participate 
in the pooling process. This result is most likely to follow if school 
and community pool resources according to a plan which is tailored 
to fit prevailing conditions and needs. 


Staff Participation in Community Relations 


The superintendent has often been considered the “front man" 
for the school system. He and he alone has usually had the re- 
sponsibility to explain to PTA assemblies, service clubs, and news- 
papers what the schools are doing. 

The trend today is toward broadening the responsibility for public 
relations to.all staff members. In a way this trend recognizes a fact 
of life since what happens in the classroom day by day probably 
has a greater impact on the school's public relations and the teach- 
er's community status than any pronouncement of policy in a pre- 
pared speech. A good initial guide in the movement toward the 
participation of teachers in public relations thru daily classroom 
activities is the pamphlet, It Starts in the Classroom.“

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Other aspects of growing teacher participation in public relations 
are found in such activities as public demonstrations of improved 
teaching methods, speeches by teachers before civic and service 
groups, teacher participation in the preparation of the annual report, 
and classroom PTA meetings in charge of teachers. The superintend- 
ent in this growing pattern no longer assumes the role of sole repre- 
sentative or spokesman for the school system. Altho he still repre- 
sents the system more than any other individual, he also recognizes 
and takes advantage of opportunities for staff members to engage 
in public relations activities. 

Increasing attention is being given to teacher participation in 
the identification and preparation of school news for newspapers. 
Editors and reporters have a growing awareness that school news 
interests the newspaper reader and consequently many school sys- 
tems are under pressure to provide news stories, The classroom 
teacher becomes the key to the recognition and preparation of the 
stories and the skill used in their selection and preparation becomes 
an important factor in raising the level of community status. A most 
useful guide to all staff members is the recently published booklet, 
Let's Go to Press. 


Social and Political Status 


Whenever classroom teachers have participated actively in public 
relations, in pooling school and community resources, and in com- 
mittee work on objectives, the experience has usually resulted in 
raising thei із! 5 аһ 1. As one result, staff 
members are being invited to join the social clubs and organizations 
of the community in increasing numbers. The self-respect a teacher 
gains by being considered socially equal to most citizens is likely 
to be reflected in a higher quality of work. If it is true that in 
America a person is respected for what he is, the superintendent 
thru setting the stage or providing opportunity for teachers and 
citizens to work and play together raises the social status of the 
staff. 

The political status of staff members is another important prob- 
lem. If the community opposes political activity on the part of

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teachers with the exception of their right to cast a secret ballot on 
election day, there is little the superintendent and staff can do but 
work toward a change in the community's attitude. Some communi- 
ties have given their school employees political privileges equal to 
those of any other citizen with the one limitation that they can- 
not run for a public office which will require hours of duty during 
the school day. A study of the development of political equality for 
teachers is needed to guide superintendents in dealing with this 
difficult problem. 


Knowledge of Community 


The community status of the staff can be established, as described, 
thru the political, social, and working relationships of staff and 
citizens. Basic to such relationships, however, is the understanding 
of the community by the staff and superintendent. The ethnic origins 
of the people; the power structure; the tensions; the emerging or 
long-standing open or sub-rosa conflicts; the prejudices, ideals, 
hopes, and fears; the fiscal structure and strength; the growth pat- 
tern—all are aspects of the community which need study by super- 
intendent and staff if raising the level of economic and community 
status is to be facilitated. 


Changing Role of the Superintendent 


The purpose of this chapter has not been to provide a compre- 
hensive and specific treatment of the many problems involved in 
the economic and community status of staff members, but rather 
to consider the role of the superintendent in relation to them. His 
role has definitely altered during the past 25 years in response to 
the shifting winds of social and economic change. This last section 
of the chapter can be considered a summary of the most important 
changes noted. 


Putting Knowledge To Work 


Knowing where to look for knowledge relating to the specific 
problems of economic and community status and then putting that 
knowledge to work has been and continues to be one of the major 
responsibilities of the superintendent. Formerly, however, this re- 
sponsibility was quite exclusively his own. Today he enlists the 
aid of staff, citizens, experts, research centers, and the local, state, 
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and national professional organizations in the discovery of knowl- 
edge. Putting the knowledge to work is also done today with the 
cooperation of the staff and of others, The superintendent's special 
contribution lies not so much in his own possession of the knowledge 
or in his own effort in putting it to work, but rather in his knowl- 
edge and use of method—method of getting people to search for the 
best knowledge and method of getting people to apply it. The method 
is discussed in various places thruout this yearbook. The method 
cannot be described as succinctly, explicitly, and didactically as the 
Five Formal Steps of the Herbartian method. Neither can it be 
applied in one, two, three order. Instead it must be stated in a gen- 
eral way. Yes, there are specifics which can and are being mentioned 
in this yearbook, but these must be used by the superintendent 
with some measure of judgment. Some may apply in a specific 
situation, some must be rejected, and others not stated must be 
supplied or invented. 


Communication 


Communication recently has become one of the superintendent's 
primary concerns in relation to all problems, but especially in re- 
lation to the critical problems of economic and community status. 
Twenty-five or more years ago a superintendent in most communi- 
ties could prepare a salary schedule, secure its adoption by the 
board, and then tell the staff and the general public what had been 
decided. This procedure required little communication. Today it is 
necessary to consider what, how, when, and with whom to com- 
municate on all matters of economic and community status. Altho 
present knowledge of communication is insufficient to answer all 
of these questions in a way that eliminates much “playing by ear," 
there are some principles which have emerged from social-psy- 
chological research and which can be used by an administrator to 
increase the effectiveness of the communication process. Charters 
lists some of these principles which apply not only to public rela- 
tions programs in general but also to specific communications prob- 
lems like those involved in a salary study.* Charters! principles are 
the italicized sections of the following material.

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^ Widely disseminated information rarely reaches all persons for 
whom it is intended. 'This statement can even be true of important 
bulletins prepared for a school staff by staff committees on prob- 
lems of staff welfare! All people, administrators and teachers in- 
cluded, tend to select the kind of information to which they will 
expose themselves. 

People tend to expose themselves to information about things in 
which they are already interested. The primary task in solving prob- 
lems of economic and community status, then, is to secure an early 

interest of affected groups and individuals. Accomplishing this 
goal is particularly important with citizens’ groups whose ultimate 
understanding of the problems and facts frequently determines 
the nature of the outcome. Such understanding can be attained only 
if the citizens give priority to these problems which are, after all, 
in competition for time and attention with other problems. 710% to 
create interest involves ingenuity and skill similar to thai found 
in the classroom of a master teacher. A point to keep in mind is 
that communications are likely to be more generally received if 
prepared with the existing interests of the audience in mind rather 
than the interest the author thinks the people should have. 

People tend to expose themselves only to information which con- 
firms the attitudes they hold. 'The staff members and citizens who 
offer their services willingly to the study of salary schedules, fringe 
benefits, and the political or social standing of teachers are too often 
that segment of the population which is ready to accept or to imple- 
ment the solutions to-these problems without gaining its knowl- 
edge thru participation. They are also the people who expose them- 
selves willingly to information on these problems. The “inertiates” 
and the out-and-out “gripers” are the individuals with whom com- 
munication is difficult; Since they reject information which does 
not confirm their established attitudes, the provision of accurate, 
clear information at an early stage of any study, before attitudes are 
formed, becomes extremely important. 

When exposed to information and facts which contradict their 

4 attitudes, people tend to reinterpret the information rather than to 
change their attitudes. Most schoolboards, superintendents, and 
teachers committees have had the disheartening experience of releas- 
ing what they considered fair, objective information on salaries only 
to have their own facts turned against them by misinterpretation. 
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Information, alone, rarely changes attitudes. Much of current 
school practice in communication is based on the false assumption 
that, if all facts are marshalled and presented on a proposed salary 
schedule, a board of education or the public will reach its decision 
on the basis of the facts alone, and any contrary attitudes will be 
changed. But research indicates that information generally changes 
attitudes only when the forces supporting the attitudes are weak. 
Information is most effective in creating attitudes where no attitudes 
existed before the information was received. 

Attitudes are strongly supported by groups. This principle is 
called *one of the most significant discoveries in the science of 
human relations." It stands to reason that a person's attitudes are 
closely connected with the attitudes of the group which is important 
to him. If he abandons the attitude of the group, he sacrifices 
friendship and invites criticism or ridicule. Consequently the staff 
and the superintendent, in attempting to secure favorable action 
on their proposals, must recognize in their communications the im- 
portance of the superior power of group attitudes over those of the 
individual. 

The role of the superintendent, then, has become one of being 
expert in communications and in training others toward expertness 
in this field. Such expertness is based on the findings of the social- 
Psychological scientists. The use of information to create attitudes, 
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the preparation of a communication with the knowledge of how it 
is received and used by those exposed to it, and the limitations of 
information as a determinant of attitudes are important elements 
of expertness. 


Improvement in Decision Making 


As stated previously, the trend is definitely in the direction of 
the involvement of many people in meeting the problems with which 
this chapter is concerned. The phenomenon of involvement demands 
that strong attention be focused on the process of decision making. 
Research has provided some evidence that mere participation in a 
study by a number of persons does not insure the attainment of 
advantages commonly reported to be the result of participation. 
It has been discovered that understanding, feelings of goodwill 
among participants, and sound solutions follow the experience not 
because of the involvement of people but rather as a result of the 
method or process used in working together. One of the most im- 
portant aspects of the process concerns decision making and an 
attempt made in one school system to define the process is here 
described. 

In this school system an identified problem is thought of as mov- 
ing thru various stages to a solution. An early stage determines who 
should be involved in the study. The next stage considers the” 
available human. and material resources. The third stage involves 
the clarification of the study's purpose, agreement on procedures 
and rules, the time schedule, and the specific powers and responsibili- 
ties of the study group. The fourth stage concerns the group ac- 

. tivity which leads to a tentative solution. During the fifth stage 
the effect of the tentative solution on customs, traditions, vested 
interests, costs, work load, facilities, and other factors is projected 
into the ПАТ. 'The final stages involve communication of the solu- 
tion to persons or groups affected by the decision and future evalua- 
tion of the effectiveness of the solution. 

The role of the superintendent in the decision-making process is 
primarily that of leadership in seeing that the necessary stages of 
the process are observed in arriving at decisions. In working on some 
problems one or more stages may be omitted. In other cases addi- 
tional stages may seem necessary. The complexity of the process 
must be recognized and its “fear effect" on people, if described in 
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too much detail, must be taken into account. The stages here men- 
tioned are illustrative only. The fact to be emphasized is that a plan 
for decision making may be helpful to the attainment of sound 
decisions where numbers of people are involved in the act. Problems 
of salary and of social and political status are complex and become 
more so with the involvement of various groups and individuals. 
A decision-making plan may be of some value in arriving at good 
solutions. 


Higher Values 


A discussion of the superintendent’s work with the school staff 
on problems of economic and community status might have rather 
crass overtones, dealing as it does with staff welfare and benefits 
which are associated with costs and consequently the source of 
conflict in communities. The new role being taken by the superin- 
tendent, however, indicates a trend toward emphasis on values 
higher than the mere provision of better salary schedules and work- 
ing conditions, important tho these two values are. 

One of these values is the recognition of the contribution that staff 
members and citizens can make. If it is true that human personality 
needs feelings of productivity to keep it in bloom, the new role and 
manner of operation of the superintendent provides opportunity for 
productive activity in an important task. 

A second value is found in the confidence the new role places in 
people, especially confidence in their potential for coming up with 
good solutions if given the proper opportunity and circumstances. 
The method of 25 years ago spawned distrust and suspicion—poor 
food for the growth of a strong teaching profession. 

A third value lies in the close association being established be- 
tween the economic and the community status of the staff. The 
realization that both aspects of status are dependent on each other 
for improvement, and recognition that the new role of the superin- 
tendent establishes a process for improvement, presage the day 
when the true importance of the teacher and of education will be 
widely recognized in American communities. 
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CHAPTER 8 


Cooperating with the Staff 
in Fiscal Affairs 


Е services, school plants, teaching materials and sup- 
plies—none can escape the inevitable price tag. One of the 
major responsibilities of school administration is to lead the com- 
munity in planning an equitable fiscal program to pay for the edu- 
cational program it wants. Under our present systems of local, 
state, and federal taxation, practically every citizen helps pay for 
the public-school program. In spite of this universal sharing of 
the cost, no major phase of the school program is so poorly under- 
stood by the general school staff or by the public as school finance. 
Many difficulties grow out of this fact since it is only human to 
distrust whatever one does not understand. Ultimately, people 
will support an educational program only to the extent they under- 
stand and approve its objectives and understand the relationship 
that cost bears to the realization of these objectives. 

Except in those districts where the school levy must be adopted 
annually by the voters, there likewise has been less participation 
of the public in the formulation of the fiscal policies and practices 
than in other major aspects of the program. In recent years there 
has been considerable participation in campaigns for special school 
building levies and bond issues, brought about in some cases by 
a special “revival” of interest thru salesmen's methods. Such inter- 
est can be, at best, only temporary. If the community is to be 
brought to invest wisely in its schools, so that it may realize the 
maximum social dividends from its investment, there must be de- 
veloped an enduring, ever widening participation in planning the 
comprehensive fiscal program. The development of such participa- 
tion requires wise, patient leadership from the superintendent. 
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Widespread community understanding and participation can 
hardly be obtained by the superintendent alone because his time 
is limited and his public is numerous and diverse. The key to suc- 
cess in this endeavor is the school staff. Understanding, interest, 
and participation develop outward from the staff—teachers, bus 
drivers, clerks, maintenance workers—thru the students and thru 
every contact that all of these have with the supporting public. 
So, the superintendent's first task in developing a fiscal program 
is to obtain the intelligent and continuous participation of the staff 
in the fiscal affairs of the school. This calls for the highest type of 
cooperation from the entire staff, but particularly from the super- 
intendent. It calls for generous sharing in the making of decisions, 
which in large measure the superintendent and board have here- 
tofore exercised independently of the staff, and for the sharing of 
special knowledge of school finance, which is possessed to a very 
limited degree by the average staff member. 

The areas in which the superintendent may cooperate with the 
staff in developing an enlightened, comprehensive, fiscal program 
for the school system may be grouped as follows: (a) studying the 
community—its resources and its willingness to invest in education, 
(b) preparing and submitting the budget for approval, and (c) 
administering and accounting for school funds. 


COOPERATION IN FISCAL AFFAIRS 


The purpose of the school budget is to provide a program designed 
to satisfy the educational objectives the community holds for its 
children. Every school expenditure should be evaluated in terms 
of the degree to which it contributes to the realization of these 
objectives. When objectives are clear, the first major step in budget 
preparation is to determine the program of educational services 
that is to be provided. This program must be broken down into 
needs to be met under the various standardized budget categories. 


Studying the Community 


Just as the curriculum should be built around community needs, 
so must the fiscal program be designed in terms of what the com- 
munity wants for its children and what it can afford to pay for 
the program. In some communities several times as much is spent 
per child as in other communities, even in the same state. While 
we may not want as much disparity in school expenditures as 
we have, in a country where a large measure of community self- 
determination exists and where the resources for school support 
vary as much as the citizens’ expectations of their schools, con- 
siderable disparity is to be expected. This is a problem that the 
superintendent and staff have to take into account in the initial 
stages of cooperative fiscal planning. 


Com munity Resources 


Community wealth is often related directly to educational spend- 
ing. In making long-range plans it is important to know the total 
community assets as well as the distribution of wealth and per- 
capita income. Is the community supported largely by agriculture 
or by industry? Large or small farms? Heavy or light industry? 
Are resources largely home owned? Is employment seasonal or 
continuous? Is conservation of natural resources a major problem 
in the community? Are there available minerals or water-power 
resources that are likely to lead to the future location of a new 
industry? What facilities are present for transportation and com- 
munication? Is farming diversified or one crop? Are markets nearby 
and constant or far removed and fluctuating? How much of the 
Droperty is owned by government, churches, and educational insti- 
tutions, and, consequently, nonproductive of school revenue? 
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Another important community resource is its people, and the 
nature of community population must be taken into account in 
planning school expenditures. Age distribution, birth rate, in-migra- 
tion, and out-migration are important clues to determining how 
many children are likely to need schooling in the foreseeable future. 
The average educational attainment of the adult population has a 
bearing on the amount of education the community will finance for 
its children. The cultural life of the community—extent of travel; 
interest in art and music; number and kinds of books, magazines, 
and newspapers read in the home; and family recreational life in 
general—is important in assessing the types of curriculum offerings 
citizens will want and support. The vocational pursuits of adults is 
another clue to the type and extent of school program that will be 
supported. 


Consumer Spending 


In planning realistically we must remember that the consumer's 
dollar is divided many ways. The necessities of life must be paid 
for, and many luxuries will be. So, the schools find themselves com- 
peting for funds with food, clothing, and shelter; with beer, tobacco, 
and cosmetics; and with national defense, public health, old age 
assistance, and highways. Some of these interests use colorful, 
continuous, commercial advertising to increase consumer demand 
with which public education can hardly compete in kind. 

It is important for the superintendent and staff members to know 
how the people generally spend their income, the amount they save 
and invest, and what has led to these spending habits. How the 
people spend their money is determined by the values they place 
upon the various goods and services that are available and the 
relative satisfaction they receive from them. The proportion of 
their income they will spend on education is determined by how 
high education ranks in their value system, the aspirations they 
have for their children, their understanding of the contribution edu- 
cation can make to the general welfare, whether they consider it 
an expenditure or an investment, whether they have had a part in 
determining the educational program, how well they know and 
like members of the school staff, and how good a job they think 
their schools are doing. The value the community places upon 
education is not static. It fluctuates along with that of other con- 
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sumer goods and services. A sound program of interpreting the 
school program and of sharing the making of decisions with all who 
are concerned can do much to keep public education in its proper 
perspective. 


Legal Provisions for Support 


While the extent of community resources and the value placed 
upon education are basic, debt and tax limitations and the expendi- 
tures of other governmental units may at any given time make 
school budgeting merely *a plan which contemplates the expendi- 
ture of a known revenue.” * The tax laws must be carefully analyzed, 
and the fiscal programs of other local government units must be 
surveyed. In some school districts the voters may adopt annually 
any tax rate they choose, while in others the legislature has set a 
maximum rate within which the board of education must annually 
fix the local rate. No tax rate has meaning until it is considered in 
terms of the assessment and actual collection of taxes. In some 
states the constitution limits the assessment and collection of taxes, 
making adjustment at the local level most difficult. Legislative pro- 
visions vary widely as to the amount of authority vested in a state 
agency, the county or city government, and the local board of 
education. 

Debt limitation by constitution or statute is common. Sometimes 
it applies to the county or city as a whole, and sometimes to the 
board of education separately. Often a bonding program to finance 
School buildings is dependent upon whether the airport, hospital, 
or sewer bonds are paid off. This makes the long-range planning 
of a total community fiscal program extremely important and puts 
à premium upon maintaining good working relationships with other 
government units and public officials. 


Preparing and Submitting the Budget for Approval 


The school budget should represent the aspirations that the 
community has for its children, expressed in terms of a financial 
plan. It may be thought of as a financial interpretation of an educa- 
tional program. It evolves from the community's resources and the

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value the community places upon education as compared with other 
goods and services. This value it places on education is constantly 
being conditioned by the influence the school staff has upon the 
people. The budget represents a compromise between specific edu- 
cational objectives on the one hand and ability and willingness to 
pay on the other. 

The legal provisions for budgeting vary somewhat from state to 
state, but in general practice the superintendent is responsible for 
the preparation of the budget, and the board of education for its 
adoption. The board always has the responsibility for the adoption 
of policies which define the operating level of services and facilities. 
In making his budget proposals, the superintendent should adhere 
strictly to board policy. No item of cost should be proposed to the 
board for the first time thru the formal presentation of the budget. 

Preparation of the budget consists primarily of (a) surveying 
School needs, estimating the costs of meeting these needs, and ar- 
ranging the estimates under standardized categories with proper 
justification; and (b) preparing the budget document (including 
the financial plan). Securing approval of the budget involves (a) 
publicizing and explaining it to the public to obtain community 
approval and support, and (b) submitting it to the board of educa- 
tion and sometimes to another legal approving body for final 
adoption. In most school districts the board of education is, prac- 
tically speaking, fiscally independent and has the legal respon- 
sibility for final approval of the budget. In some districts, however, 
final budget approval rests with the city council, fiscal court, or 
town meeting. 


Surveying Needs and Estimating Costs 


Even tho the school budget is prepared only for the next fiscal 
year, its needs grow out of the past and project themselves into the 
future. So, the superintendent and his staff are concerned with 
both long-range and current fiscal planning. The community's tenta- 
tive fiscal program should be projected as far into the future as 
practicable, depending upon population trends, likely development 
of community resources, and the community's evolving concept of 
the school's function. Current planning should contribute to the 
achievement of long-range goals and to the modification of long- 
term plans in the light of new facts and conditions. 
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Belatedly, administration is recognizing the great potentialities 
of the school staff in determining school needs and in fiscal plan- 


ning, and some superintendents are developing the necessary skills 
for utilizing this promising resource. 


In increasing numbers, superintendents are developing budgets on the 
basis of careful study of financial resources and school needs and with 
wide participation by the school personnel. Superintendents often build the 
budget from requests that start with each classroom teacher, custodian, 
or other operating employee, and are consolidated by department heads 
and principals. 

In a recent survey of the use of certain practices in school finance 
and business management, 13.8 percent of the representative rural 
superintendents and 31.6 percent of the urban superintendents 
reported that they found it helpful to prepare the budget with the 
cooperation of classroom teachers, principals, and others concerned. 
Superintendents marked this practice “not used, but desirable" 
more often than any of the other 10 practices submitted in the 
survey. In this type of budgetary practice the superintendent has 
the responsibility of keeping the board informed of developments 
thruout the process. 

In surveying the needs of the school system for the coming fiscal 
year, the superintendent and his administrative assistants may well 
prepare survey sheets organized by categories like those in the 
budget document. These categories are pretty well standardized 
and usually include administration, instruction, auxiliary services, 
operation of plant, maintenance of plant, fixed charges, capital 
‘outlay, and debt service. Each survey sheet should provide space 
for listing needed items and services, for recording the estimated 
cost of each, and for expressing priority of need. Provision also 
should be made for the individual staff members who are most 
closely associated with the particular item or service to supply 
written justification, particularly where the estimates vary ap- 
preciably from the current allotment. 

Orientation for the survey—To be certain that the survey will 
be helpful, staff members should be well oriented as to the purposes 
of the survey, the proper interpretation of forms to be used, the

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general process from beginning to end, the individual's specific 
responsibility in the process, where and how to get help in estimating 
costs, and the time schedule that is to be observed. The orientation 
should also include a critical evaluation of the current school pro- 
gram, its cost, and its relation to long-range community programs. 
The fact that a particular budget item has been approved for a 
certain appropriation in the past is not proof that it should receive 
the same appropriation in the future, or that it is still needed. Every 
effort should be made to see that *dead wood" is cut out and that 
new needs are included. Original estimates of need should be made 
by the staff member who is best informed about the particular item 
concerned, whether this individual be the school treasurer in case 
of debt service requirements, the art teacher in case of modeling 
clay, or the custodian in case of floor mops. 

How the orientation for the survey is handled and how the staff 
is grouped for work on the survey will depend upon the size of the 
school system, its physical organization, and its method of delegating 
responsibility. But if ambiguities, duplications, and poor estimates 
are to be avoided, and if every staff member is to live up to his 
responsibility in the survey on time, the orientation must be specific 
and effective. 

Organizing for the survey—The individual schools within the 
system provide a natural unit thru which most aspects of the survey 
may be conducted. This has the advantage of facilitating com- 
parison of unit costs within the system. In the elementary school, 
estimates of need and cost of such items as instructional equipment 
and supplies may be made by the individual teachers, totaled for 
the teachers of an entire grade, and then for the school as a whole. 
In the high school the estimates may be made more conveniently 
by the teachers of a department, totaled by departments, and then 
for the school as a whole. Estimates for expensive equipment, such 
as movie projectors used by several divisions in a school, may be 
made by a committee representing the entire faculty of a school. 
Some items of building maintenance can be estimated by the teacher 
who uses the classroom, while others relating to the entire plant 
can be estimated by the principal and custodian, or by a school 
committee. At every point estimates of needed items should be 
checked against existing inventories. 
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The superintendent and his administrative staff should stand by 
to provide technical assistance wherever it is needed. Staff members 
will need much assistance in estimating costs. A school committee 
that includes the principal may examine the department or division 
totals for duplications and faulty estimates. This committee can 
compile the totals for the school, taking into account the priorities 
that have been indicated, preferably as “necessary” and “desirable,” 
and can prepare the school’s report in the proper form for the central 
office or a central, districtwide advisory budget committee. 

Some operations in the school program, varying with the size of 
the system and its administrative organization, involve several or 
all the schools in the district. Examples of these are central storage 
and distribution of supplies, central maintenance staff, co-insurance 
program for school properties, and debt service. Estimates of these 
needs can be made by committees representing both those who are 
responsible for the operation on a districtwide basis and those re- 
sponsible in individual schools. Cost allocations can then be appor- 
tioned among the schools. 

Some superintendents use a central advisory budget committee 
including representatives of various segments of the school staff 
and laymen to help plan and coordinate the survey of needs and 
costs. When school totals are ready, such a committee may visit the 
individual schools, conduct hearings on the schools’ requests, and 
examine firsthand the need for equipment and plant maintenance. 
Estimates for special services, such as school transportation, can 
be carried directly to such a committee. When the committee has 
examined all estimates and justifications, made its inspections, and 
conducted hearings by school and by budget category, it can advise 
the superintendent and the board of education on the comparative 
merits of needs and on needs as compared with costs. Operation 
of such a plan would naturally be more difficult in a large school 
system, but some variation of it would appear to be feasible even 
in the largest. 

Estimating needs and costs—Of primary importance in survey- 
ing school needs and costs is determining how many staff members 
are needed and their salaries since salaries constitute the major 
item of cost in any school budget. In many school systems the central 
office maintains some type of continuing school census organized 
by attendance district. This information can be supplemented and 
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verified in some measure by using information available from the 
federal census bureau, the state division of vital statistics, local 
health departments, and surveys that are being made by such 
utilities as water, electric power, gas, and telephone companies. 
Local chambers of commerce will have available information on 
the location of new industry in the community and its probable 
effect on population distribution. 

In estimating staff needs for the individual school, consideration 
must be given to whether the school's enrolment will go up or down, 
whether impending curriculum changes will affect the number of 
teachers needed, and how the school's pupil-teacher ratio compares 
with that of the school system as a whole. In determining staff needs 
it is imperative that the central office work with the local-school 
staff. 

Systemwide teacher salary committees are the most common form 
of staff participation in school budgeting. Too often these com- 
mittees have consisted solely of classroom teachers and have worked 
only on the problem of classroom teachers’ salaries. To be most 
helpful, systemwide salary committees should represent all groups 
of employees in the system and outstanding laymen. Some good 
salary committees have also included one or more members of 
the board of education. Where a central advisory budget committee 
exists, it is well to provide some overlapping in membership between 
the two committees to insure that in arriving at salary schedules 
to be recommended all other items of school cost and available 
revenue are taken into account. At the same time, a salary com- 
mittee structured for one community may not fit the needs of 
another. Such committees will be affected to a considerable extent 
by conditions and problems peculiar to the locality. Chapter 6 pro- 
vides more information on the functioning of salary committees. 

The school staff as well as the superintendent and the board of 
education should know how the cost of providing a particular serv- 
ice in one school compares with providing the same service in 
another school. Unit costs need not be identical because conditions 
vary even within the same system and because particular services 
are provided to meet the needs of a particular group of children; 
but, where the cost varies widely, all concerned should know why. 
It also helps in maintaining perspective in the budgeting process 
to know how unit costs in a system compare with unit costs in other 
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systems that appear to be comparable. But, if it is necessary to 
exercise caution in comparing unit costs within the same school 
system, it is doubly so when comparing costs in one system with 
those in another. As Reeder puts it, “Unfortunately, at present, 
most school-financial data of a comparative nature must be accepted 
with a grain of salt."* The variables are too great to accept unit 
cost figures from other school systems as having more validity for 
school needs estimates than the judgment of local staff members. 

Involving students in the survey—An alert staff can involve stu- 
dents in the survey of needs and costs, as well as in other aspects 
of the fiscal program, to great advantage. Each classroom teacher 
can involve the students he teaches in arriving at the estimates for 
which he is responsible, and representative students can serve with 
the various staff committees that function in the survey. Giving 
the students a place in the survey is sound educational practice. 
It will go a long way toward helping to make school fiscal plan- 
ning a function of the total community. It can raise student morale 
and, thru giving the student body a better appreciation of main- 
tenance and replacement costs, it can result in appreciable budget 
savings. : 

One school system reported extensive student participation in 
surveying needs, in estimating costs, and in preparing illustrative 
materials to be used in supporting the budget document. Another 
system reported the selection of “Тһе Arithmetic of the Local School 
System" as the topic for one day's discussion during a preschool 
workshop for the staff. The various categories of the budget were ex- 
plained by members of the district budget committee, and copies 
of the budget, including all supporting materials, were given to 
each staff member. The staff was then divided into grade-level 
groups, each group working out appropriate teaching materials 
for its grade. It is expected that use of these materials in the class- 
room will help in community understanding of the budget and in 
broadened participation in subsequent surveys of school needs and 
Costs. 

In planning for student participation in budgeting, one should 
observe the old caution that a little knowledge is sometimes dan- 
gerous. The presentation of gross budget figures without careful

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explanation is likely to result in misinterpretation. When told that 
the community paid $1 million for teachers’ salaries, a student may 
feel that the expenditure is exorbitant. But if he is told that this 
amount has to be divided among 300 teachers, his attitude may be 
different. 


Timing the survey—Surveys of needs and costs should take place 
well ahead of the beginning of the fiscal year and the tax assessing 
date of the school district. Unless the estimates are established in 
advance of these dates so that sufficient publicity can be given and 
they can be properly interpreted to the schoolboard or other approv- 
ing and assessing authorities, they may not be effective. In this 
situation, staff effort may be wasted and morale may suffer. Mort 
and Reusser point out: 


This, of course, poses the problem that is always there, whether it is 
recognized or not, that, if ideas are not brought to the fore by some 
critical date, it is too late to do anything about them the succeeding school 
year if they involve money. The general lack of realization of this point 
on the part of the staff and public accounts for a great deal of dissatis- 
faction with the public schools. 


In order to assure that basic planning will be done on time, some 
schoolboards have set up appropriate deadlines in their rules and 
regulations. The following provisions appear in the regulations of 
one board: 


1. Prior to Feb. 1 of each year the superintendent of schools shall have 
formulated a tentative budget for the following school year. In the prepara- 
tion of this tentative budget, the superintendent shall, to the extent feasible, 
confer with employed personnel and with parent and other public groups 
80 as to make the tentative budget as nearly as possible an expression of 
the interests of all concerned. 


2. The superintendent shall submit the tentative budget to the board 
of education at its regular February meeting together with a plan of con- 
ferences with employees and members of the public, designed to assist 
the board in determining the character of the budget to be submitted to 
the annual financial meeting. 


Whether the board sets up deadlines or not, it is the responsibility 
of the superintendent to see that staff reports and recommendations 
are properly timed so as to be most effective.

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Preparing tbe Budget Document 


If the survey has been done well and the reports of the various 
stafís and committees have been properly submitted with appropri- 
ate justifications and supporting material, the preparation of the 
budget document is a relatively simple process. This assumes, of 
course, that the superintendent and his staff have cooperated thru- 
out the survey to insure that final estimates have been based on 
all the available information, that they are reasonable, and that they 
are properly balanced. It assumes further that the general advisory 
budget committee has done a good job of coordination and that 
hearings have been held for each school and each special district- 
wide committee. 

The superintendent and the advisory budget committee can have 
the expenditures section of the standard budget form prepared from 
the composite survey report. Justification and supporting evidence 
for this section of the budget may grow out of the survey report. 
All the supporting evidence to justify the total budget requests will 
be at hand. There should be available a great variety of illustrative 
materials and devices resulting from the initiative and originality 
of the various staff members and their students, the best of which 
can be used in the preparation of the budget document. 

The receipts section of the budget—generally called the finan- 
cial plan—may be prepared by the superintendent and his adminis- 
trative staff with the help and advice of the budget committee. It 
is recommended that this section of the budget, as well as the 
expenditures section, be prepared on two levels—"necessary" and 
*desirable"—so that the community and the approving authority 
can decide intelligently at what level the school program is to be 
supported. 

In preparing the receipts section of the budget, it is necessary 
that the tax laws applicable to the school district be thoroly under- 
stood. The amount of unencumbered balance, income from possible 
investments and endowments, income from state and federal govern- 
ments, and other relatively fixed income from other sources—all 
must be carefully estimated before an intelligent estimate can be 
made of the amount that will be required from school-district taxes. 

If the schoolboard has any discretion as to the kinds of local 
taxes that may be levied for school support, attention must be given 
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to the amount of revenue it is possible to obtain from each and the 
equity of each. Where choices may be made between different types 
of local taxation, the entire staff and the public should have an 
opportunity to be heard in arriving at the decision. Written justifica- 
tion should be prepared for the “income” section of the budget 
just as for the “cost” section, particularly if taxes have to be in- 
creased or new ones levied. 


Securing Support for tbe Budget 


In budget planning, there should be sufficient time between the 
preparation and publicizing of the budget and its final approval 
for thoro community study and reaction. Every interested person 
should have an opportunity to make himself heard both as to the 
educational services proposed and as to the revenue required. The 
amount of time required for the community to thoroly understand 
the budget and reach a consensus is largely dependent upon the 
amount and quality of public participation during its preparation, 
the quality of publicity prepared, and the effectiveness of the com- 
munication mediums employed in its interpretation. If the superin- 
tendent, the staff members, the students, and the public have all 
participated freely over a considerable period in the preparation of 
the budget, and the suggested survey hearings have been open and 
well publicized, community support is virtually assured, and a rela- 
tively short period will be required to obtain definite assurance of it. 

One school system secures the help of parent-teacher association 
representatives (parent members) thruout the survey of the needs 
of individual schools, and appoints the PTA council president, the 
president of the community advisory council on education, and a 
member of the board of education to the advisory budget commit- 
tee. In this district the community is practically ready to adopt 
the budget when the budget document is prepared. On the other 
hand, if there has been little participation during a short period of 
budget preparation, much time and effort may be required to obtain 
the necessary assurance of support. In any event, the budget should 
be publicized well ahead of its adoption. 

The form of the budget—its organization, illustrations, and sup- 
porting schedules—can aid materially in securing public acceptance. 
This is one point at which the school system should put its “best 
foot forward” because the budget document will serve as the basis 
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of the attendant publicity that is prepared and for the public hear- 
ings that may be held, and eventually will be submitted to the 
board and, where required, to other approving authorities. The 
best talent available should be used in the preparation of both the 
budget document and the publicity releases that are to be issued. 
At some time during the interval of public consideration— generally, 
as early as possible—the entire lists of anticipated expenditures 
and receipts should be published. Other newspaper publicity may 
deal briefly with special items. Radio presentations are usually 
very effective. Some school systems publish attractive, well-illus- 
trated pamphlets which are sent to all parents and to other inter- 
ested persons upon request. Open hearings should be held whether 
they are required by statute or not. The type of publicity and inter- 
pretative material that may be used is limited only by the imagina- 
tion and resources of the staff. All of it may well be developed by 
staff members and students. 

Sometimes the acceptance of a proposed budget carries with it 
the raising of tax rates, the raising of assessments where the maxi- 
mum rate is inadequate, or even the levying of a new tax. These 
eventualities often involve actions of other local government offi- 
cials or a popular election, but in either case success depends even- 
tually upon public understanding and approval of the school pro- 
gram. A community will usually provide the funds for a school 
program which it has had a major share in planning. 


Submitting tbe Budget for Approval 


Final budget approval is usually the function of the board of 
education, but it may be the function of an annual school meeting 
of citizens or of some other tax-levying authority. Many heartaches 
and disappointments have come to superintendents and school staffs 
from this annual appearance before the final budget approving 
body for the school district. Lack of approval and arbitrary cuts 
in particular budget items, without sufficient reasons being given, 
are far too often the result. 

Sometimes these budget tragedies stem from petty political dif- 
ferences, but. usually they are symptomatic of a lack of sufficient 
community understanding and support of the educational program. 
If support for the school fiscal program has been built soundly 
over the years thru continuously interpreting the educational pro- 
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gram to the staff, and, with the help of the staff, to the people, the 
superintendent can generally approach the final submission of his 
budget with assurance. If the current budget has been prepared 
over a long span of time thru the full participation of staff, stu- 
dents, and representative laymen, and if an intelligent, honest 
effort is made to interpret it to the public thru appropriate pub- 
licity and open hearings, giving all concerned adequate opportunity 
to express themselves, the superintendent can look forward to its 
submission with pleasure and pride. He can feel confident that the 
budget being presented represents community consensus as to the 
educational program it wants and is willing to pay for—consensus 
of the same citizens to whom members of the board of education, 
fiscal court, or city council are responsible. 

The exact manner of presenting the budget may vary depending 
upon whether the board of education or some other approving 
authority has the responsibility for final adoption, whether sufí- 
cient time was allowed for presentation, and other factors. Wher- 
ever possible, the superintendent should arrange for an oral pres- 
entation to accompany the written document. Adequate time should 
be allowed for questions and answers concerning any item in the 
budget. Representatives of the press should be present. If the 
board of education is the final approving body, staff and lay rep- 
resentatives of the various committees that have assisted in the 
budget preparation may participate in the presentation. If the 
approving body is some group other than the board, some member 
of the board, preferably the chairman, should be added to the pres- 
entation panel. In any event, there should be present, for the moral 
support it gives, a good representation from the various groups con- 
cerned. The annual approval meeting can be changed from a dreaded 
affair into the natural culmination of sound, cooperative, continu- 
ous fiscal planning. 


Administering and Accounting for School Funds 


Education is big business—often the biggest business in the com- 
munity—and it must have efficient business management and ac- 
counting to insure good stewardship. It is also everybody's business, 
and às such, good stewardship implies that the educational values 
inherent in the school program must not be subordinated to business 
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efficiency. Short cuts in the interest of business efficiency may result 
in false economy if misunderstandings arise and staff morale is 
lowered. Staff members have a special equity in the school fund, 
and the same principles of cooperative enterprise that have been 
applied to the budgeting process should, where practicable, be em- 
ployed in the business management of the schools. 

Generally, the state department of education specifies a system 
of accounting to be used by local districts, and in many cases pro- 
vides the various forms to be used. If some state agency does not 
designate the system, the local board should do so by special resolu- 
tion. The system adopted should be consistent with the recommenda- 
tions of the U. S. Office of Education and the Association of School 
Business Officials of the United States and Canada. Steps should 
be taken to see that all phases of accounting and reporting are kept 
current, and that consistent terminology is used in the budget, the 
ledgers, and the reports that are made on school accounts. The 
accounts should be open to staff members at all times. The super- 
intendent should encourage staff members to keep informed on the 
schools’ business. 

Generally, extracurriculum funds and other internal funds in the 
individual schools are accounted for separately from board of edu- 
cation funds. Where this is the practice, the board should designate 
a standard system of accounting to be followed in all the schools 
in the system, specifying the type and frequency of reports and pro- 
viding for necessary audits. No staff member or student should be 
placed in the precarious position of having public funds or property 
in his charge without being provided a satisfactory means of account- 
ing for every item. 


Keeping Records of Board Proceedings 


The minutes of the board of education are the primary authori- 
tative records of any school system. The conditions of employment 
of personnel, contractual agreements, authorizations for purchases, 
approval of claims for payment, and many other matters of school 
business appear in the board minutes. Some of these cannot be 
found elsewhere.” So, it is important that the superintendent, who is

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often secretary to the board, see that accurate, clear, readable min- 
utes of board proceedings are prepared and properly safeguarded as 
a permanent record. The board minutes should be available at all 
times for examination by staff members and other interested citizens. 
Some superintendents duplicate the minutes after each board meet- 
ing and send copies to designated members of staff organizations 
and to parents organizations and other lay groups especially inter- 
ested in the schools. In some cases the superintendent has made 
arrangements to have representatives of such groups present at all 
regular board meetings. 


Accounting for tbe Payroll 


The business item of first concern to staff members is natura!ly 
that of personnel salary and payroll procedure. 

Proper accounting of expenditures for personal service can be made only 
if an adequate and efficient pay roll procedure has been adopted. The major 
factors to be considered in the development of a sound pay roll procedure 
after proper board resolutions of assignment or appointment indicating 
salaries, are: The pay interval (20 school days, calendar months, etc.) and 
payment dates; basis for determining amount of teacher's daily salary for 
purposes of deductions; and the mechanics of making and verifying of pay 
rolls. A satisfactory pay roll procedure is one in which the basic forms are 
prepared in the central office and forwarded to the respective individual 
Schools for entry of absences, names of substitutes, etc., in connection with 
absences and entry of consequential deductions. Other salary deductions 
such as for retirement or pension funds, credit unions, group insurance, etc., 
may be made in the school or central office. Some school systems will 
prefer to have the pay rolls prepared in the schools.’ 


Each staff member should authorize all salary deductions in ad- 
vance and in writing; the salary check should list all deductions; 


and where leave is cumulative, periodic reports of leave status 
should be provided. 


Accounting for Materials and Supplies 


Next to payroll procedures in importance to the average staff 
member is the matter of obtaining materials and supplies with which 
to work. If we expect the highest quality of service from the individ- 
ual, he should have the materials he needs in sufficient quantity to do 
the job, and he should be able to get these with a minimum of

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trouble and without undue delay. However, there are certain obli- 
gations and limitations which the individual staff member must 
observe as a member of a team operating a public business. He, as 
well as the superintendent, must be concerned with such matters 
as planning ahead for needed supplies, making every dollar buy 
as much as possible, living within the budget, and properly account- 
ing for every item of expenditure. 

Every school district should maintain a well-planned system of 
requisitioning, purchasing, storing, allocating, delivering, and ac- 
counting for materials and supplies. It should be easy to trace an 
item thru requisition, purchase order, invoice, authorization for 
payment—all properly signed—to ledger entry under the proper 
code. 

Every individual concerned should thoroly understand the opera- 
tion of the system and just what his duties are in connection with it. 
The new staff member should be shown the forms used and specifi- 
cally how he is to use each. He should understand the course the 
form will take after it leaves him, and should know the approximate 
time lag to expect. A guided trip thru the purchasing, storage, and 
accounting departments will prove most helpful in obtaining the 
desired understanding. All staff members should be urged to make 
suggestions for improving the system, and specific provision should 
be made for its periodic evaluation by a representative staff 
committee, 

Where centralized quantity purchasing is practiced—and substan- 
tial savings can be effected in this way— considerable standardiza- 
tion of the items to be used is necessary.” A staff committee, or a 
series of committees for various groups of items, may be used by 
the superintendent in determining the specifications for various 
items of supply. 


Accounting for School Property 


All property belonging to the board of education should be ac- 
counted for in some way. Either a property ledger or a card file 
System of continuing inventory by class of property should be main-

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tained. A total inventory should be maintained in the central office. 
A duplicate record of the items located in the individual school 
should be maintained by the principal or someone designated by 
him. This inventory should include name of the property, brief 
description, date of acquisition, price, location, dates of repairs or 
improvements, present condition, and such other information as may 
be appropriate for the particular item. Some system of recording 
transfers of property from one location to another should be used. 
Such a property inventory is invaluable in planning insurance cover- 
age, replacement schedules, and maintenance programs. Setting up 
such an inventory and keeping it current will require the coopera- 
tion of practically every staff member but, if properly used, will be 
of service to all. 


Administering Records and Reports 


In the interest of efficiency and prudence every school system 
must require staff members to keep certain records and to file re- 
ports on matters related to the fiscal program. Reeder comments 
appropriately on this point: 

Every school system which would be efficiently administered must 
systematically collect, organize, file, and use information which will show 
the efficiency of every employee, every pupil, every material and every 
process. . . . School employees frequently complain about the many records 
they must keep and the large number of reports they must make to their 
administrative superiors and to other officials; they complain particularly 


about making reports which they see no evidence of ever being used or 
of having been examined.!^ 


The superintendent should make clear to staff members the pur- 
pose of all reports required of them by the state department of edu- 
cation or other outside government agency, and should be sure that 
all concerned understand the terminology used, just how each report 
is to be prepared, and when it must be filed. For all the fiscal records 
and reports that are within the discretion of the superintendent, the 
staff should share the responsibility, and thru appropriate repre- 
sentation, individual members should help to decide what informa- 
tion is needed and how it is to be collected, filed, and reported. The 
records and reporting system should be reviewed periodically by the 
superintendent and staff committees. This cooperative process should

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concern itself not only with the information that should flow from 
the staff to the central office, but with information that should flow 
from the central office back to the staff. 

The staff should be provided periodically with reports on the 
amount of funds budgeted, amount spent and obligated, and the 
unencumbered balance for the various funds and for the total 
budget. Members of the staff should also be provided whatever 
additional special information they may need as to the financing 
of the special school function with which they work. Administrators 
should also share with the staff, reports of the various school audits 
and the suggestions made by auditors that may help members of the 
staff discharge their responsibilities in the fiscal program of the 
school system. 


Interdependent Aspects of Good Fiscal Planning 


Studying the community's resources and willingness to support 
an educational program, surveying school needs and relating these 
to costs, preparing and publicizing the budget, and administering 
and accounting for school funds are all interdependent aspects of 
good, continuous fiscal planning for public education. The public 
Schools are the concern of every citizen. They are the special concern 
of school staff members. If the school dollar is to purchase the maxi- 
mum educational service, if the expenditure of funds is to be thoroly 
interpreted to the supporting community in its proper relation to 
educational services, and if the community is to be brought to the 
point where it will adequately finance the continuing and often in- 
creasing demands for educational services, the superintendent must 
provide for the intelligent participation of the staff, each member 
according to his own special interest and ability, at every practicable 
point in the fiscal affairs of the school system.

CHAPTER 9 


Working Together for Good 
School-Community Relationships 


A” public schools are community schools whether the people 
working in them recognize it or not. All of them strive more 
or less faithfully to attain the objectives for which the people have 
established and supported schools. All see more or less clearly the 
interaction between the learning experiences in the schools and the 
other activities which go on in the community. There are, however, 
great differences in the number and quality of relationships which 
schools develop with their communities. 

Some school people seem to regard their communities only as 
sources of financial support, suppliers of pupils, and consumers of 
the products of education. Others see the community as the major 
laboratory for learning and community improvement as the central 
objective of the school. 

Schools must be concerned with providing opportunity for effec- 
tive learning along lines believed desirable by the supporting com- 
munities. Their primary responsibility is to enable children to build 
on the heritage of the past. This means that they are concerned 
with developing not only the skills of learning and communication, 
but also the abilities to define and solve problems and to exercise 
discriminating judgment in choosing goals and means of attaining 
goals. Persons so educated will value our free institutions, and will 
look critically upon their operation and seek constantly to make 
them more effective for the realization of our aspirations. 

Teachers and schools must use not only the resources to be found 
in books but also the living resources to be found in their commu- 
nities, where the problems of a free society are being met and dealt 
with—to a greater or lesser degree of success. 
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The relationships of schools to their communities, therefore, 

should be based on recognition of the following principles: 
_~ 1. The school is the major agency for accomplishing the goals of the 
community that can be achieved thru education. 

.2. Since all the resources for education cannot be brought into the 
“schools, the entire community must be used as a laboratory for learning. 
. 3. Motivation for learning is improved by using community problems 
~as a basis for learning experiences. 


Accepting a Community Role 


In spite of the complexity of a school system designed to meet 
the needs of all the children of all the people, individual children 
remain at the center of education. Because each child is partially 
the product of his environment, an intelligent understanding of di- 

¬ verse community factors is essential if the staff is to serve its 
children well. Helping each staff member to accept the locality as 
"my setting, too," frequently requires specific measures. 


Introducing Staff and Community 


Seldom is the assistance of an administrator, in his many-sided 
role of leader, of greater importance than in aiding staff members 
to become active citizens of their communities. In a large school 
system that assistance may have to be exercised by remote control. 
Even so, its value to staff members is tremendous. 

An intelligent sensitivity to the needs, desires, and attitudes of a 
community makes its possessor a key part of any school staff. Be- 
cause it requires deep understandings, such a sensitivity grows 
slowly. But it does grow if given, among other things, administrative 
attention seasoned with discriminating vision. A sense of belonging 
to the community is basic to the development of an attitude of 
concern about the needs of the school. 

The beginning teacher in the community-centered school will 
need Specific help in determining whether the services requested 
of him will be satisfying in both his personal and his civic life. 
Sympathetic, patient assistance from the superintendent, the princi- 
Dal and experienced classroom teachers can help eliminate mis- 
taken conclusions in this necessary part of the adjustment process. 

A superintendent May ask one or more community groups to 
work with the school staff in helping incoming teachers make their 
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first adjustment to a new setting. Such groups might be the cham- 
ber of commerce, church groups, women's clubs, service clubs, and 
the board of school trustees. 

Thru his many community contacts, the superintendent can in 
the course of a year open many doors for the civic and social ac- 
ceptance of his teachers. One city superintendent suggests to vari- 
ous women's clubs to which he speaks that they invite teachers to 
become members. 

One part of the introductory program, the value of which should 
not be overlooked, is a handbook for teachers. Thru using it, in- 
coming personnel get started on their own orientation before be- 
ginning their duties. A section on “This Is Our System,” presenting 
in a readable style the principles under which the system operates 
will have very real value. “Now You Are One of Us,” a brief inter- 
pretation of the community characteristics which usually puzzle 
newcomers can prevent some misunderstandings. Lists of profes- 
sional associations and community groups to which staff members 
may belong are helpful. So, too, is a brief explanation by a principal, 
or the president of the classroom teachers association, of the 
system's offer of counsel and advice thru designated, experienced 
colleagues. The handbook should also include a “Guide to Your 
Community" which lists places of economic, cultural, and historical 
importance and provides simple transportation maps. 

Altho representatives of local education associations may have 
met incoming teachers and helped them with their housing problems, 
the official school greeting remains an important part of the intro- 
ductory program. A warm and sincere welcome by the superintend- 
ent challenges all teachers to evaluate themselves as productive staff 
members. Selected representatives from different types of commu- 
nity agencies can add significantly to this official welcome. The 
mayor, a juvenile court judge, and a local industrial executive can 
help the staff to understand the interrelationship of school work 
and community life. Also appearing on the welcoming program 
could be the cultural representatives such as the city librarian, the 
director of the museum, symphony concert promoters, and leaders 
of other civic enterprises—all inviting the use of well-known and 
lesser-known community resources. 

Many systems include in their workshops preceding the opening 
of school a day's visit to industrial plants. All teachers are urged to 
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take advantage of this experience since industrial changes and the 
changing interests of teachers, themselves, make “retakes” worth- 
while. 

Any system's orientation program must cultivate the teacher's de- 
sire to make constructive use of the community's interest in school 
problems. For example, legitimate inquiries and requests for more 
adequate school information must not be treated as intrusions, or 
barriers will be erected between the citizens and their schools. New 
teachers should be helped to meet this problem thru faculty and 
other group meetings. Capable staff members can explain that pro- 
vision must be made for the public's participation in determining 
basic educational policies and programs. A board of education mem- 


ber may point out that, regardless of citizens committees, official ` 


control of the schools must remain with the board. He might also 
point out that policy making, however, is much more fruitful when 
the board holds regular conferences with representative citizens in- 
stead of responding only when besieged by local factions. 

An introductory program should be planned by a joint administra- 
tion-teacher committee, Both planning and executing the program 
offer exceptionally fine opportunities for delegating responsibility 
to the local teachers association. The actual introduction of staff 
members may cover many months or even the entire probationary 
period. It may even be part of an inservice program designed to 


answer the needs of belonging to and understanding this school in its 
setting. 


Aiding Staff Discovery 


Most experienced teachers look upon participation in community 
affairs as a privilege. A general lack of this feeling would surely 
merit thoughtful investigation. Savage suggests a possible solution; 
he believes that a conscious effort to listen enables superintendents 
to learn much about teacher attitudes and needs.' “Listening” visits 
to individual schools and classrooms, attendance at faculty social 
functions, and informal chats on School grounds and street corners 
will give the superintendent clues to staff interest or disinterest. 

Planned emphasis on community participation is essential. It 
can be given periodically in faculty meetings or in the programs of

year can present the results of à staff poll on the current types and 
amount of community participation along with an evaluation of 
previous staff-community cooperation. A valuable part of such a 
program is an expression of community appreciation of the work, 
skill, and ideas that the staff contributes to community affairs. 


Inviting Staff Help 


Truly perceptive teacher understanding is a boon to both school 
and community, and it develops most rapidly thru frank discussion 
and open-minded investigation. Each staff member is entitled to 
know about the group's progress, its failures, and its achievements. 
Otherwise, the result can be a frustrated “What’s the use?” attitude 
toward later studies. 

Making building representatives responsible for obtaining staff 
opinion of the problem on which the entire system needs to work 
during the ensuing year is a technic which enlists early support for 
the study of a problem. Another is preschool workshop planning of 
the area in which each department is to concentrate its cooperative 
efforts for the year, for example, collecting teaching materials on 
Specific themes and determining the grade placement of field trips 
to reduce duplication. 

Some administrators provide an opportunity each spring for their 
staff members to indicate school committees on which they are in- 
terested in serving the following year. If people are grouped on the 
basis of common interests, problems can be attacked more quickly 
and efficiently. 

Administrators know they can foster staff cooperation thru a 
regularly published bulletin which reports staff undertakings and 
achievements. Supplementary bulletins with a personal word of ap- 
proval or a letter of commendation are also valuable. Such contacts 
Show personal appreciation which, in turn, promotes staff loyalty. 

The basic elements of cooperation between school and community 
are mutual understanding, mutual forbearance, and mutual pride. 
The first of these is the greatest. When classroom activities lead out 
into the community, increased mutual understanding and improved 
staff vision are frequently simultaneous results. 

One such activity was the Christmas project of the vocational 
agriculture instructor who helped his Future Farmers make a quiet 
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study of several needy families in the community. The worthiest 
family was selected on the basis of the most commendable efforts 
to better its own condition and was generously remembered with 
food produced by the Future Farmers. 

A mathematics project based on classroom study and community 
interviews was developed into a radio program, ^Where Can People 
Borrow Money?" to increase student, teacher, and community under- 
standing of this important problem. A service club program in which 
history students presented one-minute talks for and against various 
questions of current interest, also helped to increase community 
understanding. 


Promoting Staff Growth in Understanding 


More and more, school administrators want to place education in 
a setting that will constantly set forth the fundamental relation be- 
tween the school and its community. Inservice education offers an 
opportunity, par excellence, for promoting staff understanding of the 
School system's local setting. To make sure an inservice program will 
serve local needs, the planning should be in charge of a committee 
consisting of classroom teachers, administrators, and citizens. Rich 
fields for work include a follow-up study on graduates and drop-outs 
and a study of student participation in public affairs. 

Certainly a staff should be given an opportunity to survey its own 
needs. One excellent means of bringing high-school problems to the 
surface is the Evaluative Criteria produced by the Cooperative 
Study of Secondary-School Standards. The planning of inservice 
education should also provide for annual opinion polls of citizens 
and an anonymous evaluation of the inservice program by teach- 
ers at the end of their probationary period. 


Improving Staff Services 


The committee on professional growth may profit from a member- 
ship which includes administrators and citizens as well as class- 
room teachers. This group can be responsible for listing and evalu- 
ating types of personal, professional, and community effort; for 
evaluating unusual types of service; and for recommending changes

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as needs arise. The system's inservice study can also be accredited 
by this committee. 

As mentioned earlier in this chapter, effective schools are those 
which meet the needs of children, youth, and adults of the com- 
munity. To meet these needs, suggestions for improving staff serv- 
ices are offered in five areas. 


Bettering Classroom Instruction 


The improvement of classroom instruction is the most important 
factor in the improvement of the quality of life within a school and 
a community. The many new instructional methods being used in 
American schools are continuously being improved by the class- 
room teachers using them. The following ideas for cooperative work 
are offered as amplification of the experiments and refining already 
in progress. 

Many schools now provide a workshop before the opening of 
school. Departmental groups, planning the year's instructional pro- 
gram, can learn much from well-informed, interested lay members. 
Such lay members may have worthwhile opinions on how the 
purposes of departmental instruction are blending school and com- 
munity aims, and on how community resources may be used in 
furthering this objective. Community opinion is also worth noting 
in evaluating the materials now in use and in determining what 
materials should be eliminated. 

One session of the workshop may be devoted to an evaluation 
of one phase of the school’s program. Such a meeting may have a 
Citizen as chairman. The discussion may center around what par- 
ents consider the fine points of the work, where the work may be 
weak, and the kinds of information parents would like to have re- 
ported during the year. To make this session of maximum benefit, 
teachers must be prepared to listen. The quiet defense of high- 
quality practices may be necessary at times but, for the most part, 
this should be a listening experience for staff members. 

One result of the workshop may well be a revision of the progres- 
sion of concepts by which children grow in understanding and 
competency in the work of a given curriculum area. When a staff- 
Citizen committee sets up a year's design for continued planning, 
selection of materials, and purchasing of equipment, both school 
and community gain, The school benefits from the combined judg- 
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ment; the community gains an increased knowledge of the amount 
and the thoroness of the school planning being done. 


Capitalizing on Staff Organizations 


Custodians, bus drivers, and secretaries can be assets in the 
community relations of the school system. The secretarial con- 
tacts, for example, are of special importance, for a system is 
constantly judged by the way its telephones are answered, the way 
its visitors are received, and by the quality of its correspondence. 
Learning proper telephone technics and receptionist methods can 
transform mediocre work. Providing school stationery printed in 
good taste and on good paper is a must. So, too, is insistence that 
the inexperienced typists follow a specific correspondence form 
and that their letters be checked by a capable stenographer. 

Professional groups within the system are of great importance. 
Individuals who have the stability necessary for a continuing or- 
ganization have abilities which should be utilized for the welíare 
of the system. Whether it is an administrative organization or a 
local education association, the group has committees well quali- 
fied to assume responsibility. Meeting incoming teachers and as- 
sisting with housing problems; a welcoming social event which one 
system calls its “autumn faculty fiesta"; a spring retirement tea 
with appropriate commemoration—all are responsibilities which can 
be delegated. A public relations committee for a special election 
campaign with telephone chains, coffee counter contacts, and good 
radio discussions has been used by professional groups. Working 
out faculty growth requirements and supporting the superintend- 
ent's presentation of plans to the board of education are other pos- 
sibilities. Delegation of important work to the system’s administra- 
tive and professional organizations is proof of faith in the staff’s 
ability to share professional responsibilities. That faith, in turn, 


generates staff esteem for the administrative leader and assures 
better service by all. 


Using Community Resources 


The school that uses its community as a teaching and learning 
laboratory is using live ammunition. Pupils of all ages are interested 
in what goes on around them; they wish to learn more; and they 
can remember and use what they learn. 
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A junior high-school social studies class studying community 
traffic safety may gather facts on bicycle riding in an area where 
a bad traffic problem exists. Finding out whether youth or oldsters 
are involved in a higher percent of accidents will arouse commu- 
nity interest. The study may point out the most common violations, 
may draw attention to needed safety regulations, and can lead 
to a class request that a city council member introduce a specific 
city ordinance. 

Schroth reports an excellent use of community resources in the 
teaching of homemaking.” The girls in a cooking class in a Scandi- 
navian area frequently mentioned dishes they had heard about from 
older people. For them, the smorgasbord was a recognized event. So 
that the girls could learn more about Swedish dishes, four excellent 
Swedish cooks were invited to work with the class in the study 
and preparation of Scandinavian foods. Out of this study came 
a small cookbook prepared by the girls and women of the com- 
munity. It contained the best recipes for such foods as kringlor, 
limpa bread, and fruktsoffa. The actual recipe writing and ex- 
perimentation were done under the direction of women who had 
received direct instruction from their mothers and grandmothers. 

In the search for a unifying factor in American secondary educa- 
tion, it is possible that the real force has been overlooked because 
it lies so close at hand. That force may prove to be groups and 
individuals within the immediate reach of the school. The commu- 
nity school seeks the cooperation of every individual and group 
Who can contribute to the attainment of school-community objec- 
tives. Bankers, doctors, religious leaders, the veteran home from 
Overseas duty, the mother who sews and cooks and serves as 
Red Cross chairman, the father remodeling a house, the gardener 
growing new varieties of plants, the oldest inhabitant remembering 
the early days—each may be useful in the educative process.* 

Whether parents show slides of a recent trip to a part of the 
country being studied or businessmen explain the operation of an 
industrial process, the situation should be lifelike. Sitting with a 
Student group in an interview-discussion procedure—answering

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questions and listening to student opinion—is of value to lay 
people, too. Because teaching and learning cannot be separated, 
adults. who come to school to share their experiences learn something 
in return. 


One type of community participation is made possible by the 
willingness of some parents to serve in the classroom for short 
periods of time. In freeing its teachers to attend a funeral, one 
school discovered that every room had among its parents at least 
one experienced former teacher willing to give assistance. While 
professional standards cannot be lowered or children exploited, 
schools can find in their communities many adults willing to enrich 
classroom programs. 

Community surveys made by school representatives may be 
bettered by the presence of lay members. In advisory capacities, as 
guides to community opinion, in exploring community peculiarities, 
lay members may give assistance to their schools. At the same time 
they can learn discussion methods and problem-solving technics 
from their schools. я 

One small school conducted а survey of the mathematics needs 
of its community, compiled the findings, and thru members of its 
citizens committee, returned to participants an over-all view of 
community responses and suggestions. Those interviewed were grati- 
fied and the survey filled a twofold purpose: providing useful in- 
formation for the school staff and furnishing a picture of com- 
munity opinion for laymen. 
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Sharing New Ideas 


Because classroom teachers have frequent opportunities thru 
workshops and college courses to learn better group technics, they 
have unique opportunities to serve their communities thru sharing 
this knowledge. Of many possible examples, the following are 
typical; With small six-member “buzz sessions" within larger 
groups, all members participate within a short time. Staff members 
trained in group technics can assist by observing meetings, noting 
types of contributions, and making progress reports, all of which 
aid in group progress. One community invited citizens to attend a 
10-hour art workshop conducted by a manufacturer of school art 
supplies. Ministers planning vacation Bible schools proved to be 
the greatest beneficiaries. 

In good-sized systems school fairs in which all the services of 
the schools are on display in one central place have proved popular 
with citizens. Some sections are devoted to the display of school 
equipment from the smallest test tube up to the heaviest piece of 
machinery. 

Areas of instruction on display in school fairs should involve 
the entire community. English and social studies classes display 
the recorded history of the community thru photographs and heir- 
looms borrowed from homes. Students speak briefly on significant 
phases of the community's past and on potentialities for its future. 
Industrial and fine arts classes display collections from homes, the 
exceptional pieces by local artists, and designs for the beautification 
of community eyesores. Short talks on local crafts—the part they 
play in cultural life and their industrial possibilities—accompany 
the display. Mathematics classes display and explain the adaptation 
and use of community materials in their analyses of helpful and 
harmful advertising, instalment buying, and sources of community 
credit. Language classes illustrate the art and culture of the people 
whose language is being studied with articles produced by people 
of that national extraction residing in the community. 


Utilizing Staff Abilities in the Community 


Life in small communities tends to revolve about the schools, 
clubs, civic undertakings, and personal associations. The education 
of teachers prepares them to make invaluable contributions as 
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friendly, happy people; they are accepted as good citizens, willing 
to help in churches, clubs, and community drives and plans. 
Numerous civic and cultural groups are started and then flourish 
because of the interest and work of school people. Small community 
churches sometimes owe their continued existence to the time and 
effort contributed by members of the school staff. Many community 
undertakings evoke calls for the experience or professional training 
of educators. Understandable is the viewpoint of those lay citizens 
who believe that what teachers bring to their communities over and 
above teaching skill can be as valuable as the reading and writing 
taught in their classrooms. Observable and not to be underestimated 
is the continuous community use of the specialized training of the 
staff's musicians; its analysts of history; its artists; and its shop, 
homemaking, and vocational agriculture instructors. 

Other equally valuable contributions may be made by the staff's 
speakers. When invitations to address an audience are considered 
an honor, the expended effort can increase both the speakers 
capability and his community stature. Building a file of staff 
Speakers with the subjects they are prepared to discuss facilitates 
responding to community calls for information or for programs. 
Keeping a personal notebook of random thoughts, newspaper clip- 
pings, and notes on unusual happenings is an excellent preparatory 
device for staff speakers. 

Another type of community service is rendered by staff members 
who have the know-how of observing group interaction. They are 
the promotors of the feeling of unity which assures the success of 
community undertakings. As Strang points out: 

Some members improve interaction in a group by their special verbal 
ability. They can say what many others only think, From time to time 
they will state clearly and accurately the essential content of a groping 
discussion, Persons with verbal facility are needed in any group.” 

When a staff member combines this facility with truly perceptive 
vision and an understanding mind, he becomes unusually valuable 
in community work. Sometimes thru the assistance of such a person, 
adults with special talents can cultivate in others something of their 


own skill. Thus an entire community can be made to benefit from 
the ability of one of its members.

SCHOOL-COMMUNITY RELATIONSHIPS 
Maintaining Community-Staff Partnerships 


When a school staff is composed of normal citizens who believe 
in and cultivate simple, friendly relations with a wide variety of 
people, partnerships with the public are plentiful and are subject 
to only occasional and normal periods of strain. There are many 
community-school contacts which develop channels along which 
can be kept moving an easy, informal flow of ideas and suggestions 
from community to school and from school to community. Some of 
these have been touched upon in this chapter; others are dealt with 
in the publications of the National School Public Relations Asso- 
ciation;? and still others have been described in previous AASA 
yearbooks.* 


Furnisbing Desired Information 


As previously noted, children are the heart of good schools. 
Parents have the right to request information about their own 
children. Most schools now supply several kinds of school news. 
In many localities, schools are trying to find the most satisfactory 
way of making progress reports. 

Replacing old-type report cards with individual conferences with 
parents is the subject of much experimentation at present. The 
first-grader who reads for his parents during a conference is ac- 
tually demonstrating Ais degree of mastery of a basic skill. In some 
cases a demonstration can prove harmful to the ineffective learner, 
but it is also true that wisely handled pupil-teacher-parent confer- 
ences help all involved to understand the nature of pupil strengths 
and weaknesses. Such discussions promote better acceptance of 
specific kinds of training in developing those competencies all 
people should have. Whatever reporting method is finally adopted 
should be worked out thru parent-staff cooperation. And it should 
be satisfying to both community and school. i

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in increased parent reading.? The report must also include evidence 
that the achievements of a school measure up to its claims. If the 
system believes it has a good vocational department, the report 
should indicate how many of its vocational graduates are now 
employed and where. 


The Importance of Being Human 


Sometimes the simple things are the most effective in promoting 
constructive school-community relationships. For one thing, most 
laymen like teachers who are good listeners. The parent with a prob- 
lem about his child, the civic leader disturbed about the teaching 
of patriotism, the employer looking for well-trained high-school 
graduates, the local official concerned about governmental functions 
—these are but a few of the cases where the classroom teacher, the 
principal, or the superintendent can really listen. Often he can sense 
trends in public opinion, discover community tensions which may 
be alleviated by the school program, note barriers to community 
cooperation, or obtain ideas for suitable educational goals.

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In most of our school systems, citizens and educators meet in 
dozens of informal situations—in business, civic, social, and religious 
groups as well as in professional meetings. From the total of these 
contacts, plus the reaction to what goes on in school, comes the 
distillation of community opinion of teachers. Casual, friendly 
contacts between teachers and their grocers, milkmen, and service 
station attendants break down the natural barriers which tend to 
exist between members of the profession and many people with less 
formal schooling. Antagonisms in those same relationships, however, 
pyramid surprisingly when important school issues are at stake. 

Telephoning the home about a pupil's success, calling to see a new 
baby or to offer help in case of trouble, and making short home 
visits before difficulty arises have repeatedly proved their worth. 
What to observe without criticism in an undesirable home, why 
it is best to be slow to give advice to parents, and good ways of 
keeping notes on home visits are excellent points for staff study. 


Supplying Community Leadersbip 


Each staff member who participates constructively in the pro- 
grams of other community agencies is beginning to develop his own 
leadership potential. All educators must decide which agencies they 
are most interested in helping, be sure they make real contributions, 
and then not spread themselves too thin. Again it should be noted 
that many localities fashion their community life from the ingredients 
of school activities, civic or religious undertakings, and personal 
associations. Beyond the line of classroom duty, staff members 
can supply much of the lifeblood of such localities. 

Some community agencies now recognize the importance of 
guaranteeing the continuous development of youthful leadership. 
The monthly Rotary invitation to one high-school senior boy to 
attend each regular Rotary meeting as a junior Rotarian is a step 
in that direction. Several other service clubs practice counterparts 
of the same plan. 

Those teachers who find ways for their students to take part in 
the work of community agencies are helping to assure future com- 
munity leadership. Student council representatives by contact and 
Work with government officials receive essential training. High- 
School civic-experience classes can provide participation opportuni- 
ties for a significant number of students. Each member of such

experience should be recognised, even tho certain safeguants must 
tho be maintained A newspaper request for a column of school 
news leads, thru a learning opportunity, to regular, student supplied 
articles. If a public lbrary wishes to expand its circulation, а 
change in the school bus schedule makes it possible for students 
to stop at the library on their way home for books for themselves 
aed for their parents. Various groups ask for rooms for meetings, 
study, amd recreation. When desirable, the school building is kept 
open thru the day and during the evenings хо that responsible 
groupe can use it. 

Sometimes schools start а needed community service and con. 
боме it ший an appropriate agency or person can take it over 
A repair shop for farm machinery, a cannery, а health clinic. an 
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Scout organization, a motion 
house are examples of services 
localities thru a willingness to 
share the abilities of their own trained personnel. While filling an 
immediate need, the school discovers and develops leadership which 
сап take over and carry on such services, Always the school guards 
against assuming the proper functions of other agencies or going 
into business for itself with students as unpaid labor. 

Diversified service can be promoted only by staff members who 
believe in the philosophy upon which it rests. Thus, teachers need 
to be helped at the outset of their service to see themselves as more 
than instructors. They are, indeed, co-planners and partners in a 
school which stands at the center of its community. 
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attempts at school-community cooperation have failed because 
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For today's superintendent, then, there is а double challenge.

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CHAPTER. 10 


Evaluation of Staff Relationships 


HE evaluation of staff relationships goes on consciously or un- 
jp nearly all the time. It is reflected in many actions of 
staff members, some of the most revealing being those that happen 
spontaneously. 

A young teacher who had been in his first position only a few 
weeks commented: *I just don't know how I could have gotten along 
had it not been for Miss Smith across the hall. She seemed to know 
instinctively when I needed something explained; her spirit and 
friendliness seem to be characteristic of the whole school." This is 
an example of the informal, spontaneous way in which classroom 
teachers frequently evaluate staff relationships. 

The superintendent has no job more important than that of or- 
ganizing and stimulating his staff to work toward worthy and com- 
pelling goals. At its worst a staff may be one big, happy family that 
cooperates beautifully in perpetuating its individual and group com- 
placency, or a happy group of “eager beavers” motivated to the 
energetic pursuit of fleeting fancies that have little relationship to 
significant aims of education. Consequently, it is not enough to 
evaluate staff relationships per se; these relationships must be evalu- 
ated in terms of staff progress toward providing the best possible 
education for children and youth. To be fair, such an appraisal 
needs to consider certain limiting factors that may be temporarily or 
permanently beyond the control of the superintendent and his staff. 

At its ultimate level, appraisal should be in terms of the effects of 
learning experiences that emerge in the lives of boys and girls. These 
effects, however, are difficult to measure objectively and sometimes 
they do not become evident for many years. Thus, it may be neces- 
sary to appraise such "intermediate" results as: 


^ 1. Constructive modification of the curriculum 
22. Improved instruction 
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„£3. Better staff morale 
„4. Individual growth of staff members 

5. Improved school-community relations. 

It is also useful to examine the situation from other standpoints 
like amount and quality of staff participation, opportunity for exer- 
cise of initiative and creativity, flexibility of staff organization, and 
freedom and ease of two-way communication. 

Staff relationships are good when all members are working co- 
operatively and effectively toward goals that have meaning for the 
individual members of the staff and which promise to result in sig- 
nificant experiences for boys and girls. The development of such 
relationships is the foremost duty of the superintendent. 


Evaluation in Terms of Educational Goals 


An appraisal of staff relationships should begin with a study of 
the goals and purposes that the individual schools and school system 
have agreed to pursue. And we should question whether these goals 
are consistent with American democratic principles. Staff relation- 
ships in a democracy should be quite different from those that 
might be expected under a dictatorship. In a representative democ- 
racy a public-school system has some responsibility. for developing 
patterns of democratic organization and behavior. If our schools 
are really to help keep us free, the persons who are to interpret 
our freedoms to youth must themselves work in an organizational 
pattern in which the relationships among staff members give con- 


vincing evidence of the ideas and ideals that the school wishes to 
establish. 


Scale of Values 


Educational objectives depend upon a scale of values and must 


grow out of the life of a people. This thought is aptly expressed by 
the Educational Policies Commission: 


The purposes of schools and other social agencies are not “discovered” 
as a prospector strikes a gold-mine., They evolve; they reflect and interact 
with the purposes which permeate the life of the people. In each of the 
phases of individual and social living, there are elements which people 
commend, others which they condemn. Such judgments are based, in the 
last analysis, on moral standards or ideals, That which, out of their intel- 
ligence and experience, the people declare to be good, they will attempt 
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to maintain and perpetuate for the benefit of their children and their 
children's children. They strive through education to transmit what they 
think is good to all the generations to come. 

The stated purposes of the school system should be a healthy 
reflection of a dynamic organization, not only sensitive to change 
but also rooted in our democratic and spirtual heritage. The state- 
ments of purpose should be formulated with vision and should stimu- 
late action; they should not be a rehash of platitudes borrowed from 
another system in a different setting. 


Purposes Grow Out of Study and Planning 


The superintendent must assume the responsibility for leadership 
in defining and stating these purposes. This responsibility, however, 
does not imply that the purposes are to be written by the superin- 
tendent and delivered to classroom teachers, principals, and other 
staff members in the spirit of a Moses just returning from Mount 
Sinai. 

Educational purposes must be developed thru cooperative effort 
and thru representation of those affected by the purposes and re- 
sponsible for their attainment. This procedure emphasizes the fact 
that such purposes should grow out of the study, planning, and 
experience of staff members, parents, pupils, and other community 
representatives—all working together. 

Talks with individual teachers will quickly reveal whether they 
feel a sense of responsibility that extends beyond their individual 
classrooms. It will be helpful to determine whether members of 
the custodial staff understand the relationship of their jobs to the 
effectiveness of what teachers are trying to accomplish. Maids may 
feel that they are simply pushing dirt with a broom, or they may 
gain the satisfaction that comes from knowing that they are doing 
an important job in creating and maintaining an environment in 
which children can live and learn more effectively. 


Goals Determine Principles and Practices 


Educational goals and purposes should become the criteria by 
which principles, practices, and results are continually appraised.

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A school system may have one of its goals expressed in the following 
manner: “The school should seek opportunities for its pupils to 
understand and practice good citizenship." It would then be in order 
to look beyond the marks that pupils make in social studies to ac- 
curately appraise the program in relationship to the school's own 
stated objectives. In such a school, for example, one might reason- 
ably expect to find pupils working thru duly elected representative 
groups in solving school and community problems. 

Good staff relationships not only are related to the general educa- 
tional objectives of the school but also must result in good working 
relationships between pupil and pupil and between pupil and adult. 

During the past football season a rumor of ill feeling between the 
bands of two senior high schools was reported anonymously to the 
press and police. The resulting publicity seemed likely to set the 
stage for a clash between groups representing the two schools. Con- 
sequently, the police department asked for a conference with the 
superintendent of schools. The superintendent called in the princi- 
pals, and the press also requested permission to be present. The 
representatives of the press were asked not to play up unsubstanti- 
ated rumors; they agreed. It was then suggested to the reporters 
that if they were looking for a real story, they might go at lunch 
time to one of the high schools where representatives of the two 
schools were meeting to discuss the rumored ill feeling. 

The press reported later that the student leaders were not aware 
that such ill feeling existed. The students decided, however, that in 
the light of the rumors and resulting publicity some preventive 
planning should be done before their annual Thanksgiving Day 
game. As a result, they drew up a program which included visiting 
rival schools for pep rallies; planning floats as part of the pregame 
festivities; and asking the mayor, the superintendent of schools, and 

‘the two principals to select the best float from each school. The 
details of the plan were worked out by students from the two schools 
and presented to the principals for approval. The results of this 
planning were evident at the game; the sportsmanship and quality 
of performance were at an unprecedented high level. 

The foregoing illustration has been given in some detail to em- 
phasize the importance of good relationships among the staff, pupils, 
and community, and to show how the appraisal of such relationships 
relates to the educational purposes of the schools. 
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In the evaluation of staff relationships it is not only important to 
determine the quality of the relationships, but it is also desirable to 
identify those factors and practices responsible for the existing situa- 
tions, whether they be good or bad. It then becomes fairly easy to 
diagnose the situation, to set up a preventive program to eliminate 
the trouble spots, and to capitalize on the strong points in the exist- 
ing program. 


Discernible Effects of Good Staff Relationships 


Evaluation of staff relationships can be accomplished by relating 
aims and practices to the principles of American democracy. It 
is also possible to evaluate results by objective and subjective 


. methods. The first method of evaluation can be done at any time, 


but the evaluation of results requires a lapse of time—sometimes 
more time than is in a normal life span. 

Evaiuation must be closely related to the effective attainment of 
goals. Even tho many people may be satisfied with their own opinion, 
the schoolboard and the superintendent must constantly seek more 
reliable data as a basis for future planning and action. This state- 
ment is not intended to mean that we should throw out or discredit 
subjective evaluation, for it plays a great part in decision making 
in our American democracy. Both types of evaluation should be used 
as effectively as human frailties will permit. 

Good staff relationships then become a means to an end; they 
will produce significant changes in various phases of the school 
program that are discernible and, to a degree, measurable. 


Modifications of the Curriculum 


The curriculum of the school should indicate clearly the kind 
and quality of experiences that the staff feels are important in the 
lives of youth. Consequently, it will be important to see whether 
the curriculum is static, or whether modifications are made to meet 
the needs of boys and girls of today. Of course, the modifications 
Will need to be appraised, for there is no virtue in change per se. 
The answers to certain questions provide a helpful analysis of staff 
relationships in this area: 

7e Is the curriculum revised periodically i in the light of changing needs? 
>e How frequently are such revisions made? 
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Is there a continuous process of study and planning? 
Does the community have any part in this process? 
Do pupils have an opportunity to express themselves? 
—* What is the amount and quality of staff participation? 
-” Do staff members exercise initiative and creative ability? 
22% Is there freedom of communication within the staff and between the 
staff and community? 


This process can be carried a step further by relating the changes 
in the curriculum to the quality of instruction that boys and girls 
are receiving in the classroom. 


Improved Instruction 


How good is the instructional program? Is it improving? Class- 
room teachers, pupils, parents, and businessmen will all have opin- 
ions on this important subject, and these opinions cannot wisely 
be ignored. They may be based on objective as well as subjective 
data. The classroom teacher may base his opinion on the quality of 
his present class, and he may have the results of tests to substantiate 
his opinion. Objective data should be used as effectively as possible 
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to substantiate or to change subjective evaluations. The quality of 
performance in arithmetic is related to the quality of teaching, 
which in turn is usually related to staff relationships. Consequently, 
objective test scores in arithmetic and job performance afford ex- 
amples of measures usually considered valid. 

The area of instruction should be carefully appraised, for the 
effects of good or bad staff relationships will be readily discernible. 
Conferences with teachers, pupils, and parents can reveal much con- 
cerning the instructional program, but at times they may be even 
more revealing of human relationships. Every administrator should 
try to find out what his staff really thinks of him just as each teacher 
should try to know the attitude of his class. This knowledge > may not 
always be comforting, but it is usually excellent medicine for a bad 
case of complacency. 

It is important to determine whether there is a feeling of group 
belongingness and understanding on the part of administrators, 
teachers, pupils, and parents. Since the school exists for teaching 
and learning, the effects of staff relations in this area are quite 
significant. 


High Staff Morale 


High morale is that elusive quality in individual and group action 
that sets the stage for doing the seemingly impossible. The absence 
of this quality causes an otherwise good individual or organization 
to flounder when the going becomes a little difficult. 

Morale is always related to the individual's concept of the im- 
portance of the job to be done. Evidence of high or low morale will 
be found in practically all activities. 


Better School-Community Relations 


The attitude of the community toward its schools usually does not 
vary a great deal from that of staff members, especially if staff 
Members are properly informed and are involved in making im- 
Portant decisions. An enthusiastic classroom teacher who has a sense 
of responsibility for the school program, a well-adjusted pupil 
who is making excellent progress, and a custodian who feels his 
job is important—all experience a strong compulsion to tell the 
community how they feel. The community then judges the ‘school 
in part thru the eyes of those who are directly connected with it. 
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Another test of staff relationships, to be applied first to the school- 
board and administration, is the desire to listen to what the com- 
munity has to say. Criticisms can be accepted graciously and acted 
upon promptly and wisely. The staff that has a sense of unity and 
purpose of its own will usually be more eager to involve the com- 
munity in reaching important decisions. Here again staff participa- 
tion in the community, freedom of communication, flexibility of 
organization, and individual initiative reveal a telling story about the 
effects of good staff relationships. 


Individual Growth 


Staff relationships may be evaluated from another point of view. 
Are they contributing to the observable and measurable growth of 
persons? An intangible consciousness called “spirit” characterizes 
a group where individual members are growing personally as they 
seek better ways of doing things. Identifiable indexes of progress are 
usually present also in such situations. Leaders will emerge from 
such a program and will move into positions of greater responsibility. 
A greater number of persons will be working more effectively on 
committees and in school and community organizations. Growth 
takes place in individuals, and the development of a program simply 
reflects this growth of persons. 

An improved quality of leadership represents the hope and prom- 
ise of better relationships. The important consideration for our 
purpose here is that within a given school system proper provision 
be made for developing leadership all along the line. This concern 
does not refer only to identifying and developing persons to be- 
come principals, supervisors, and superintendents, important as that 
part of the program is. Expertness must be encouraged and used 
wherever it is found. The good leader in a democracy must be more 
of a coordinator than a soloist; it is more important to recognize 
the leadership qualities of others than to dramatize one's own. This 
is an important consideration in building good staff relationships 


and in securing effective action. The following quotation emphasizes 
this point of view: 


. By delegating responsibility to subordinates, superiors not only get the 
job done, but at the same time they give the subordinate a chance to learn 
by doing. This expands his opportunity, helps complicate his life in a 
healthy way, and provides a satisfying personal experience. More execu- 
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tives are realizing that it is not the number of decisions they make that 
determines their success, but rather the number of actions of others that 
they approve.” 


Evaluating Quality and Quantity 


This section deals with some of the practices and conditions that 
usually accompany a good program. No attempt is made to catalog 
all the good practices that a comprehensive survey might reveal, 
but a few examples are cited for those schools that may wish to 
look critically at themselves. In such an analysis, there will also be 
certain observable conditions that are classifiable neither as prac- 
tices nor as end results. Perhaps the term “intermediate results" 
will satisfactorily describe such conditions. 

For example, one school system discusses the school budget with 
representatives of all school employee groups, who in turn are en- 
couraged to take vital budget information back to all employees. 
This practice is good because some employees are known to explain 
certain aspects of the budget to other people in the community, and 
better understanding results. Other employees express confidence in 
the schoolboard and administration because they are kept informed 
on budgetary matters. This practice, then, contributes to higher 
morale, but even high morale is not an end in itself except for what 
it does for the good of others. The result in this case must be meas- 
ured in terms of what happens to boys and girls. If this practice 
helps to secure more adequate financial support for the employment 
of better teachers, it has contributed to another intermediate re- 
sult. The final result will be better trained, more capable youth. 


Positive Practices 


Much of the evaluation of good staff relationships must concern 
itself with the presence of good practices and conditions, because 
the ultimate effect of such practices upon boys and girls may never 
be fully or completely known. Such an evaluation, then, may look 
for the number of good practices and attempt to appraise their 
quality in relation to the conditions that they seem to produce. 
Or, perhaps, a better procedure would be to look for those con- 
ditions or intermediate results that are usually present where good

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staff relationships exist, and then look for the practices that con- 
tribute to the conditions. 

Morale has come to be regarded as the prime requisite for an 
efficient and effective organization in education as well as in busi- 
ness. 

In an army, a school system, or an industrial plant, there is no substitute 
for morale. The main difference between men and machines is that the 
productivity of a man is determined very largely by the way he feels about 
his job and the other employees with whom he works, and by his attitude 
toward the company that employs him. There is an old saying that loyalty 
has no price. One can hire “hands” but the “hands” are of little value if 
the man who owns them feels that he is not being treated fairly by the 
management. 

The very use of the term “hands” in referring to employees ( commonly 
encountered a few years ago and still prevalent in rural areas) reflects 
a mistaken viewpoint by management, as a man's hands alone are never 
hired. The whole man is always hired, and the whole man brings to work 
a good many things besides his hands. He brings the effects of too many 
or too few spankings as a child; of whether he won or lost in last night's 
card game; of whether his wife sent him to work with a scolding or a kiss; 
of whether or not the company “docked” his wages when he was home last 
week with a sick child. Such things as these are of vital importance in 
determining an employee's real value to a company. And such things as 


these, considered together for the whole working force, determine the 
morale of an industrial plant. 


Good morale and desirable attitudes do not develop by accident, 
and low morale and poor attitudes also have their contributory 
causes. Various studies indicate that there are certain common ele- 
ments present where morale is high, and the number and the quality 
of the elements bear directly on good staff relationships. For ex- 
ample, employees think that their jobs are important. This con- 
dition results from desirable practices, including discussion with top 
personnel of individual job relationships to the total educational 
program. Individuals or their representatives are given an oppor- 
tunity to explain their jobs to their associates; for example, the cus- 
todian explains to the school faculty what is involved in cleaning 
the building. 

These practices also contribute to teamwork and mutual help- 
fulness. For example, the maids may point out that they would have 


more time for dusting if the teachers would see that pupils do not 
leave paper on the floor.

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Evidence of good communication may be found in employee com- 
ments expressing a knowledge and understanding of certain changes 
affecting working conditions, Further study may show that several 
of the changes were proposed by employees thru a suggestion box 
or some other means. Perhaps the proposed changes were further dis- 
cussed in the administrative council and employee group meetings. 
Written copies of the proposals were sent to all employees affected. 
Employees then participated in the decision thru recommendations 
sent by their representatives to the schoolboard thru the superin- 
tendent of schools. 

The quality of staff relationships is also reflected in the attitudes 

of the staff toward the community, and vice versa. Consequently, 
the evaluator should look for evidence of cooperation in seeking 
solutions to important problems. Do the schools use radio, television, 
and newspapers to interpret their programs to the public? Do 
classroom teachers explain to parents what they are doing and why? 
Is there an active PTA or other parent-teacher group in the school? 
Do citizens visit the schools; and do teachers visit business, industry, 
and other community enterprises? 
/ Does the administration keep the staff informed to the point that 
individual members can and will take important information to the 
community? Think of the possibilities if the schools were ever to 
use even reasonably well their contacts with the community thru 
employees and pupils! Whether or not staff members feel any re- 
sponsibility to carry thru on this opportunity will be a good meas- 
ure of their sense of belonging to the total organization. 

Are pupils informed and encouraged by classroom teachers to 
take part in the interpretive job between school and community? 
Parents are likely to see the school and the teachers thru the eyes 
of their children. Does the school use the strategic position of the 
Pupils and permit them to participate in planning that affects both 
School and community? 

Such are some of the questions that the superintendent may ask 
as he looks at this important area. 


Negative A spects 


The quality of relationships and the reasons therefor will some- 
times appear in bolder outline as the result of identifying pitfalls 
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that may have retarded the development of a good program. There- 
fore, it may prove helpful to take a look at the negative aspects of 
staff relationships and attempt to point out a few practices that 
tend to prevent or destroy good relationships. 

One of the most destructive of these negative practices is the 
development of a “closed door" policy—the practice of some ad- 
ministrators of being hard to see. As a result, people feel that de- 
cisions are made behind closed doors without considering all the 
facts. An employee or a citizen who is aggrieved has the right to be 
heard by the superintendent. Channels to the schoolboard must also 
be kept open so that employees and the public feel that they can and 
will be heard if their problems cannot be resolved otherwise. Failure 
to supply essential information to staff members can prove fatal to 
a good program. 


Laissez-faire methods whereby neither the administrator nor 
members of the employees organization show concern about the 
individual usually lead to low morale and high turnover. On the 
other hand, it is possible to 80 to the other extreme—to the point 
that the individual wishes more than anything else to be let alone. 
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Promising too much and raising false hopes should be carefully 
avoided. This practice can be just as harmful as evading issues. 

The superintendent should avoid playing favorites and having 
pets who are privileged persons because of the favored positions 
they hold. 

Creating a new job without defining the duties and responsibilities 
puts the individual filling it in a difficult position and tends to make 
his associates suspicious and resentful of his activities. 

A program to promote good staff relations must be planned; it 
is not the result of chance or accident. Failure to provide top ad- 
ministrative supervision usually results in a poor program. Mecha- 
nistic devices of personnel administration at best are poor substitutes 
for a good program of human relationships. Sometimes the person 
in authority makes the decision because he feels, or others expect, 
that the decision should be made by the person in authority. 

These practices do not constitute an exhaustive list; they are only 
suggestive of negative practices. All factors mentioned depend on 
the quality of human relationships. 


Technics of Evaluating Staff Relationships 


To determine the quality of human relationships within an organi- 
zation, appraisal should be both conscious and continuous. At times 
a well-planned intensive appraisal is desirable. In any event, the 
purpose of such appraisals must be not only to secure accurate in- 
formation, but also to stimulate a better quality of relationships. 


Opinion Surveys 


Opinion surveys are often used to gain from staff members, pupils, 
and community their impressions of the quality and quantity of 
Staff relationships. Certainly the opinions of the schoolboard should 
be considered in any type of appraisal. It is important for the staff 
to know what the schoolboard thinks and for the schoolboard to 
know what the community thinks on this important subject. 

To secure objective data, consideration can be given to such 
factors as absenteeism, tardiness, participation in volunteer activi- 
ties, cases of disciplinary action, employee turnover, grievances, 
and employee statements reflecting attitudes and giving causes for 
attitudes reflected. 
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Business and industry have made rather extensive use of attitude 
and morale scales. Altho much of this type of evidence must be 
considered subjective, an attempt has been made to weight some of 
these opinions in order to establish a degree of validity and reliability. 

A good example of an opinion survey is the Science Research As- 
sociates’ SRA Educators Opinion Inventory.* The first page of the 
five-page booklet is given here as a sample. All statements can be 
marked “Agree”, “?”, or “Disagree.” There is also an answer book- 
let which simply requires the checking of the desired answer.

2. 'The condition of the building and grounds here makes this a pleasant 
place to work 
3. In general, I’m satisfied with the textbooks in our classes

Sharma of the Midwest Administration Center, University of 
Chicago, uses a somewhat different approach in a questionnaire de- 
signed to sample classroom teacher opinion on staff relations." This 
eight-page inquiry provides a list of school activities that require 
decision making and asks the teacher to identify the persons or 
agencies in the school system who make the decisions. The re- 
spondent is also asked to report the persons and agencies who he 
thinks should make various types of decisions. Separate space is 
provided for the respondent to indicate the degree to which he is 
or is not satisfied with various conditions and practices in his school 


System. 


Staff Evaluation 


Because of the stimulating effects of self-evaluation, this form of 
appraisal should be used continuously. The procedures employed 
may range from individual checklists on human relations to planned 
staff evaluations involving a variety of instruments and technics. 

The comprehensive evaluation should start with staff appraisal 
and may then extend to the use of outside resources. Many selí- 
evaluation methods now in use are subjective altho there is an 
increasing effort to secure objective or semiobjective data. Such 
a plan may start with an attempt of the staff to evaluate itself thru 
the use of checklists, morale-measuring instruments, anecdotal 
records, case studies, and study groups. The staff may even try to 
document case studies to the point that it actually secures factual 
evidence. 

Such a planned study sometimes includes outside help from an 
outstanding leader in this field. Another procedure often followed 
is to invite a committee of professional or lay people to evaluate 
and to expand the staff evaluations.

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The most important factor in such evaluation is an earnest de- 
sire on the part of both administrators and staff to improve staff 
relationships. A willingness to look at ourselves as honestly as we can 
is an essential ingredient of a successful program. The following 
suggested questions are designed to help the superintendent and 
others do just that: 


Self-Evaluation Questions for Administrators 


1. Does every employee feel that he is doing an important job? 
2. Do staff members feel free to make suggestions? 
/ 3. Is good work recognized and commended by the administration? 
4. Are staff assignments realistic and made in a manner that encour- 
ages initiative and originality? 
5. Do employees feel that the administration is interested in their social 
and recreational needs? 
6. Do administrators provide opportunity for classroom teachers to 
discuss their grievances freely with them? 
7. Does the administration give adequate attention to the health and 
welfare of its staff? 
8. Do staff members feel that the administration is trying to protect 
their interests and to improve their status? 
9. Does the administration consider the time element in scheduling 
meetings and making assignments? 
10. Are mistakes pointed out in a tactful manner? 
11. If it becomes necessary to dismiss an employee, is the probleni faced 
squarely? 
12. Are changes in policies and plans carefully explained to all 
employees? 
13. Do employees feel that the administration has faith and confidence 
in their ability to do assigned jobs? 
14. Do employees feel that the administration in performing its duties 
lives by the same rules that they do? 
15. Is there evidence of adaptability? 
16. Is there evidence of staff teamwork and cooperation? 
17. Do employees have an opportunity to participate in formulating 
plans and policies that affect them? 
18. Are staff members given the means by which they can appraise the 
success or failure of their own activity? 
19. Does the administrative organization operate in such a manner that 
staff members know each other? 
20. Does the administration use expertness where it can be found within 
the organization? 
21. Are jobs and responsibilities clearly defined so that individual em- 
ployees know what is expected of them? 
22. Is vital information shared with the staff in reaching group decisions? 
23. Does a reasonable number of suggestions flow from the employees 
to the superintendent and the administrative staff? 
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24. Are new employees adequately briefed on the nature of the job and 
on the expectations of the school system, and given the necessary help 
to insure success? 

25. Are employees kept informed on general matters affecting the 
schools? 

26. Do staff members have enough opportunities to experience success 
with the resulting stimulating effects? 

27. Do staff members recognize and try to measure up to the expecta- 
tions of the school system? 

28. Is there evidence of mutual respect between staff members in their 
relationships with one another? 

29. Do teachers feel free to teach? 

30. Do teachers and other employees feel free to exercise initiative in 
the use of their creative talents? 

31. Do employees feel reasonably secure in their jobs? 

32. Do employees feel that it is their school system? 

33. Are employees enthusiastic about their jobs? 

34. Do employees feel that the administration is fair? 

35. Do employees have confidence and faith in the leadership and 
integrity of the administration? 


The reader will find additional suggestions on how to evaluate 
group work in Chapter 4. 


Appraisal of Superintendent's Leadersbip 


School administrators must maintain vision and balance, an at- 
tainment which will require strength of character and devotion to 
duty based on high moral principles and deep spiritual values. This 
means that the superintendent must free himself from the “kitchen 
detail" for a part of the time. Otherwise, he will not find time to 
think creatively or to plan with vision and balance. His chief con- 
tribution will grow out of his ability to lead others into a greater 
understanding of how people can live and work together more effec- 
tively. 

Victor Hugo once said that the most powerful force in the world 
is an idea whose time has come. The time has come when a program 
of human relationships may give education the power it needs to 
play its part in helping man to control himself. The great challenge 
that faces the school administrator is to build the best possible rela- 
tionships with the staff—relationships which will release the great 
creative power that a good staff can generate. When this challenge 
is effectively met, education will be bringing to bear the full force 
of its potentialities upon society. 
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CHAPTER I 


Response toa Challenge 


HE 1955 Yearbook Commission has attempted, by definition 
„ре example, to apply to working relationships within the school 
staff the knowledge now available in the field of human relations. 
Members of a school staff are exceptionally well equipped by train- 
ing and experience to live and to work by such knowledge. But in at- 
tempting to do so, they face a great challenge—the challenge to 
prove to themselves, to their communities, and possibly to the world 
that groups of people can devise and use increasingly effective ways 
of living and working together. 

These ways, tho they be different or new, are actually the partial 
and gradual fulfilment of some of mankind’s cherished, age-old 
hopes and dreams. Philosophers have tried to substitute thought 
and reason for blind, impetuous action in man’s dealings with his 
fellow man. Great men of religion have enthroned the human power 
of love and dethroned the power of indifference, of harm, or of de- 
struction. Students of government have tried to abolish the low 
estate of the many by proclaiming the basic virtues of liberty, 
equality, and brotherhood in governmental relationships. ; 

Most efforts of the past have placed major emphasis on principles, 
systems of thought, or articles of belief. These are important. But 
equally important are the means which enable these principles, 
systems, or articles to operate from day to day, from person to 
person, and from group to group. 

Much study has been given to the means by which principles of 
human relationships can be translated into practice. The knowl- 
edge resulting from such study is of sufficient quantity today to 
Provide useful guides to those who seek it. The search for and ap- 
plication of the knowledge, however, is neither simple, rapid, nor 
universal. Educators, as stated previously, are in a position to take 
the lead. A school staff contains the major elements of community

life. The principles and practices which apply to human relations 
in any community of people apply also to the school group. 

The challenge of providing leadership in demonstrating that or- 
ganizations and societies of people can devise increasingly effective 
ways of working and living together faces the teachers of America. 
How the educators of America will respond to this challenge is a 
critical question. The remainder of this chapter will discuss the kind 
of response most likely to meet this challenge, its fundamental 
characteristics, its limitations or problems needing further study, 
its promise, and finally the opportunities inherent in the challenge. 


Which Response? 


Success in meeting a challenge is determined by the adequacy 
of the response. Arnold Toynbee has explained the rise and fall of 
civilizations according to this premise, and it appears to apply to 
all aspects of life including the working relationships of a school 
staff. 

Which organizational plan for schools, based on available knowl- 
edge of human relationships, appears to have promise as an ade- 
quate response to the challenge? 

Historically, three major types of responses have been made 
in American education. These are described more fully in Chapter 
1 and are restated briefly here in a somewhat different manner. 

The first and a fairly common response establishes working re- 
lationships on the premise that many are called to do but few are 
called to know. The administrator is the one who knows, and his ex- 
pectation is that the rest of the staff will “do as I say.” Decisions are 
made on virtually all matters by the board of education or the ad- 
ministration without participation of the staff. 

The second response, as a reaction to the first, establishes the 
premise that an organization solves its problems well and functions 
best if full dependence is placed on the belief that all members are | 
equal in ability, knowledge, and interest. Each individual is free 

to make his own decisions on most matters. | 

The third response places reliance on the premise that the purposes 
of an organization are best served thru the cooperative efforts of 
its members. The unique abilities of individuals and the various 
roles of leadership, followership, and cooperation are defined; the 
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ground rules for operation are established by the members and 
understood by them; and staff members participate in making many 
decisions. 

The members of the Yearbook Commission agreed completely 
on the third response as the most adequate. It is interesting that 
their agreement was based on individual school experiences gained 
in various parts of the country—from Virginia to California, Con- 
necticut to New Mexico. Their choice of the third response is sup- 
ported by evidence found in reports of personnel management 
studies made in industry. Noteworthy among these is the report 
edited by Hoslett.' There appears to be justification for saying that 
"coming events cast their shadows before" and that the accumulated 
research, experience, and practice in cooperative action may well be 
the shadows which presage the third response as the prevailing 
pattern. 


Characteristics of the Chosen Response 


Research in industry and in social psychology has revealed a 
number of characteristics of cooperative action which are basic to 
its success. They are listed and described sketchily in the following 
short paragraphs. 

The known principles of good human relations must operate thru- 
out the school system from the board of education to the pupils. 
These principles are virtually the ones by which able teachers es- 
tablish good working relationships with children, i.e., consideration 
of individual differences; establishment of common purposes; use 
of uniqueness of individuals! abilities in the accomplishment of pur- 
poses; group evaluation of results; recognition of the importance 
of the fundamental wishes for security, love, and recognition; under- 
standing and use of psychological principles of motivation, level of 
challenge, level of aspiration, and law of effect. 

The genuineness of the attitude with which cooperation or team- 
Work is practiced is of critical importance. If the administrator uses 
cooperative organization merely as a front, the fact that his acts 
belie his words is eventually evident. If the staff uses cooperative 
action to wield group power unwisely or as a tool to circumvent the

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administrator, the process also suffers. The desire on the part of the 
entire staff to recognizé the rights of others and to see problems 
thru each other's eyes is essential to successful cooperative action. 

Habits of thought are a third important factor. The familiar pat- 
tern of thought which labels as unreasonable any person with whom 
there is disagreement must be replaced by one which does not as- 
sociate disagreement with feelings of hatred or malice. The adminis- 
trator accustomed to quick, solo decisions must acquire the habit 
of living with a slower process of decision making on some problems. 
Some administrators must develop a different habit of interpreting 
patterns of individual behavior; for instance, they may discover 
that apparent laziness on the part of a staff member is really a 
symptom of lack of training, fear, face saving, or lack of physical 
vitality. 

A fourth factor concerns the type of reaction to failure and 
| sources of irritation. Failure and irritation must be regarded by all 
staff members as problems to be solved and not as prompters to 


faultfinding and childish recrimination. © 

Stress is placed on the desirability of getting people to want 
to do things rather than to fear not to do them. The clear under- 
standing of goals to be attained and the individual's contribution 
toward attainment are important as motivating factors. 

The need for channels thru which grievances and irritations may 
be aired is essential. Unreleased pressures and emotional tensions 
can be fatal to the success of the cooperative working arrangements. 

The recognition and acceptance of cliques, stars, isolates, and 
group splits as parts of any social organization are also necessary. 
These phenomena of social behavior sometimes can be made to 
contribute effectively to the ends and goals of the total organization 
if their energy is channelled toward the accomplishment of common 
goals. 

Consideration of individuals' feelings, drives, frustrations, and 
levels of aspiration, can be achieved, not so much thru advice or 
reassurances but rather thru opportunities which allow them to 
think thru their own problems. People need someone, preferably 
not in a supervisory relationship, to whom they can unburden 
themselves of their difficulties, 

All staff members can save themselves much needless effort and 
frustration if they realize that logic and argument do | not necessarily 
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change attitudes. Facts and data, if used to prove someone to be 
in error, seldom change that person's opinion. Industrial experi- 
ence has shown how attitudes are changed thru job satisfaction, 
considerate treatment, opportunity to express dissatisfactions, and 
opportunity to acquire a feeling of belonging thru participation 
in work on policy and decisions. 

Because of the public nature of school operation, the cooperative 
pattern, if in effect, should be understood by the community. The 
reasons for the pattern and the alternatives to it are important in 
this connection. 

A final factor of great importance to the success of cooperative 
administration is the belief in people on the part of the entire staff 
and especially of the administrators. A conviction that, given the 
right situation, most people will prove to be dependable and trust- 
worthy is an important part of the philosophy which guides the 
staff. 


Its Limitations 


Cooperative administration cannot be considered a rose-strewn 
path entirely without thorns. It raises some difficult problems and 
some of the most common will be mentioned. 

What happens to the status leader when problems, once within 
the power of his decision, are decided thru group action? Does he 
become a figurehead? Do staff members usurp his powers and re- 
sponsibilities? What new skills are required of him under coopera- 
tive administration? 

Does a group abuse the privilege and responsibility of making 
decisions more readily than an individual? 

When a premium is placed on the uniqueness of individual ability 
and the full use of ability where found, does it create an aristocracy 
of the able with lower classes of varying degrees of status? 

Since decision making becomes decentralized, how can sound de- 
cisions be assured? 

How can the necessary communication and coordination be at- 
tained when many people are involved in planning purposes, meth- 
ods, and evaluation for the total enterprise? 

When an administrator is given a specific responsibility by law, 
can he delegate decision-making power to others and still fulfil his 
legal responsibility? 
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These are some of the difficult questions which need further 
research and study. Their presence here does not detract from 
the promise of cooperative administration as discussed in the next 
section of this chapter. 


Its Promise 


Cooperative administration, in spite of present limitations, has 
already yielded evidence of its preferential worth, and such evidence 
is described in other chapters of this yearbook. This section of the 
chapter will deal with some of the promises either fulfilled or visual- 
ized for the future. 

Cooperative administration tends to improve the quality, the 
implementation, and the staying power of decisions. Quality is im- 
proved thru the pooling and sharing of knowledge in arriving at a 
decision. The implementation of top-level decisions has always been 
a difficult problem in education and industry since the need for a 
decision is seldom understood without a study of the factors in- 
volved. Without such understanding the decision becomes inopera- 
tive since staff members either find devices for its nullification or 
gradually disregard it. Executives in industry are frequently an- 
noyed when decisions they make apparently evaporate. The involve- 
ment of employees in industry and of staff members in schools has 
frequently led to a decided improvement in the decision-making 
process. 

Experience in industry with cooperative management or multiple 
management has given definite proof of increased efficiency. The 
evidence is found in reports similar to that made by Hoslett.’ 
Similar improvement in the quality of school operation can be ex- 
pected from cooperative administration since the wastes resulting 
from needless irritation and strife and loss of human potential and 
human satisfactions can be minimized. 

Another promise is found in the benefits which come from an 
administrative organization Which recognizes the worth of greater 
freedom all along the line. Classroom teachers have been regarded 
too long as birds in an ungilded cage. Altho they had the power to 
fly, the structured bars of administrative organization allowed only

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a fluttering of wings. Cooperative administration can mean the 
removal of the bars with gains in teacher initiative and inventiveness. 

Developments in our culture during recent decades have stimu- 
lated working people's wants. Everywhere people's hopes and 
desires seem to outrun the means for their gratification. The result 
is a restless striving for change. Education also reflects this restless 
striving which will not be denied expression in some form or other. 
Cooperative administration provides a means for expression and 
also a channel for directed change. 

Finally, school organization which involves many people in its 
planning and operation has the promise of unifying life on the job 
with some of the basic traditions of American life. America's political 
democracy is based on such concepts as the worth of each individual, 
the right of the governed to determine the form of their government, 
freedom to express wrongs and grievances, and freedom to exercise 
judgment within the framework of laws and restrictions necessary 
for group welfare. In political life most American citizens have been : 
regarded as individuals possessing some degree of mature judgment. 
The nature of industrial and school organization, until recently, 
denied employees the rights and regard granted them in political 
life. Cooperative administration removes this denial and by so doing 
unifies the method of school organization and operation with some 
basic tenets of American life. 


Two Opportunities 


The educators of America have been striving for many years 
to secure professional recognition. Most of their effort, up to this 
point, has taken the form of talking or editorializing themselves into 
professional status. An opportunity is presenting itself for teachers 
to reach their objective by doing instead of by talking. 

Most American educators are classroom teachers. Cooperative 
administration implies that the teacher possess a sound body of 
professional knowledge, have opportunity to exercise initiative and 
judgment in the use of that knowledge, and carry voluntarily the 
responsibility resulting from the exercise of initiative and judgment. 
A nation of schools staffed predominantly by teachers in possession 
of these qualities holds real promise for the achievement of pro- 
fessional recognition for all educators. 
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The second opportunity arises out of the current world crisis. 
The world is most certainly confronted with complex and critical 
problems, and just as certainly these problems must be solved by 
people. Man sometimes rises to the challenge of a crisis and in doing 
so achieves great thoughts and deeds. This is the time for the edu- 
cators of America to arise in the face of world crisis to demonstrate 
thru their own example how an organization, a society, or a civiliza- 
tion can resolve its differences and solve its problems. 

The guidelines are present. This yearbook has attempted to de- 
scribe and illustrate them. In doing so, the authors have not been 
without a goal. That goal has been specifically the search for in- 
formation and practices on how a school staff may work together 
to free the full power and potential of each of its members. 

Beyond this goal lies an even broader purpose. So far as man 
knows, there is no other planet, no other world on which the precious 
gift of life has appeared. But here, among us, exists the remarkable 

' phenomenon of life in its many and varied forms. And the highest 
form of life is found in human beings like those who live and work 
with us from day to day. They can do much more than merely move 
in search of nurture or shelter. They think, dream, love, plan, build, 
and magnify their power thru development of their own individual 
resources and thru cooperative and united action. How to make 
the most of the precious gift of human life is the broader purpose. 

Accomplishment of this purpose can be furthered by using re- 
search as grist for the mill of invention in actual school situations. 
The productive capacity and power of individuals and groups, and 
the potential people have for effective living, are used only in part 
in most schools. Fortunately some research findings are available, 
and additional research is under way, which indicates how the 
potential of people for effective work and successful living may be 
more fully realized. To see research and its application as a cold, 
pedantic procedure aimed only at improving schools represents 
progress. But such progress has blinders which limit vision to the 
narrow road ahead. To see applied research as an opportunity for 
staff members to experience the joy and satisfaction of making the 
most of life's opportunities for useful and exciting living removes 
the blinders. | 

АП people reach hard for self-realization until the cruel buffet- 
ings of experience lead to discouragement and loss of faith in them- 
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selves. The loss is greater than may readily be apparent since a 
beaten person is not only a loss to himself but also a loss to the 
groups in which he has membership. The cooperative pattern of 
administration has in it the power to help staff members achieve 
and maintain self-realization. School staff relationships in this pat- 
tern recognize the truth that no man is an island and that the indi- 
vidual alone cannot fulfil his life’s purposes. This fundamental truth 
is well expressed by Albert Schweitzer who described the keystone 
of the structure of his remarkable life as follows: 


The important thing is that we are part of life. We are born of other 
lives; we possess the capacities to bring still other lives into existence. 
In the same way, if we look into a microscope we see cell producing cell. 
So nature compels us to recognize the fact of mutual dependence, each life 
necessarily helping the other lives which are linked to it. In the very fibers 
of our being, we bear within ourselves the fact of the solidarity of life. 
Our recognition of it expands with thought. Seeing its presence in ourselves, 
we realize how closely we are linked with others of our kind. We might like 
to stop here, but we cannot. Life demands that we see through to the 
solidarity of all life which we can in any degree recognize as having some 
similarity to the life that is in us.?
